PREFACE, 

The compiler is aware of the unusual respon- 
sibility Incurred by this publication. He can, 
however, sincerely affirm, that it has been his 
uniform and anxious design, to present to the 
public, an impartial compendium ^d digest of 
the iseligion and morals of the Bible. While ' 
the work is heartily intended to be a fair exhibi- 
tion of the scriptural doctrines of Christianity, 
it contains a body of moral instruction, and pro- 
bably more of the rules of faith and conduct, 
than are comprised within the same extent, in 
any other compilation. It denounces vice and 
error, enforces pietj and virtue, unfolds the per- 
fections of the Deity, and the most important* 
facts relating to divine Providence, and the sal- 
▼ation of man)iind. It displays alike the faith 
and practice, the commands and promises of 
the Gospel ; and is consecrated to the heavenly 
cause of evangelical religion. Such historical 
titles have alscrbeeo included, as were considered 
indispensable to the plan of a work, intended 
for the most part as a manual of religion. He 
is not conscious of having been under the influ- 
ence of any sentiments unfavourable to the im- 
partial execution of it ; nor, as every word is 
copied from the Scriptures, has he been disposed 
to be wise above what is written. He has adopt- 
ed the received text, as an invariable guide, *nd 
disclaiming the most distant intention of omitt- 
ing any subject compatible with the nj^ture and 
limits of the work, or of adding or diminisliin^ 
upon an V subject, with a view to any oi)inions not 
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warranted by the whole tenor of the Scripture^, 
has faithfully endeavoured, as far as practicable, 
to offer to the public, in a form that would be 
inviting, a miniature representation of the great 
principles of divine morality and religion. 

He has attempted such an arrangement of the 
chapters as would give facility of reference; 
and has diligently sought to digest them upon a 
comprehensive and systematic plan ; so that each 
should exhibit, not only, a just summary of the 
great truths comprising it, but also a regular 
compositioit, as far as the subject would admit; 
from which it will be perceived that it has been 
attended with no inconsiderable labour. 

As the clergyman has his expositions, the 
lawyer his digest of cases and precedents, the

The God 
of glory thundereth. The thunder of his power 
who can understand ? 

His lightnings enlightened the world : the 
earth saw, and trembled. The hills melted like 
wax at the presence of the Lord. 

The earth shook, the heavens also dropped at 
the presence of God. 

Ihe pillars of heaven tremble and are aston- 
ished at his reproof. 

With God is terrible majesty. O God, thou 
art terrible out of thy holy places^ 
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"% The Lord hath his way in the whirlwind and 
in the storm, and the clouds are the dust of his 
feet. 

He commandeth and raiseth the storm j wind. 
He maketh the storm a calm. 

Extol him that rideth upon the heavens. Sing 
to him that rideth upon the heaven of heavens. 

He howed the heavens and came down : and 
darkness was ^nder his feet. And he rode upon 
a cheruh, and did fly : and he was seen upon 
the wings of the wind. 

His glory covered the heavens, and the eartln 
was full of his praise. And his brightness was 
as the light. Before him went the pestilence, 
and burning coals went forth at his feet. He 
stood, and measured the earth: he beheld, and 
drove asunder the nations ; and the everlasting 
mountains were scattered, the perpetual hills 
did bow : his ways are everlasting.

Before the mountains were brought forth, or 
ever thon haHst formed the earth -and the world. 
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even from everlasting to eyerlasting, thcAL art 
God- 
All thy works praise thee, O Lord. " Declare 
his marvellous works among all nations. 

The heavens declare the glorj of God ; and 
the firmament sheweth his hand j- work. Day 
unto day uttereth speech, and night unto night 
sheweth knowledge. There is no speech nor 
language where their voice is not heard. 

O the depth of the riches hoth of the wisdom 
and knowledge of God ! how unsearchable are 
his judgments, and his ways past finding out ! 

Canst thou by searching find out God ? Canst 
thou find out the Almighty to perfection? It is 
high as heaven 5 what canst thou do ? deeper 
than hell 5 what canst thou know ? 

Touching the Almighty, we cannot find him 
out: he is excellent in power, and in judgment, 
and in plenty of justice. 

Shall not his excellency make you afraid ? and 
his dread fall upon you P 

O Lord our Lord, how excellent is thy name 
in all the earth ! who hast set thy glory above 
the heavens. 

A God of truth- A father of the fatherless, 
and a judge of the widows. The God of patience 
and consolation. The God of peace. The 
great, the mighty God. The living God. The 
invisible God. fhe incorruptible God. The 
everlasting God. 

As for God his way is perfect. His work is 
perfect. Your father that is in lieaven is perfect. 

Bless the Lord your God for ever and ever. 

Bless the Lord, O my soul : and all that is 
within me, bless his holy name. 

Blessed be God. Blessed be the Aarae of God 
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for ever and ever. Blessed be thy glorious namey 
which is exalted above all blessins and praise. 

Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of hosts. 

Blessing, and glory, and wisdom, and thanks-* 
giving, and honour, and power, and might, be 
unto our God for ever and ever. Amen, 
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ATTRIBUTES, LIFE, AND EXAMPLE, OF OUR 
LORD JESUS CHRIST. 

Unto us a child is born, unto us a son is giv- 
en : and the government shall be upon his shouU 
der : and his name shall be called Wonderful, 
Counsellor, The mighty God, The everlasting 
Father, The Prince of Feace. Of the increase 
of his government and peace there shall be nq 
end, upon the throne of David and upon his 
k kingdom, to order it, and to establish it, with 
judgment and with justice from henceforth even 
for ever. The zeal of the Lord of hosts will 
perform this. 

I will put enmity between thee and the woman,

The spirit of the Lord God is upon me 5 be- 
cause the Lord hath anointed me to preach gooa 
tidings unto the meek ; he hath sent me to bind 
up the broken hearted, to proclaim liberty to the 
captives, and the opening of the prison to them / 
that are bound ; to proclaim the acceptable year 
of the Lord, and the day of vengeance of our 
God ; to comfort all that mourn : to appoint un- 
to them that mourn in Zion, to give unto them 
beauty for ashes, the oil of joy for mourning, the 
garment of praise for the spirit of heaviness. 

The glory of the Lord shall be revealed, and 
all flesh shall see it together : for the mouth of 
the Lord hath spoken it. 

Out of Zion shall go forth the law, and the word 
of the Lord from Jerusalem. 

Thou, Beth-lehem Ephratah, though thou be 
little among the thousands of Judah, yet out of 
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thee shall be .come forth unto me, that is to be 
ruler in Israel ; whose goings have been of old, 
from everlasting. 

The angel said unto them, fear not : for, be^ 
hold, I bring you good tidings of great joy, which 
shall be to all people. For unto you is born this 
day in the city of David, a Saviour, which 19 
Christ the Lord. And this shall be a sign unto 
you ; Ye shall find the babe wrapped in swad- 
dling clothes, I ving in a manger. And suddenly 
there was with the angel a nmltitude of the 
heavenlv host praising God, and saying. Glory 
to God in the highest, and on earth peace, good 
will towards men. 

There is one God, and one mediator betweea 
God and men, the man Christ Jesus. Him hath 
God exalted with his right hand to be a Prince 
and a Saviour, to give repentance to Israel ; and 
forgiveness of sins. Neither is there salvatioa 
in any other: for there is none other name under 
heaven given among men whereby we must be 
saved. 

I am the resurrection and the life. The power 
of God is now made manifest by the appearing 
of our Saviour, Jesus Christ, who hath abolished 
death, and brought life and immortality to light 
tliroueh the gospel. 

God so loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting life. For 
God sent not his Son into the world to condemn 
the world ; but that the world through him might 
be saved. 

Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, and the 
truth, and the life : no man cometh unto the Fa* 
ther but by me. 
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Behold the Lamh of God, which taketh awaj 
the sin of the world. 

In the beginning was the Word, and the Word 
was with God, and the Word was God. The 
same was in the beginning with God. All things 
were made by him ; and without him was not 
an J thing made that was made. In him was life ; 
and the life was the light of men. And the 
Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, and 
wc beheld his glory, the glory as of the only 
begotten of the Father, full of grace and truth. 

The Father hath delivered us from the power 
of darkness, and hath translated us' into the 
kingdom of his dear Son : in whom we have re- 
demption through his blood, even the forgiveness 
of sins : who is the image of the invisible God , 
the first born of every creature : for by him were 
allv things created, that are in heaven, and that 
are in earth, visible and invisible, whether they 
be thrones, or dominions, or principalities or 
powers : all things were created by him, and for 
him : and he is before all things, and by him all 
things consist. 

Thou hast created all things, and fbr thy 
pleasure they are and were created. ; 

Christ the power of God, and the wisdom of 
God. 

Jesus came and spake unto them, saying, All 
power is given unto me in heaven and in earth. 

My Father doth love me, because I lay down 
my life, that I might take it again. No man 
taketh it from me, but I lay it down of myself ' 
I have power to lay it down, and I have power 
to take it again. , , . ,. 

God, who at sundry times and in divers man- 
ners spake in times past unto the fathers by t^y 
3* 
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rophctsjhath m these last dajs spoken unto us 
}j bis Son, whom he hath appointed heir of all 
things, by whom also he made the worlds ; who 
being tlie brightness of his glory, and the express 
image of his person, and upholding all things by 
the word of his power, when he had by himself 
purged our sins, sat down on the right hand of 
the Majesty on high ; being made so much better 
than the angels, as he hath by inheritance ob- 
tained a more excellent name than they. 

All things are delivered unto me of my Father. 
The Father loveth the Son, and hath given all 
things into his hand. 

Lo,the heavens were opened unto him, and he 
saw the spirit of God descending like a dove and 
lighting upon him : and lo, a voice from heaven, 
saying. This is my beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleased. 

The high priest said unto him, I adjure thee 
by the living God, that thou tell us whether thou 
be the Christ, the Son of God. Jesus saith 
unto him*, Thou hast said : nevertheless I say 
unto you, Hereafter shall ye see the Son of man 
sitting on the right hand of power, and coming 
in the clouds of heaven. 

In him dwelleth all the fulness of the Godhead 
bodily. It pleased the Father that in him should 
all fulness dwell. 

The Father dwelleth in me. I and my Father 
are one. I am in the Father, and the Father in 
me. He that hath seen me, hath seen the Father. 
If ye had known me, ye should have known my 
Father also. All things that the Father hath are 
^:3jQine. All mine are thine, and thine are mine ; 
S;^ra glocified in them. 
2^-^i* mind be in you,, which was also ia 
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Christ Jesus : who being in the form of God, 
thought it not robbery to be equal with God : but 
made himself of no reputation, and took upon 
him the form of a servant, and was made in the 
likeness of men : and being found in fashion as a 
man; he humbled himself, and became obedient 
unto death, even the death of the cross. Where- 
fore God also hath highly exalted him, and given 
him a name which is above every name : that at 
the name of Jesus every knee should bow, of 
things in heaven, and things in earth, and things 
under the earth ; and that every tongue should 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of 
God the Father. 

Jesus Christ the same yesterday, and to-day, 
and for ever. 

I am Alpha and Omega, the beginning and the 
ending, saith the Lord, which is, and which was, 
and which Is to come, the Almighty. 

Unto which of the angels said he (God) at any 
time. Thou art my Son, this day have I begotten 
thee P And. again, I will be to him a Father, and 
he shall be to me a Son ? And again, when he 
bringeth in the first begotten into the world, h« 
saith; And let all the angels of God worship 
him. And of the angels he saith. Who maketh 
his angels spirits, and his ministers^a flame of 
fire. But unto the Son, he saith^ Thy throne, O 
God, is for ever and ever 5 a sceptre of righteous- 
ness is the sceptre of thy kingdom. Thou hast 
loved righteousness, and hated iniquity; tliere- 
fore God hath anointed thee with the oil of glad- 
ness above thy fel lows. And , thou , Lord , i n th e 
beginnipg hast laid the foundation of the earth : 
and the heavens are the work of thine hands. 
They shall perish ; but thou remainest : and they 
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ail shall wax old as doth a garment; and as a 
vesture shalt thou fold them up, and they shall 
]}e changed : but thou art the same, and thy 
years shall not fail. 

No man hath seen God at any iime ; the only 
begotten Son which is in the bosQm of the Fa- 
ther, he hath declared him. 

Neither knoweth any man the Father save the 
Son, and he to whomsoever the Son will reveal 
him. 

The woman went her way into the city, and 
saith to the men. Come, see a man, which told me 
all things that ever I did ; is not this the Christ ? 

I am ne which searcheth the reins and hearts. 

Who is he that condemneth ? It is Christ that 
died, yea, rather, that is risen again, who is even 
at the right hand of God, who also maketh inter- 
cession For us. 

The Father judgeth no man ; but hath commit- 
ted all judgment to the Son ; that all men should 
honour the Son, even as thejr honour the Father. 

My kingdom is not of this world. 

His parents went to Jerusalem every year at 
the feast of the passover. And when he was 
twelve years old, they went up to Jerusalem af- 
ter the custom of the feast. And when they had 
fulfilled the days, as they returned, the child Je- 
sus tarried behind in Jerusalem ; and Joseph and 
his mother knew not of it. But they, supposing 
him to have been in the company, went a day's 
journey $ and thej^ sought him among their kins- 
folk and acquaintance. And when they found 
him not, they turned back again to Jerusalem, 
seeking him. And it came to pass, that after 
three days they found him in the temple, sitting 
in the midst of the doctors, both hearing them.

and asking them questions. And all that heard 
him were astonished at his understanding and 
answers. And when thej saw l>im, they were 
amazed: and his mother said unto him, Son, why 
bast thou thus dealt with us ? Behold thy father 
and 1 have sought thee son owing. And he said 
unto them, How is it that ye sought me ? wist ye 
not that I must be about my Father's business ? 

My meat is to do the will of him that seot me, 
and to finish his work. 

I seek not mine own will, but the will of the 
Father which hath sent me. 

When John had heard in the prison the works 
of Christ, he sent two of his disciples, and said 
unto him, Art thou he that should. come, or do 
we look for another ? Jesus answered and said 
unto them, Go and shew John again those tilings 
which ye do hear and see : tlie blind receive 
their sight, and the lame walk, the lepers are 
cleansed, and the deaf hear, the dead are raised 
up, and the poor have the gospel preached to 
them. 

The officers answered, never man spake like 
this man. 

The word which God sent unto the children 
of Israel, preaching by Jesus Christ, (he is Lord 
of all 5) that word, I say, ye know, which was 
published throughout all Judea, and began from 
Galilee, after the baptism which John preached ; 
how God anointed Jesus of Nazareth with the 
Holy Ghost, and with power ; who went about 
doing good, and healing all that were oppressed 
of the devil : for God was with him. 

This man because he continueth ever hath an 
unchangeable priesthood. Wherefore he is able 
also to save them to the uttermost that come unto 
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God by him, seeing he ever liveth to make inter- 
cession for them. For such an hi^h priest be- 
came us, who is holy, harmless, unaefiled, sepa- 
rate from sinners,* and made higher than the 
heavens. 

Learn of me ; for I am meek and lowlj in 
lieart. 

Christ suffered for us, leaving us an example, 
that we should follow his steps ; who did no sin, 
neither was guile found in his mouth : who when 
he was reviled, reviled not again ; when he suf- 
fered, he threatened not ; but committed himself 
to him that judgeth righteously. 
* He kneeled down and prayed, saying, Father, 
if thou be willing, remove this cup from me : ne- 
vertheless, not my will but thine oe done. And 
there appeared an angel unto him from heaven, 
strengthening him. And being in an agony, he 
prayed more earnestly : and his sweat was as it 
were great drops of blood falling down to the 
ground. 

In the days of his flesh, when he had offered 
up prayers and supplications with strong crying 
and tears unto him that was able to save him froni 
flciith, and was heard in that he feared : though 
I.o were a Son, yet learned he obedience by the 
ll'.ihgs which he suffered 5 and being made per- 
fect, he becaitre the author of eternal salvation 
unto ail them that obey him. 

Ye know the grace of our Lonl Jesus Christ, 
thiit though he was rich, yet for your sakes he 
became poor, that ye through his poverty might 
be rich. 

The Son of man hath not whiere to lay his head. 

He is despised and rejected of men ; a man of 
sorrows and acquainted with grief: amd we hid 
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us it were our faces from him : he was despised, 
and we esteemed him not. Surely he hath borne 
our griefs, and carried our sorrows, jet we did 
esteem him stricken, smitten of God, and afflict- 
ed. But be was wounded for our transgressions, 
he was bruised for our iniquities ; the chastise* 
ment of . our peace was upon him: and with his 
stripes we are healed. All we like sheep have 
gone astray ; we have turned every one to his 
own way ; and the lord hath laid on him the 
iniquity of us all. He was oppressed, and he 
-was afflicted, yet he opened not nis mouth : he is 
broughtas a lamb to the slaughter, and as a sheep 
before her shearers is dumb, so he openeth nut 
bis mouth. s 

Jesus knowing that the Father had given all 
things into his hands, and that he was come from 
God, and went to God; he riseth from supper, 
and laid aside his garments; and took a towel 
and girded himself. After that he poureth water 
into a bason, and began to wash the disciples' 
feet, and to wipe them with the towel wherewith 
he was girded. After he had washed their leet, 
and bad taken his garments, and was set down 
again, he said unto them. Know ye what I have 
done to you P Ye call me Master, and Lord : and 
ye say well ; for so I am. If I then ^our Lord 
and Master, have washed your feet, ye also ou«,ht 
to wash one another's feet For I have given 
jou an example, that ye should do as 1 have 
done to you. 

. They brought young children to him, that h« 
should touch them ; and his disciples rebuked 
those that hroup;ht them. But when Jesus saw it 
he was much displeased, and said unto them, 
bUiTor the little children to come unto me, and 
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forbid them not : for of such is the kingdom of 
God. Verily I say unto you, whosoever shall 
not receive the kingdom of God as a little "child, 
he shall not enter therein. Arid he took them 
up in his arms, put his hands upon them^ and 
blessed them. 

When Mary was come where Jesus was, and 
saw him, she fell down at his feet, saying unto 
him, Lord, if thou hadst been here, my brother 
had not died. When Jesus therefore saw her 
weeping, and the Jews also weeping which came 
with hefr, he groaned in the spirit, and was trou- 
bled, and said where have ye laid him ? They 
said unto him, Lord, come and see. Jesus wept. 

Jesus lifted up his eyes to heaven, and said. 
Father, the liour is come ; glorify thy Son, that 
thy Son may glorify thee : as thou hast given 
him power over all flesh, that he should give 
eternal life to as many as thou hast given him. 
And this is life eternal that they might know 
thee the only true God, and Jesus Christ, whom 
thou hast sent. I have glorified thee on the 
earth : I have finished the work, which thou 
gavest me to do. And now, O Father, glorify 
thou me with thine own self, with the glory 
which I had with thee before the world was. 

When they were come to the place which is 
called Calvary, there they crucified him and the 
malefactors. Then said" Jesus, Father, forgive 
them ; for they know not what they do. 

He was taken from prison and from judgment 
and who shall declare his generation ? for he 
was cut off out of the land ol the living : for the 
transgression of my people was he stricken. And 
he made his grave with the wicked, and with the 
rich in his death 5 because he had done no vio-

lence^ neither was any deceit in his mouth. Yet 
it pleased the Lord to bruise him ; he hath put 
him to grie£ He was numbered with the trans- 
gressors ; and he bare the sin of many, and 
made intercession for the transgressors. 

Ye men of Israel, hear these words ; Jesus of 
Nazareth a man approved of God among you by 
miracles, and wonders, and signs which God did 
by him in the midst of you, as ye yourselves also 
know : him being delivered by the determinate 
counsel and foreknowledge of God, ye have 
taken, and by wicked hands have crucified and 
^lain ; whom God hath raised up, having loosed 
the pains of death : because it was not possible 
that he should be holden of it. 

If Christ be preached that he rose from the 
dead, how say some among>ou that there is no 
resurrection of the dead F But if there be no 
resurrection of the dead, then is Christ not risen : 
and if Christ be not risen, then is our preaching 
vain, and your faith is also vain. 

If in this life only we have hope in Christ, we 
are of all men most miserable. But now is Christ 
risen from the dead, and become the first fruits 
of them that slept. 

We see Jesus, who was made a little lower 
than the angels for the suffering of death, crown- 
ed with glory and hbnour ; that he by the grace 
of God should taste death for every man. 

It became him, for whom are all things, and 
bj whom are all things, in bringing many sons 
unto glory, to make the captain of their salvation 
perfect through sufferings. 

When he ascended up on high, he led captivity 
captive, and gave gifts unto men. He . that de* 
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scene] ed is the same also that ascended up fac^ 
above all heavens, that he might fill all things. 

Without controversy great is the mjstery o€ 
godliness : God was manifest in the flesh, justi- 
fied in the Spirit, seen of angels, preached unto 
the Gentiles, believed on in the world, received 
up into glory. 

Beside me there is no God. Christ is over all,. 
God blessed for ever. 

Our Lord Jesus Christ is the blessed and only 
Potentate, the King of kings, and Lord of lords ; 
who only hath immortality, dwelling in the light 
which no man can approach unto 5 wliom no maa 
hath seen, or can see : to whom be honour and 
power everlasting. 

Holy, holy, holy. Lord God Almighty, which 
was, and is, and is to come. 

Worthy is the Lamb that was slain to receive 
power, and riches, atid wisdom, and strength^ 
and honour, and ^lory, and blessing. 

To the only wise God our Saviour, be glory 
and majesty, dominion and power, both now ana 
ever.

Jf.sus said unto him, if a man love me, he | 
will keep my words: and my Father will love 
liitn, and we \vill come unto him, and make 
our al)o4e with him. He that loveth me not, 
keepeth not my sayings ; and the word which 
\e hear is not mine, hot the Father's which sent 
Uie. These ihings have I spoken unto you, be- 
in^ vet present with you. But the Comforter, 
Avhich is the Holy Ghost, whum ihe Father wiP 
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send in mj tiame, he shall teach you all ih'in 
and brins all things to jour remembrance, wh; 
soever I tiave said unto jbu. 

When the Comforter is come, whom I m 
send unto you from the Father, even the Spirit 
truth, which proceedeth from the Fatlier, he sh 
testify of me: and ye also shall bear witne 
because ye have been with me from the begin ni i 

I tell you the truth ; it is expedient for j 
tha;t I go away: for if I go not awav, the Co 
forter will not come unto you ; but if I depiir 
ivill send him unto you. And when he i:^ co 
he will reprove the world ofsin, and of rightto 
ness, and of judgment : of sin, because they I 
lieve not in m^; of righteousness, because 1 u;(i 
my Father, and ye see me no more; of jm 
ment, because the piritice of this world is jud^M 
I have yet many things to say unto you, but 
cannot bear them now. Howbeit, when he, i 
Spirit of truth is Come, he will guide you into 
truth: for he shall not speak of himself; 1 
ivhat3oever he shall hear, that shall he spea 
and he will shew you thin^ to come. He si 
glorify me : for he shall receive of mine, and sli 
«hew it unto you. All things that the Fatl 
hath are mine : therefore said I, that he ah 
take of mine, and shall shew il unto you. 

The Spirit helpeth our infirmities; for 
know not what we should pray for as we ou<; 
but the Spirit itself maketh intercession for 
with groanings which cannot be uttered. A 
he that searcneth the hearts knoweth what is 
mind of the Spirit, because he maketh inttMc 
sion for the saints according to the will of i* 

Peter said, Ananias^ why hath Satan fil 
thine heart to lie to the Holy Ghost, and to k 
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back part of the price of the land ? Whilst it re- 
mained, was it not thine own P and after it wa» 
sold, was it not in thine own power ? why hast 
thou conceived this thing in thine heart ? thou 
hast not lied unto men but unto God. 

Jt was revealed unto him (^Simeon)hj the Ho- 
ly Ghost, that he should not see death before he 
had seen the Lord*s Christ. 

What P know ye not that your body is the tern- 

1)le of the Holy Ghost which is in you, which je 
lave of God, and ye are not your own ? 

How shall we escape, if we neglect so great 
salvation | which at the first began to be spoken 
by the Lord, and was confirmed unto us by them 
that heard him ; God also bearing them witness, 
both with signs and wonders, and with divers 
miracles, and gifts of the Holy Ghost, according 
to his will. 

Eye hath not seeft, nor ear heard, neither have 
entered into the heart of man, the things which 
God hath prepared for them that love him. But 
God hath revealed them unto us by his Spirit : 
for the Spirit searcheth all things, yea, the deep 
things of God. For what man knoweth the thin^ 
of a man J save the spirit of a man which is in him ? 
even ^o the things of God knaweth no man but 
the Spirit of God. Now we have received, not 
the spirit of the world, but the Spirit which is of 
God 5 that we might know the things which are 
freely given to us of God : which things also we 
< Bpeak, not in the words which man's wisdom 
teacheth, but which the Holy Ghost teacheth. 

The fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, long- 
sv fie ring, gentleness, faith, goodness, meekness, 
temperance. 

Blessed be God even the God of all comfort. 
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CHAP. IV. 

BAPTISM. 

Therk is one Lord, one faith, one baptism. 

I (John) indeed baptize you with water unto 
Yepentance : but he (jesus) that cometh after ine 
is mightier than I, whose shoes I am not worthy 
^obear ; he shall baptize you with the Holy ii\w>t 
and with fire. Then cometh Jesus from Galiice 
to Jordan unto John, to be baptized of him. But 
John forbade him, saying, I have need to be bap- 
tized of thee, aiid comestthou to me P And Jesus, 
answering, said unto him, suffer it to be so now : 
for thus it becometh us to fulfil all righteousness. 
Then he suffered him. And Jesus when he was 
baptized, went up straightway out of the water. 

John did baptize jn the wilderness, and preach 
the baptism of repentance for the remission of 
eins. And then went out to him all the land of 
Judea, and they of Jerusalem, and were all bap- 
tized of him in the river of Jordan, confessiug 
their sins. 

All the people that heard him (Christ) and the 

eublicans, justified God, being baptized wit!) the 
aptism of John. 

Jesus came, and spake unto them, saying, All 
power is given unto me in heayen and in earili. 
Go ye, therefore, and teach all nati«n<*, baptiz- 
ing them in the name of the Father, and of ilie 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
Jesus himself baptized not, but his disciples. 
Paul said unto them, Unto what then w re ve 
baptized ? And they said, unto John's ba;>ti>m. 
Then said Paul, John verily bapti/.ed w'vh the 
baptism of repentance, sayiig unt-j the pM>|)le, 
that they should believe un him which slj.r.ild 
4* 
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come after him, that is, on Jesus Christ Whe» 
they heard this, thej were baptized in thib name 
pf the Lord Jesus^ 

Many of the Corinthia^ia^ heari|ig, believed ^ 
jand were baptizeid. 

Peter answered, Can any man forbid water^ 
that these should not be baptized, which have 
received the Holy Ghost as well as we ? And he 
commanded them to be baptized in the name of 
the Lord. 

When they believed Philip preaching the 
things concerning the kin^om of God, and the 
name of Jesus Christ, they were baptized, both 
in en and women. 

Philip preachrd Unto him JesUs. And as 
they went on their waj, they came unto a 
certain water: and the eunuch said, See, here 
!s watery what d^th hinder me to be baptized ? 
!||pd Philip said, if thou believest with all thine 
heart, thou may est And he answered and said, 
1 believe that Jesus Christ is the Son^of God. 
X'nd they went down both Jnto the water, both 
Philip and the eunuch, and he baptized him. 
And when they were come up out of the water, 
the Spirit of the Lord caught away Philip. 

Lydia attended unto the things which were 
Bfxtken of Paul. And she was baptised, and 
her household* 

The keeper of the prison fell down before Paul 
and Siks^ and brought them out, and said. Sirs, 
\v])at must 1 do to be saved ? And they said, Be- 
lieve on the I^ord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
gaved. and Ih v h'^j^e. And they spake unto him 
the word of the liord, and to all that were in his 
)ioM^e. And he was baptized, he and ail his, 
St r:i i j'.h t \^ a V . A n d lie rej oiced , belie vi ng i n God 
fvith ^11 his house. 

till I r t^ ^ 
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Bj one {Spirit are we all baptised into one 
body, whether we be Jews or Gentiles, whether 
we be bond or free ; and hare been all made to 
drink into one spirit. 

As many of jou as have been baptized into 
Christ, have put on Christ. 

Know je not that so many of us as were bap*- 
tized into Jesus Christ, were baptized into his 
death ? Therefore we are buried with him bj 
baptism into death ; that, like as Christ was rais- 
ed up from the dead by the glorj of the Father, 
.even so we also should^ walk in newness of life. 

Arise, and be baptized, and wash away tliy 
Bins, calling on the name of the Lord. 

Repent, and be baptized every one of you in the 
name of Jesus Christ, for the*remission of sins, 
and ye shall receive the gift of the Jloly Ghost. 



CHAP. V. 

BEKEFIOENCE. 

Bo good. He that doeth good is of God. 

As we have opportunity, let us do good unto all 
men, especially unto them who are of the house- 
hold of faith. 

Charge them that are rich in this world, that 
they do good, that they be rich in good works, 
ready to distribute, willing to communicate ; 
laying up in store for themselves a good founda- 
tion against the time to come, that they may lay 
hold on eternal life. 

Whoso hath this world '^ good, and seeth bis 
brother have need, and shuttcth up his bowels of 
compassion from him, how dwelleth the love «1 
.God in him ? My little children, let us not love 
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in word, neither in tongue ; but in deed and In 
truth- 
He which soweth sparingly, shall reap also 
sparingly; and he which soweth bountifully^ 
snail reap also bountifully. 

Cast thy bread upon the waters : for thou shalt 
find it after many cJays. 

There is that scattereth, and yet increaseth ^ 
and there is that withholdeth more than is meet, 
but it tendeth to poverty. 

Withhold not good from them to whom it is 
due, when it is in the power of thine hand to do 
it. Say not unto thy neighbour, go and come 
again, and to-morrow I will give 5 when thou hast 
it by thee. 

He that hath tw5 coats, let him impart to him 
that hath none ; and he that hath meat, let him 
do likewise. 
He that giveth, let him do it with simplicity. 
Take heed that ye do not your alms before 
men, to be seen of them; otherwise ye have no 
reward of your Father which is in heaven. There- 
fore, when thou doest thine alms, do not sound a 
trumpet before thee, as the hypocrites do, in the 
synagogues, and in the streets, that they may 
have glory of men. Verily, I say unto you 
they have their reward. But when thou doest 
ulms, let not thy left 'hand know what thy right 
hand doeth 5 that thine alms may be in secret : 
and thy Father which seeth in secret, himself 
ahall reward thee openly. 

(5(x] is not unrighteous to forget jour work of 
labour and love, which ye have shewed towards 
his name, in that ye have ministered to the saints. 
Kvtry man according as he purposeth in his 
IjCMit, so let him give, not grudgingly, or of ne- 
cc!5«ity . for Go J loveth a cheerful ^iver. • 
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If therQ be first a willing mind, it is accepted 
according to that a man hath. 

Jesus sat over against the treasury, and beheld 

how the people cast monej into the treasury : 

and many that were rich cast in much. And 

there came a certain poor widow, and she threw 

in two mites, which make a farthing. And he 

called unto him his disciples, and saith unto 

them, Verily I say unto you, That this poor 

widow hath cast more in tnan all they which 

have cast into the treasury ; for all they did cast 

in of their abundance 5 but she of her want did 

cast in all that she had, even all her living. 

Whosoever shall give to drink unto one of 
these little ones, a cup of cold water only, in the 
name of a disciple, verily I say unto you, He 
shall in no wi»e lose his reward. 

"When the ear heard me, then it blessed me 5 
and when the eye saw me, it gave witness to me : 
because I delivered the poor that cried, and the 
faiherless, and him that had none to help him. 
The blessing of him that was ready to perish 
came upon me : and I caused the-^idow's heart 
to sing for joy. I put on righteousness, and it 
clothed me : my judgment was as a robe ^nd a 
diadem. I was eyes to the blind, and feet was 
I to the lame. I was a father to the poor : and 
the cause which I knew not I searched out. 
And I brake the jaws of the wicked, and pluck- 
. ed the spoil out of his teeth. 

I'he righteous hath dispersed, he hath given to 
the poor He is ever merciful and lendeth ; and 
his seed is blessed. 

A good man sheweth favour and lendeth. Do 
good and lend, hoping for nothing again $ and 
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your reward shall be great, and ye shall be the 
children of the Highest. 

The wicked borroweth, and payeth not again ; 
But the righteous sheweth mercy and giveth. 

He that hath pity upon the poor, lendeth unto 
the Lord ; and that which he bath given will he 
pay him again. 

He that civeth unto the poor shall not lack; but 
he that hideth his eyes shall have many a curse. 

If thy brother be waxen poor, and fallen in 
decay with thee, then thou srialt relieve him. 

Blessed is he that considereth the poor : the 
Lord shall dejiver him in time of trouble. The 
Lord will preserve him, and keep him alive : and 
he shall be blessed upon the earth : and thou 
wilt not deliver him unto the will of his ene- 
mies. The Lord will strengthen him upon the 
bed of languishing: thou wilt make all his bed 
in his sickness. 

The liberal soul shall be tnade fat : and he 
that watereth shall be watered also himself. 

He that hath a bountiful eye shall be blessed : 
for he giveth of his bread to the poor. 

Thou shalt surely give him, and thine heart 
shall not be grieved when thou givest unto him : 
because that for this thing the Lord thy God 
shall bless thee in all thy works. 

It is he that giveth thee power to get wealths 
The Lord maketh poor and maketh rich. The 
poor shall never cease out of the land: there--, 
fore 1 command thee, saying, Thou shalt open 
thine hand wide unto thy brother, to thy poor, 
and to thy needy, in thy land. 

Ye have the poor with you always ; and when- 
soever ye will, ye may do them good. 

Give alms of such things a^ ye have. Give 
and it shall be given unto you. 
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Give to him that asketh thee ; and from him 
that would borrow of thee, turn not thou away. 

To do good and to eoifirounicate, forget not : 
iffr with such sacrifices God is well pleased. 

Remember the words of the Lord Jesi^s^ how 
he said, It is more blessed to give than to receive* 

Jesus said unto him, yet lackest thou one 
thing ; sell all that thou hast, and distribute unto 
the poor, and thou shalt hav^ treasure in heaven :. 
ftud come, foUovr Qie^ 



CHAP. VL 

BBNEVOLENOE. 

Look not every man on his own things, but 
every inan also on the thin^ of others. 

Seek good., He that diligently seeketh good 
procureth favour. 

Rejoice with them that do rejoice, and weep 
with them that weep. 

Remember them that are in bonds, as bound 
with them ; and them which suffer adversity, as 
being yourselves also in the body. 

Be pitiful. Shew mercy and compassions. 

Be ye kind one to another, tender-hearted : 
foH)earing one another, and forgiving one an- 
other. 

Comfort one another. Pray for one another. 
Let us love one another. 

Being affectionately desirous of yon, we were 
willing to have imparted unto you, not the gos- 
pel of God only, but also our own soulss, because 
ye were dear unto us. 

Love the gootl. Love your enemies. Ever 
follow that which is good to all men. 
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CHAP. VII. 

OHARITT. 

Above all things put on charitj^ which is the 
bond of perfectness. 

Though I speak with the tongues of men and 
of ang;els, and have not Aiaritj, I am become as 
sounding brass^ or a tinkling cymbal. And 
though I have the gift of prophecy, and under- 
stand all mysteries, and all knowledge, and 
though I have all faith, so that I could remove 
mountains, I am nothing. And though I bestow 
all my goods to feed the poor, and though I give ^ 
my body to be burned, and have not charity, it 
profiteth me nothing. 

Charity sufifereth long, and is kind ; charity 
envieth not ; charity vaunteith not itself; is not 
puffed up, and doth not behave itself unseemly, 
seeketh not her own, is not easily provoked » 
thinketh noevil; rejoiceth not in iniquity, but 
rejoiceth in the truth 5 beareth all things, belieV" 
eth all things, hopeth all thin^. Charity never 
faileth. And now abideth faith, hope, charity ; 
these three ; but the greatest of these is charity. 

Follow after charitv. Let all your things be 
done with charity. Above all things have fervent 
charity among yourselves : for charity shall 
cover the multitude of sins. 

The end of the commandment is charity out 
of a pure heart, and of a good conscience, and 
of faith unfeigned. 

Judge not according to appearance 5 but judge 
righteous judgment. Judge nothing before the 
tiine. 

Judg^not, that ye be not judged. Fgr with 
what judgment ye judge, ye shall be judged : and 
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with what measure ye mete, it shall be measured 
to you again. 

Why beholdest thou the mote that is in thy 
brother's eye, but considerestnot the beam that 
is in thine own eye ? Or how wilt thou say to 
thy brother, Let me pull out the mote out of thine 
eye$ and, behold a beam is in thine own eye ? 
Thou hypocrite, first .cast out the beam out of 
thine own eye ; and then shalt thou see clearly 
to cast out the mote out of thy brother's eye. 

Jesus said unto them. He that is without sin 
among you, let him first cast a stone at her. 

Thou art inexcusable, O man, whosoever thou 
art that judges t : for wherein thoujudgest anoth- 
er thou condemnest thyself^ for thou thatjudg* 
est doest the same things. And thinkest thou 
this, O man, that judgest them which do such 
things, and doest the same, tliat thou shall escape 
the judgment of God ? 

Judge Hot, and ye shall not be judged : con^ 
demn not, and ye shall not be condemned. 



CHAP. VIIL 

CHASTITY. 

Kkep thyself pure. Blessed are the pure in 
heart : for tbey shall see God. 

Abstain from fleshly lusts which war against 
the soul. 

Flee youthful lusts. Flee fornication. This 
is the will of God, even your sanctitication, that 
ye should abstain from fornication. 

I wrote unto you an epistle not -to keep com- 
pany with fornicators. 

WhoBO committeth adultery with a woman 
5 
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lacketh underatanding : he that doeih it destroy* 
eth his own soul. A wound and dishonour shall 
he get; and his reproach shall not he wiped 
away. 

Whosoever looketh on a woman to lust after 
her, hath already committed adultery with her 
in his heart. 

Discretion shall preserve thee, understanding 
shall keep thee : to deliver thee from the strange 
woman, even from the stranger which flattereth 
with her words ; which forsaketli the guide of her 
youth, and forgetteth the covenant of her God* 
For her house inclineth unto death, and her paths 
unto the dead : none that go unto her return again^. 
neither take they hold of the paths of life. Let 
not thine heart decline to her ways, go not astray 
in her paths. For she hath cast down many 
wounded : yea^ many strong men have been 
slain by her. Her house is the way to bell, 
going down to the chambers of death. 

The commandment is a lamp ; and the law is 
light ; and reproofs of instruction are the way of 
life : to keep thee from the evil woman, from the 
flattery of the tongue of a strange woman. Lust 
not after her beauty in thine heart. Her feet go 
down to death ; her steps take hold on hell. 

He that loveth pleasure shall be a poor man. 
By meana of a strange woman a man is brought 
to a piece of bread. 

Rejoice with the wife of thy youth : and be 
thou ravished always with her love. And why 
wilt thou, my son, be ravished with a strange 
woman, and embrace the bosom of a stranger ? 

Neither fornicators nor s^duherers shall inherit 
tbe kingdom of God. 
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CHAP- JX. 

COMMANDMENTS. 

God spake all these words, sayings I am the 
Xiord thy God, which have brought thee out of. 
the land of Egypt, out of the house of bondage. 
Thou shalt have no other Gods before me. 

Thou sbalt not make unto thee any graven 
ima^, or any likeness of any thing that is in hea-^ 
"ven above, or that is iti the earth beneath, or that 
2s in the water under the earth ; thou shalt not 
"bow down thyself to them, nor serve them ; for I 
•the Lord thy God am a jealous God, visiting the 
iniquity of the fathers upon the children unto the 
third and fourth generation of them that hate me ; 
and shewing mercy unto thousands of them that 
love me, and keep my commandments. 

Thou shalt not take the name of the Lord thy 
€rod in vain ; for the Lord will not hold him 
guiltless that taketh his name in vain. 

Remember the sabbath-day to keep it holy. 
Six days shalt thou labour, and do all thy work ; 
but the seventh day is the sabbath of the Lord 
thy God.: in it thou shalt not do any work, thou, 
nor thy son, nor thy daughter, thy man-servant, 
nor thy maid servant, nor thy cattle, nor thy 
stranger that is within thy gates : for in six days 
the Lord made heaven and earth,, the sea, and 
all that in them is, and rested the seventh day ; 
wherefore the Lord blessed the sabbath-day, and 
hallowed it. 

Honour thy father and thy mother ; that thy 
days may be long upon the land which tlie Lordl 
thy God giveth thee. 

Thou shalt not kill. 

Thou shalt not commit adultery. 
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Thou shalt not steal. 

Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy 
neighbour. 

Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour's house, 
thou shalt not covet thy neighbour's wife, nor his 
man-servant, nor his maid -servant, nor his ox, 
nor his ass, nor any thing that is thy neigh- 
bour's. 



CHAP. X. 

CONTENTMENT. , 

, Bis content. Let not your heart be troubled. 

Having food and raiment let us be therewith 
content. 

Godliness with contentment is great gain. 

I have learned in whatsoever state I am, there- 
with to be content. 1 am instructed both to be 
full, and to be hungry, both to abound, and to 
suffer need. 

Be content with such things as ye have. 

A good man shall be satisfied from himself. 

Wherefore doth a living man complain ? 

These are murmurers, complainers, walking 
after their own lusts. 

Neither murmur ye, as some of them also 
murmured, and were destroyed. 

Do all things without murmurings. 

CHAP. XL 

COUNSEL. 

With the well-advised is wisdom. We took 



sweet counsel together. 
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Hear counsel and receive instruction. He 
that hearkeneth unto counsel is wise. 

Ointment and perfume rejoice the heart : so 
doth the sweetness4>f a man's friend bj hearty 
counsel. 

The counsel of the wicked is deceit. Blessed 
is the man that walketh not in the counsel of the 
ungodly. 

Give instruction to a wise man, and he will 
he jet wiser. 

He that refuseth in^itruction despiseth his own 
soul. 

How have I hated instruction, and my heart 
despised reproof 5 and Imve not obeyed the voice 
of my teachers, nor inclined mine ear to them 
that instruced me ! 

If any man obey not our word, count him not 
as an enemy^ but admonish him as a brother. 

Exhort one another daily, while it is called 
to-day; lest any of you be hardened through the 
deceitfulness of sin. 

He thatheareth reproof getteth understanding. 

Let the righteous reprove me 5 it shall be an 
excellent oil. 

He that regardeth reproof is prudent. 

He that refuaeth reproof erreth. He that 
liateth reproof is brutish. 

A scorner loveth not one that reproveth him. 
Reprove not a scorner, lest he hate thee. 

Have no fellowship with the unfruitful works 
of darkness, but rather prove them. 

He that beiiis: often reproved hardenelh his 
neck, shall suddenly be destroyed, and that 
without remedy. 

Am I uetom;: y;>ur enemy, because I te^' 
t]ic truth ? " . 
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Rebuke a wise man, and he will love tliec. 

He that rebuketh a man, afterwards shall find 
more favour, than he that fiattereth with his 
tongue. 

Rebulte not an elder, but entreat him as a 
father 5 and the younger men a& brethren, 

A sjBorner heareth not rebuke. 

Them that sin rebuke before all, that others 
also may fear. 

CHAP. XII. 

OOVETOUSNESS. 

Thou shalt not covet any thing that is thy 
neighbour's. 

Covetousness, let it not be once named among 
you. 

Take heed and beware of tovetousness : for a 
man's life consisteth not in the abundance of the 
things which he posscsseth. 

I f riches increase,set not your heart upon them. 

Let your conversation be without covetous- 
ness. He that hatetb covetousness shall prolong 
his days. 

He that loveth silver shall not be satisfied with 
silver; nor he that l(*veth abundance with in- 
crease. 

The love of money is the root of ail evil : 
which while some coVeted after, they have erred 
from the faith, and pierced themselves through 
with many sorrows. 

When goods increase, they are increased tliat 
eat them ; and what good is there to the owners 
thereof, saving the beholding thereof with -their 
eyes. 
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I koow that there is no good in them, but for 
a man to rejoice, and to do good in his life. 

There is that maketh himself rich, yet hath 
nothing : There is that maketh himielf poor, jet 
hath great riches. 

Treasures of wickedness profit nothing. A 
little that a righteous man hatn is better than the 
riches of many wicked. 

Better in a little with the fear of the Lord than 
great treasure and trouble therewith. 

He that withholdeth corn, the people shall 
curse him : but blessing shall be upon the head 
of him that selleth it. 

Woe unto them that join house to house, that 
Jay field to field, till there be no place, that they 
may be placed alone in the midst of the earth. 

Labour not to be rich. A faithful man shall 
nbound with blessings : but he that maketh haste 
to be rich shall not be innocent. 

He heapeth up riches, and knoweth not who 
shall gather them. 

He that is greedy of gain troubleth his own 
house. Woe unto him that coveteth an evil 
covetousness to his house. 

There is one alone, and there is not a second : 
jca, he hath neither child nor brother 5 vet is 
there no end of all his labour ; neither is his eye 
satisfied with riches ; neither saith he for whom 
do I labour, land bereave my soul of good ? This 
is vanity, yea, it is a sore travail. 

They that would be rich fall into temptation 
and a snare, and into many foolish and hurtful 
Itists. which drown men in destruction and per- 
dition. , 

Riclies are not for ever/ Wilt tlu)u set thine 
eyes upon that which is not? for riches certainh 
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make themselves wings; thcj flj awaj as an 
«agJe toward heaven. 

We broud|t nothing into this world, and it is 
•certain we Mn carry nothing out. 

The rich man's wealth is his strong city, and 
as an high wall in his own conceit. 

I have coveted no mari's silver, or gold, or 
apparel. 

Give me neither poverty nor riches ; feed me 
with food convenient for me : lest I be full and 
deny thee, and say, Who is the Lord P or lest I 
be poor and steal, and take the name of my God 
in vain. 

Incline my heart unto thy testimonies, and 
not to covetousness. 

T\ye: .wicked blesseth the covetoUs, whom the 
Lord abhor re th. 

They that trust in their wealth, and boast 
themselves in the multitude of their riches ; none 
'i>f them can by any means redeem his brother, 
nor give to God a ransom for him. 

The fool and the brutish person perish, and 
leave their wealth to others. Their inward 
thought is, that tlieir houses shall continue for 
ever,and theirdweUing places to all generations; 
they call their lands after their own names. 

Jesus spake a parable unto them, saying: 
The ground of a certain rich man brought forth 
plentiftilly : and he thought within himself, say- 
ing, What shall I do, because I have no room 
where to bestow my fruits ? And he said. This 
will 1 do ^ I will pull down my barns, and build 
greater: ami there will I bestow all my f»uif» 
and my ;;oods. And I will say to my soul. Soul, 
thou hast much goods laid up Tor many yciirs; 
^^kc thine CubC, eat. driiik. unJ he merry. Cut 
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God said unto him, Thou fool, this night thy 
soul shall be required of thee : then whose shall 
those jthings be which thou hast provided. . So is 
he that lajeth up treasure for himself, and is Hot 
rich towards God. 

Lay not up for joursel ves treasures upon eartliy 
where moth and rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves break through and steal : but lay up for 
yourselves treasures in heaven, where neither 
moth nor rust doth corrupt, and where thieves 
do not break through nor steal. For where your 
treasure is, there will your heart be also. 

No covetous person hath any itfheritance in 
the kingdom of Chnst and of God. 

How hard is it for those that trust in riches to 
enter into the kingdom of God ! With men it is 
impossible, but not with God : for with God all 
things are possible. 



CHAP XIII. 

CREATION. 

In the beginning God created the heaven and 
the earth. And the earth was without form and 
void ; and darkness was upon the face of the 
deep. And the Spirit of God moved upon the 
face of the waters. 

And God said. Let there be liffht : and there 
was light. And God saw the light, that it was 
good : and God divided the li^lit from the dark- 
ness. And God called the light Day, and the 
darkness he called Night. And th^ evening 
and the morning were the first day. 

And God said. Let there be a firmament in 
the midst of the waters, and let it divide the wa- 
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ters from the iiraters. And God made the ftrma>- 
ment, and divided the waters which were under 
the firmament, from the waters which were above 
the firmament : and it was so. And God called 
the firmament Heaven. And the evening and 
the morning were the second day. 

And God said, Let the waters under tlie hea- 
ven be gathered together unto one place, and Jet 
the dry land appear : and it was so. And God 
called the dry land Earth 5 and the gathering 
together of the waters called he Seas : and God 
saw that it was good. And God said ^ Let the 
earth bring forth grass, the herb yielding seed, 
and the fruit-tree yielding fruit after his kind, 
whose seed is in itself upon the earth : and it 
was 80. And the earth brought forth grass, and 
herb yielding seed after his kind, and the tree 
yielding fruit, whose seed was in itself, after his 
Ivind : and God saw that it was good. And tbe 
evening and the morning weue the third day. 

And God said. Let there be lights in the iir- 
mament of the heaven, to divide the day from the 
night ; and let them be for signs, and for seasons, 
and for days, and years : and let them be for 
lights in the firmament of the heaven to give 
light upon the earth ; and it was so. And God 
made two great lights; the greater to rule the 
day, end the lesser light to rule the night : he 
made the stars also. And God set them in the 
firmament of the heaven to give light upon the 
earth, and to rule over the day and over the 
night, and to divide the light from the darkness : 
and God saw that it was good. And the evening 
and the morning were the fourth day. 

And God said. Let the waters bring fcrth 
abundantly the moving creature that hath life,

and fowl that may ily above the earth in the open 
firmament of heaven. And God created great 
whales, and every living creature that moveth, 
which the, waters brought forth abundantly after 
their kind9and every winged fowl after his kind : 
and God saw that it was good. And God blessed 
them, saying, Be fruitful, and multiply, and fill 
the waters in the seas, and let fowl multiply in 
the earth. And the evening and the morning 
were the fifth day. 

And God said, Let the earth bring forth the 
living creature after his kind, cattle, and creep- 
ing thing, and beast of the earth after his kind : 
and it was so. And God made the beast of the 
earth after his kind, and cattle after their kind, 
and every thing that creepeth upon the earth 
after his kind : and God saw that it was good. 

And God said. Let us make man in<»ur image, 
after our likeness ; and let them have dominion 
over the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the 
air, and over the cattle, and over all the earth, 
and over every creeping thing that creepeth 
upon the earth. So God created man in his own 
image, in the image of God created he him ; male 
and female created he them. And God blessed 
them, and God said unto them, Be fruitful, and 
multiply, and replenish the earth, and subdue it: 
and have dominion over the fish of the sea, and 
over the fowl of the air, and over every living 
thing that moveth upon the earth. 

And God said, Benold I have given you every 
herb bearing seed, which is upon the face of aft 
the earth, and every tree, in the which is the 
fruit of a tree yielding seed ; to you it shall be 
for meat. And to every beast of the earth, and 
to ^y^vs fowl of the air, and to every thing that 
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creepeth upon the earth, wherein there h life, I 
have given every green herb for meat: and it 
was so. And God saw everj thipg that he had ■ 
made, and behold it was very good. And the 
evening and the morning were the sixth day. 

Thus the heavens and the earth were finished, 
and all the host of them. 

Through faith we understand that the worlds 
were framed by the word of God ; so that things 
which are seen, were not made of things which 
do appearr 



CHAP. XIV. 

CRU0IFIXIOK9 DEATH, AND BURIAL, OF OUR 
LORD JESUS CHRIST. 

PiLATB took Jesus and scourged him. And 
the soldiers platted a crown of thorns, and put 
it on his head, and they put on him a purple 
robe, and said, Hail, King of the Jews ! and 
they smote him with their hands. Pilate there- 
fore went forth again, and saith unto them, 
Behold I bring him forth to you, that ye may 
know that I find no fault in him. Then came 
Jesus forth, wearing the crown of thorns, and 
the purple robe. And Pilate saith unto them, 
Behold the man ! When the chief priests there 
. fore and officers saw him, they cried out, saying, 
Crucify him, crucify him. Pilate said unto them. 
Take ye him, and crucify him : for I find no fault 
in him. The Jews answered him, We have a 
law, and by our law he ought to die, because he 
made himself the Son of &od. 

When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he 
was the more afraid : and went again into the 
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judgment-hall, and saith unto Jesus, Whence art 
thou ? But Jesus gave him no answer. Then 
saith Pilate unto him, Speakest thou not unto 
me P Knowest thou not that I have power to 
crucify thee, and have power to release thee ? 
Jesus answered. Thou couldst have no power at 
all against me, except it were given thee from 
above : therefore he that delivered me unto thee 
hath the greater sin. And from thenceforth 
Pilate sought to release him : but the Jews cried 
out, saying, if thou let this man so, thou art not 
Cesar's friend : whosoever maketh himself a 
king, speaketh against Cesar. 

When Pilate, therefore, heard that saying, he 
brought Je§us forth, and sat down in the judg- 
ment^seat, in a place that is called the Pavement, 
but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was the 
preparation of the passover, and about the sixth 
hour : and he saith unto the Jews, Behold your 
King ! But they cried out, Away with him, away 
with him, crucify him. Pilate saith unto them, 
Shall I crucify your Kin^ ? The chief priests 
answered. We have no king but Cesar. Then 
delivered he hijui, therefore, unto them to be cru- 
cified. And they took Jesus, and led him away. 
And he, bearing his cross, went forth into a place 
called the place of a skull, which is called in, the 
Hebrew, Golgotha; where they crucified him, 
and two others with him, on either side one, and 
Jesus in the midst. 

And Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the 
cross. And the writing was, JESOS OF NAZA- 
RETH, THE KING OF THE JEWS. This 
title then read many of the Jews ; for the place 
-where Jesus was crucified was nigh to the city : 
and it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and 
. 6 
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Latin, Then said th^ chief priests of the Jews 
to I'ilate, Write not, The Kingof the Jews ; but 
that he said, I am King of the Jews. Pilate an- 
swered, What I have >yritten, I hav^ written. 

Then the soldier?, when they had crucified 
Jesus, took his garments, and m^de four parts, to. 
every soldier 4 pa,rt, and also his coat : now the 
coat was without seam, woven from the top 
throughout. They said therefore among th^ni- 
selves, Let us not rend it, but cast lots for it, 
whose it shall be : that the scripture might be 
fulfilled, whi^h saith. They parted my raiment 
nmong them, and for my vesture they did cast 
lots. These things therefore the soldiers did. 

Now there stood by the cross of Jesus, hia mo- 
ther, and his mother's sister, M^ry the wife of 
Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. When Jesus 
therefore saw his mother, and the disciple stand- 
ing by whom he loved, he saith ^nto his mother, 
Woman, behold thy son ! Then saith he to the 
disciple. Behold thy mother} And from that 
hour that disciple took her unto his own home. 

After this, Jesus, knowing that all things were 
now accomplished, that the scripture might he 
fulfilled, saith, I thirst. Now tnere was set a 
vessel full of vinegar : and they filled a sponge 
with vinegar, and put it upon hyssop^ and put it 
to his mouth. When Jesud there^re had re- 
ceived the vinegar, he said, It is finished : and 
he bowed his head, and gave up the ghost. 

And behold, the veil of the temple was rent in 
twain from the top to the bottom 5 and ^he eartli 
did quake, and the rocks rent. And the graves 
were opened 5 and many bodies of the saints 
which slept arose, and came out of tlie gravels 
ftfter his resurrection, and went into the \\9\\ 
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city, and appeared unto many. Now when the 
, centurion, and thej that were with him watching 
Jesus, saw the earthquake, and those things that 
Were done, thej feared gi-eatly, sajing, Truly 
this was the Son of God. 

The Jews because it was the preparation, that 
the bodies should not remain upon the cross on 
the sabbath-day, (for that sabbath -day was an 
high day,) besought Pilate that their legs might 
be broken, and that they might be taken away. 
Then came the soldiers and brake the legs of 
the first, and of the other which was crucified 
with him. But when they came to Jesus, and 
saw that he was dead already, they brake not 
his legs : But one of the soldiers with a spear 
pierced his side, and forthwith came thereout 
blood and water. 

And he that saw it, bare record, and his record 
is true ; and he knoweth that he saith true, that 
ye might believe. For these things were done, 
that the scripture should be fulfilled, A bone of 
him shall not be broken. And again another 
scripture saith, They shall look on him wluim 
thBy pierced. 

When the even was come^ there came a »lch 
man of Arimathea, named Joseph, who also Mm- 
self was Jesus' disciple : he went to Pilate, rind 
begged the bo<ly of Jesus. Then Pilate com* 
manded the body to be delivered. And wljen 
Joseph had taken the body^ he wrapped it in a 
clean linen clotli, and laid it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn out in the rock : and 
he rolled a great stone to the door of the sepul* 
cbre, and departed. And there was Mary Mag-, 
dalene, and the other Mary, sitting over against 
the sepulchre. , _ ^ 

Now the next day that followed the day ot 
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the preparation, the chief priests and Pharisees 
came together unto Pilate, saying, Sir, we re- 
member that that deceiver said, while he was yet 
alive, After three days 1 will rise again. Com- 
mand, therefore, that the sepulchre be made sure 
until the third day, lest his disciples come bj 
night, and steal him away, and say unto the 
people, He is risen from the dead ; so the last 
error shall be worse than the first Pilate said 
unto them, Ye have a watch ; go your way, make 
it as sure as ye can. So they went and made the 
sepulchre sure, sealing the stone, and setting a 
watch. 



CHAP. XV. 

DEPRAVITY OF MAN. 

The heart is deceitful above all things, and 
desperately wicked : .who can know it ? 

The heart of the sons of men is full of evil. 
The imagination of roan's heart is evil frona his 
youth. 

Because sentence against an evil work is not 
executed speedily, therefore the heart of the sons 
of men is fully set in them to do evil. 

There is no man that sinneth not. 

There is not a just man upon earth, that doeth 
good, and sinneth not. 

Who can say, I have made my heart clean, I 
am pure from sin ? 

What is man that he should be clean, and he 
which is born of a woman, that he should be righ- 
teous ? Behold he(6/o<f)putteth no trust in his 
saints ; yea, the heavens are not clean in his 
sight. How much more abominable and filthy is 
man, which drinketh iniquity like water ? 
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Thej arc corrupt, thej have done abominable 
•works, there is none that doeth good. 

What is man that thou art mindful of him i 
and the son of man that thou visitest him P 

We were bj nature children of wrath, even as 
others. You were dead in trespasses and sins. 
I know, that in me, (that is, in n^ flesh) dwell- 
€th no good thing. 

O wretched man that I am ! who shall deliver 
me from the bod j of this death ? 

Behold^ I was shapen in iniquity : and in sin 
tlid mj mother conceive me. 

The wicked are estranged from the womb : they 
go astray as soon as they be born, speaking lies. 
The Lord looked down from heaven upon the 
children of men, to see if there were any that did 
understand, and seek God. They are all gone 
aside, they are altogether become filthy : there 
is none that doeth good, no, not one. 

There is none righteous, no, not one. Their 
throat is an open sepulchre ; with their tongues 
they have used deceit ; the 'poison of asps is 
uncler their lips : whose mouth is full of curs- 
ing and bitterness : their feet are swift to shed 
blood : destruction and misery are in their ways ; 
and the way of peace have they not known ; 
there is no tear of God before their eyes. 

Your iniquities have separated, between you 
and your God, and your sins have hid his face 
j from you, that he will not hear. For your hands 
are defiled with blood, and your fingers with ini- 
quity; jour lips have spoken lies, your tonpu*^ 
hath muttered perver.^eness. None caUeth for 
justice*-, nor any pleadeth lor truth: \h*^y tnist 
in vdnity, and apvak lies; ti;ey coMceive «'^i^- 
^Jiief, diid brino; forth iruquily. 'i'hey h^*-ch 
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cockatrice eggs, and weave the spider's web : he 
that eateth of their eggs dieth, and that which is 
crushed breaketh out into a viper. Their webs 
sKall not become garments, neither shall thej 
cover themselves with their works : their works 
are works of iniquity, and the act of violence is 
in their hands. Their feet run to evil, and thej 
make haste to shed innocent blood : their thoughts 
are thoughts of iniquity ; wasting and destruc- 
tion are in their paths. The way of peace thej 
know not; and there is no judgment. in their 
goings: they .have made them crooked paths; 
whosoever goeth therein shall not know peace. 

Pride compasseth them about as a chain ; vio- 
lence covereth them as a garment. 

They sleep not, except they have done mis- 
chief; and their sleep is taken away, unless thej 
cause some to fall. 

They gatlier themselves together against the 
soul of the righteous, and condemn the innocent 
blood. 

He sitteth in the lurking places of the villages : 
in the secret pUces doth he murder the innocent. 

His mouth is full of cursing and deceit and 
fraud : under his tongue is mischief and vanity. 

They abhor him that speaketh uprightly. 

They set their mouth against the heavens. 

They say unto God, depart from us ; for wc 
desire not the knowledge of thy ways. What 
is the Almighty that we should serve him ? and 
what profit should we have, if we pray untolnm ? 

He hath said in hii» heart, God hath forgotten. 
The fool hath said in his heart, there is no God. 

Be astonished, O ye heavens, at this, and be 
horribly afraid, be ye very desolate saith th« 
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Lord. For my people have committed two evils ; 
they have forsaken me the fountain of living 
waters, and hewed them out cisterns, broken 
cisterns, that can hold no water. 

They set their heart on their iniquit}'. 

We will walk after our own devices, and we 
will every one do the imagination of , his evil 
heart. % ■ ' 

They made their hearts as an adamant stone, 
lest they should hear the law. 

The sin of Judah is written with a pen of iron, 
and with the point of a diamond. 

The whole world lieth in wickedness. 

This is the condemnation, that light is come 
into the world, and men loved darkness rather 
than light, because their deeds were evil. 

Ye are of your Father the devil, and the lusts 
of your father ye will do, 

"We have made a covenant with death, and 
with hell are we at agreement 5 when the over- 
flowing scourge shall pass through, it shall not 
come unto us : for we have made lies pUr refuge, 
and under falsehood have we hid ourselves. 

The good man is perished out of the earth : and 
there is none upright among men : they all lie 
in wait for blood 5 they hunt every man "his bro- 
ther with a net. That they may do evil with 
both hands earnestly, the prince asketh, and the 
judge asketh for a reward 5 and the great man, 
he uttereth his mischievous desire : so they wrn]}t 
it up. The best of them is a brier : the most 
upright is sharper than a thorn hedge. 

Thete, as natural brute beasts, made to he 
taken and destroyed, speak evil of the thiiij^s that 
they understand not ; and shall utterly perish in 
their own corruption 5 and shall receive the re- 
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ward of unrighteousness, as they that count it 
pleasure to riot in the day time. Spots they are 
»nd blemishes, sporting themselves with their 
own deceivings while they feast with you 5 hav- 
ing eyes full of adultery, and that cannot cease 
from stn.' beguiling unstable souls: an heart 
they have exercised with covetous practices ; 
cursed childrerf; which have forsaken the right 
way, and are gone astray. These are wells with- 
out water, clouds that are carried with a tern- 
j)est ; to whom the mist of darkness is reserved 
for ever. For when they speak great swelling 
^vonls of vanity^ they allure through the lusts of 
the iie^li, through much wantonness, those that 
were clean escaped from them who live in error. 
While tf\ey promise them liberty, tliey them- 
selves are the servants of corruption. 

When they knew God, they glorified him not 
as God, neither were thankful ; but became vain 
ill their imaginations, and their foolish heart was 
ilarkened. Professing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools, who changed the truth of God 
into a lie, and worshipped and served the crea- 
ture more than the Creator 5 being filled with all 
unnji:liteousnes8. fornication, wickedness, cov- 
etousness, maliciousness ; full of envy, murder, 
<|phate, deceit,' malignity ; M'hisperers, backbi- 
tervS. haters of God, despiteful, proud, boasters, 
inventoi-s of evil things, disobedient to parents, 
without understanding, covenant-breakers, with- 
out, natural aflfVction, implacable, unttierciful : 
who; IviJovvlPic the judgment of <iod, that they 
Avhich commit such things are worthy of death, 
.not only (In tlje saiiie, but have pleasure in them 

>]«'!i sin II he l'.)vers of tlteir own selves, covpf- 
jfc>u:-, bi^aslcrs. j)ryuu, b!ii.s.j!ieiLe*".s,disoLet.ieut to 
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parents, unthankful, unholy^ without natural 
affection, truce breakers, false accusers, incon- 
tinent, fierce, despisers of those that are good, 
traitors, heady, high-minded, lovers of pleasures 
more than lovers of God. 

God saw that the wickedness of man was great 
in the earth, and that every imagination of the 
thoughts of his heart was only evil continually. 



CHAP. XVI. 

nOOTRIKE OF THE TRINITY. 

There are thrie that bare record in heaven, 
the Father^ the Word, and the Holy Ghost : and 
these three are one. 

God said, Let us make man in our image, after 
our likeness.

The grace of the Lord Jesus Chri^t^ and the 
love of God^ and the communion of the Holy 
Ghostn be vvith you all. 

The Father that sent me beareth witness of me. 

J (Jesiis) am one that bear tvitness of myself. 

It is tiie Spirit that beareth witness,

It is the Spirit that beareth witness, because 
the Spirit is truth. 

Who shall not fear thee, Lord, and glorify 
thy name ? for thou only art holy. 

Ye denied the Holy One, and the Just, and 
desired a murderer to be granted unto you ; and 
killed the Prince of life. 

The Comforter, which is the Holy Ghosi^ (ths 
Spirit the Holy One) he shall bring all things to 
your remembrance. 

The Lord is good to a!L 

Jesus of Nazareth went about doing good. 

Thy Spirit is good. 

Blessed be the name of Ghd for ever and eyer : 
for wisdom and might are his. 

In whom (Christ) are hid all the treasures of 
ivisdom and knowledge. 
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The Spirit of wisdom and revelatioDt 

Known unto God are all his works. Thou only 
Jcuowest the hearts of all the children of men. 

Jesus knew all men. Thou Lord knowest tho 
hearts of all men. 

The Spirit searcheth all things. The things 
of God knoweth no man but the Spirit of God. 

Do not I fill heaven and earth, saith the Lord? 

The God of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Fathe? 
of glory, hath put all things under his feet^ and 
gave him to be head overall things to the church, 
which is his body, the fulness of hitn (Christ) 
that filleth all in all. ♦ 

Whither shall I go from thy Spirit? If I as.r 
cend up into heaven thou art there ; if I make 
my bed in hell behold thou art there. 

Choose life, that both thou and thy seed may 
live ; that thou mayest love the Lord thy God^; 
for he is thy life. 

When Christ, who is our /i/e shall appear, 
then shall ye also appear-with him in glory. 

The Spirit is life^ 

The Lord he is God / it is he that hath made us, 
Thou hsLst created all things, 

All things were made by /iiwi, (Christ) God 
created all things by Jesus Christ, By him were 
all things created^ that are in heaven, and that 
are in earth, visible and invisible, whether they 
be thrones, or dominions, or principalities, or 
powers. 

The Spirit of God hath made me. Thou sendr 
est forth thy SpiHt, they are created : and thou 
renewest the face of the earth.

The communion (fellowship) of the Holy

God is in you of a truth. 

Jesu^ Christ is in you,, except ye he reprobates. 

The Spirit dwelleth with you, and shall be in 
you^ 

God hath said, I will dwell in them. 

I bow my knees unto the Father — that Christ 
may dwell in your hearts. 

He that raised up Christ from the dead shall 
also quicken your mortal bodies by his Spirit 
that dwelleth in you. 

God shall reveal even this unto you. 

I neither received it (the gospel) of man, nei- 
ther was I taught it, but by the revelation of 
Jesus Christ. 

It was revealed unto him by the Holy Ghost, 
that he should not see death before he had seen 
the f-ord's Christ. 

God^ who spake unto the fathers by the pro- 
phets, hath spoken unto us. 

Ye seek a proof of Christ speaking in tne. 

It is not ye that speak ^ but the Holy Ghost. 

Thus saith the Lord-^l am the Lord that 
maketh all things. 

TbQse things saith the Son of God — I know 
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thy works, and charity, and service, and faitli, 
and thy patience. 

The Holy Ghost saidy Separate me Barnabas 
and Saul for the work whereunto I have called 
them. 

God hath both raised up tlie Lord, and will 
also raise up nshj his own power. 

Jesus answered, and said, Destroy this tem- 
ple, and in three days 1 will raise it up,

He (Christ) that sanctifieth^and they who are 
sanctified^ are all of one : for which cause he is 
not ashamed to call them brethren. 

Being sanctified by the Holy Ghost,

These be ihey who separate themselves, sen- 
sual, having not the Spirit But je, beloved^ 
huiklin»5 up yourselves on your most holy f&ith^ 
prayin^ in the Holy Ghost^ keep yourselves in 
the love of God^ looking for tlje mercy of our 
Lord Jesus Christ unto eternal life. 

I bow my knees unto the Father of otir Lord 
Jesus Christy of whom the whole family in heaven 
and earth is named, that he would grant you 
according to the riches of his glory, to be 
strenj^thened with might by his Spirit in the 
inner man; that Christ may dwell in your 
hearts by faith ; that ye, being rooted and 
grounded in love, may be able to comprehend 
with all saints, what is the breadth, and length, 
and depth, and height ; and to know the love of 
Ckribt^ which passeth -knowledge, that ve might 
be filled with all the fulness of God, Now unto 
him that is able to do exceeding abundantly 
above all that we ask or think, according to the 
power that worketh in us, unto him be glory in 
tiie church by Christ Jesus throughout all ages^ 
world without end. Amen. 

Now unto the King eternal, immortal, invisi- 
ble, the only wise Gwi, be honour and glory for 
ever and ever.

Unto Him that loved us, and washed us from 
our sins in his own blood, and hath'made us kings 
and priests unto God and his Father : to him be 
glory anj dominion for evef and ever.

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CHAP. XVII. 

DUTIES OF CHRISTIAN BRETHREN. 

Love as brethren. Be kindly aifectioned one 
to another with brotherly love. Ye yourselves 
are taught of God to love one another. 

A new commandment I give unto you, that ve 
love one another. 

By this shall all men know that ye are my 
disciples, if ye have love one to another. 

Let your conversation be as becometh the 
gospel of Christ. If any man have not the spirit 
of Christ, he is none of his. They that are 
Christ's have crucified the flesh, with the affec- 
tions and lusts. 

Let every one that nameth the name of Christ 
depart from iniquity. 

I beseech you that ye walk worthy of the voca- 
tion wherewith ye are called, with all lowliness 
and meekness, with long-suffering, forbearing 
one another in love; endeavouring to keep the 
unity of the spirit in the bond of peace. 

Be at peace among yourselves. Liet the peace 
of God rule in your hearts. 

I beseech you, brethren, by the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that ye all speak the same 
thing, and that there be no divisions among you ; 
but that yc be perfectly joined together in the 
same mind, and in the same judgment. 

Put on as the elect of God, holy and beloved, 
bowels of mercies, kindness, humbleness of 
mind, meekness, long-suft'ering; forbearing one 
another, and forgiving one another, if any man 
have a quarrel against any : even as Christ for- 
jvave you, so also do ye. 

Let all bitterness, and wrath, and anger, and 
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eviUspeaking, be put away from you with all 
malice : and be ye kind one to another, tender- 
hearted, forgiving one another, even as God for 
Christ's sake hath forgiven you. 

Peter came to him, and said, Lord, How oft 
Bhail my brother sin against me, and I forgive 
liim ? Till seven times ? Jesus saith unto him, I 
say not unto thee, Until seven times 5 but, Until 
seventy times seven. 

Why dost thou judge thy brother ? or why dost 
thou set at nought thy brother ? Who art thou 
that judgest another man's servant ? to his own 
masster he standeth or falleth, Let us not there- 
fort? judge one another any more : but judge this 
rather ; that no man put a stumbling block or an 
occasion to fall in his brother's way. 

If thou bring thy gift to the altar, and there 
rememberest that thy brother hath ought against 
thee 5 leave there thy gift before the altar^ and 
go thy way 5 first be reconciled to thy brother, 
^nd then come and offer thy gift. 

Brethren, if a man be overtaken in a fault, ye 
which are spiritual, restore such an one in the 
spirit of meekness ; considering thyself lest thou 
^Iso be tempted. Bear ye one another's burdens, 
and so fulfil the law ofChrist. 

Take heed to yourselves : if thy brother tres- 
pass against thee, rebuke him 5 and if he repent, 
forgive him. And if he trespass against thee 
seven times in a day, ami seven times in a day 
tu p jcain to thee, saying, I repent; thou shaft 
forgi^ P him. 

11 ihybroiher shall trespass against thee, go 
311(1 Ltli !»nn l»is fault between thee and hiai 
pl<?ne : i\hv shall hear thee., thou hast gainetl th v 
hjiothpr. But if he will not hear thec; then tulv 
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wiih thee one or two more, that in the mouth of 
two or three witnesses everj word may be estab- 
lished. And if he stiail neglect to hear them, 
tell it unto the church i but if he neglect to hear 
the church, let him be unto thee as an heathen 
man and a publican. 

Brethren^ if any of you do err from the truth, 
and one convert him ; let him know, that he which 
converteth the sinner from the error of his way, 
shall save a soul from death, and shall hide a 
multitude of sins. 

A man that is an heretick, after the first and 
second admonition, reject: knowin^that he that 
is such, is subverted, and sinneth, being con- 
demned of himself. 

Him that is weak in the faith receive ye, but 
not to doubtful disputations. 

We exhort you, orethren, warn them that are 
unruly, comfort th% feeble-minded, support the 
weak, be patient towards all men. . 

See that none render evil for evil unto any 
roan ; but ever follow that which is good, both 
among yourselves, and to all iDcn. 

Walk in wisdom toward them that are with- 
out. Provide thino;s honest in the sight of all 
men. Let your light so shine hefore men that 
they may sec your go<?d works and glorify your 
Father which is in heaven.^ Let not your good 
be evil spoken of. 

Giving all diligence, add to your foith virtue ; 
and to virtue kncyri|dge ; and to knowledge tem- 
perance ; and to^Bmperance patience ; and to 
patience godliness ; and to. godliness brotherly 
kindness ; and to brotherly kindness charity. 

Abhor that ^iiich is evil ; cleave to that which 
h ":^»od. 
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Speak not evil oi^c of another, brethren. Be 
perfect ^ be of good comfort, be of one mind, live 
in peace, and the God of love and peace shall 
be with jou. 

Finally, brethren, whatsoever things are true, 
whatsoever things are honest, whatsoever things 
are just, whatsoever things are pure, whatsoever 
things are lovely, whatsoever things are of good 
report ; if there be any virtue, and if there be 
any praise, think on these things. 

Brethren, I commend you to God, and to the 
word of his grace, which is able to build you up, 
and to give you an inheritance among all them 
^hich are sanctified. 

Grace be with all them that love our Lord 
Jesus Christ in sincerity. Amen. 

The gi'ace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the 
love of God, and the communion of the Holy 
Ohosty be with you all. Ataen.

I say unto you that ye resiH^ not evil : but who* 
soever shah smite thee on thy right cheek,, turn 
to him the other also. And if any man shall sue 
thee at the law, and take away thy coat, let him 
have thy cloak also. And whosoever shall com- 
pel thee to ga a mile, go with him twafn. 

Being reviled, we bless : being persecuted, we 
suflfer it: being defamed, we entreat. 

Thou shalt not avenge or bear any grudge 
against the children of thy people. 

If thine enemy be hungry, give^him bread to 
eat $ and if he be thirsty, give him water to 
drink : for thou shalt heap coaU of fire upon his 
head, and the Lord shall reward thee.

CHAP. XX. 

DUTIES OF HUSBANDS AND WIVES. 

Rejoice with the wife of thy youth, and be 
thou ravished always with her love. 

Whoso iindeth a wife findeth a good thing, 
and obtaineth favour of the Lord. A prudent 
wife is from the Lord. 

Art thou bound toawife? seek not to be loosed. 
. Husbands, love your wives, and be not bitter 
against them. 

Husbands, love your wives, even as Christ also 
loved the church, and gave himself for it : that it 
should be holy and without blemish. So ought 
nien to love their wives as their' own bodies. He 
that loveth his wife loveth himself. For no man 
ever yet hated his own flesh 5 but nourisheth and 
cherisheth it, even as the Lord the church : for 
we are members of his body, of his flesh, and of 
his bones. For this cause shall a man leave his 
father and mother, and shall be joined unto his 
wife, and they two shall be one flesh. 

liCt none deal treacherously against the wife 
of his youth. 

L.ive Joyfully with the wife whom thou lovest 
all the days of the life of thy vanity. 

Let every one of you in particular so love his 
wife even as himself; and the wife see that she 
reverence her husband. 

Teach the young women to love their hus- 
bands, to love their children, to be discreet, 
chaste, keepers at home. 

Ye wives, be in subjection to your own hus- 
bands. 

\Vivcs. submit yoursdves unto yoUr own hus- 
bands, as it in fit in the Lord. 
8 
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Wives submit yourselves unto your own lius- 
bands, as unto the Lord. For the husband is the 
head of the wife, even as Christ is the head of 
the church : and he is the saviour of the body. 
Therefore as the Church is subject unto Christ, 
so let the wives be to their own husbands in every 
thing. 

Let not the wife depart from her husband : but 
if she depart, let her remain unmarried, or be 
reconciled to her husband : and let not the hus- 
band put away his wife. 

Whosoever shall put away his wife, saving for 
the cause of fornication, causeth her to commit 
adultery : and whosoever shall marry her that is 
divorced committeth adultery. 

Let every man have his own wife, and let 
every woman have her own husband. Let the 
husband render unto the wife due benevolence, 
and likewise also the wife unto the husband. 

I will that women adorn themselves in modest 
apparel, with shame-facedness and sobriety ; not 
with broidered hair, or gold, or pearls, or costly 
array 5 but (which becometh women professing 
godliness) with good works. 

Whose adorning let it not be that outward 
adorning of plaiting the hair, and of wearing of 
gold, or of putting on of apparel ; but let it be 
the hidden man of the heart, in that which is not 
corruptible, even the ornament of a meek and 
quiet spirit, which is in the sight of God of great 
price. 

A virtuous woman is a crown to her husband. 

Who can find a virtuous woman ? for her price 
is far above rubies. The heart of her husband 
doth safely trust in her. She will do him ^Oi\ 
and not evil all t!ie days of her life. She seeketh 
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wool and flax and worketh willingly ivith her 
hands. She layeth her hands to the spindle, and 
her hands hold the distaff*. She stretcheth out 
her hand to the poor ; jea, she reacheth forth 
. her hands to the needy. Strength and honour 
are her clothing; and she shall rejoice in time 
to come. She openeth her mouth with wisdom ; 
and in her tongue is the law of kindness. She 
looketh well to the wa;^s of her household, and 
eateth not the bread of idleness. Her children 
arise up, and call her blessed ; her husband also, 
and he praiseth her. Many daughters have done 
virtuously, but thou excellest them all. 

Favour is deceitful, and beauty is vain : but a 
woman that feareth the Lord, she shall be praised. 



CHAP. XXL 

DUTIES OF MAGISTRATES AND CITIZENS. 

Hk that ruleth over men must be just, ruling 
in the lear of God. And he shall be as the light 
of the morning witliout clouds ; as the tender 
^ass springing out of the earth by clear shining 
after rain. 

Thou shalt provide out of all the people able 
men, such as fear God, men of truth, hating 
covetousness ; and place such over them to be 
rulers. 

Where no counsel is the people fall : but in 
the multitude of counsellors there is safety. 

Judges and officers shalt thou make thee in all 
thy gates which the Lord thy God giveth thee 
throughout thy tribes : and they shall judge the 
people with just judgment. 

Be wise, O ye kings ; be instructed, ye judges 
of the earth. 
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Thus saith the Lord; execute je judgment 
and righteousness, and deliver the spoiled out of 
the hand of the oppressor : and do no wrong, do 
no violence to the stranger, the father less/nor 
the widow, neither shed innocent blood. 

I exhort that first of all, supplications, prajers, 
intercessions, and giving of thanks, be made for 
all men ; for kings, and /or all that are in authori- 
tj ; that we may lead a quiet and peaceable life 
in all godliness and honesty. For this is good 
and acceptable in the sight of God our Saviour, 

Thou shalt not speak evil of the ruler of tby 
people. 

Thou shalt not curse the ruler of thy people. 

Curse not the Icing, no, not in thy thought : for 
a bird of the air shall carry the voice, and that 
which hath wings shall tell the matter. 
. Honour the king. I counsel thee to keep tlic 
king's commandment, and that in regard of the 
oath of God. 

Submit yourselves to every ordinance of roan 
for the Lord's sake : whether it be to the king, 
as supreme 5 or unto governors, as unto them tliat 
are sent by him for the punishment of evil doers. 
and for the praise of them that do well. 

Put them in mihd to be|subject to principanties 
and powers, to obey magistrates, to be ready for 
every good work. 

Let every soul be subject unto the higher pow- 
ers. For there is no power but of God ; the pow- 
ers that be are ordained of God. Whosoever 
therefore resisteth the power, resisteth the ordi- 
nance of God : and they that resist shall receive 
to themselves damnation. For ralers are not a 
terror to good works, but to the evil. Wilt thou 
then not be afraid of the power > do that M'hich 
IS good, and thou slialt have praise of the same : 
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for he is tlie minister of God to thee for good. 
But if thou do that which is evil, be afraid ; for 
he beareth not the sword in vain : for he is the 
minister of God, a revenger to execute wrath 
upon him that doeth evil. Wherefore je must 
needs be subject, not only for wrath, but also for 
conscience sake. For this cause pay je tribute 
also : for they are God's ministers, attending 
continually upon this very thing. Uender there- 
fore to all their dues : tribute to whom tribute 
is due ; custom to whom custom ; fear to whom 
fear ; honour to whom honour. 

Render unto Cesar the things which are Ce- 
sar's. 

Jesus saith unto him, Lest we should offend 
fheui, take that piece of money, and give unto 
them for me and thee. 

An evil man seeketh only rebellion. 

These filthy dreamers defile the flesh, despise 
dominion, and speak evil of dignities. 

The Lord knoweth how to reserve the unjust 
urjfu (he (.lay of juil(^ment to be punished : but 
chiefly them that walk after the lust of unclean- 
71 ess, and despise government. Presumptuous 
aie they, jielf-willed ; they are not afraid to speals; 
e\il of dignities. 

Whosoever will not do the law of thy God, 
and the law of the king, let judgment be exe- 
t.iite<l spetMiily upon him, whether it be unto 
death, or to banishment, or to confiscation of 
rdiKls, or to imprisonment. 

. AN'jjon the riy;hteous are in authority, the peo- 
])le rtjoice : hut when the wicked beareth rule, 
the n:?J|>lt^ mourn. 

'lio Avicked walk on every side, when the • 
\i!..'^C ii'V'i ar«^ *^;wi!ted. 
8* 
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Woe u to them that decree unrighteous de- 
crees ! 

Great men are not always wise. 
%he prince that wanteth understanding is also 
a great oppressor. 

Sh^U he that hateth right govern ? 
Surely, oppression maketh.a wise man' mad. 
I returned, and considered all the oppressions 
that are done under the sun : and behold the 
tears of such as were oppressed, and they had 
no comforter; and on the side of the oppressors 
there was power ; and they had no comforter, 
"Wherefore 1 praised the dead which are already 
dead more than the living. 

if thou seest the oppression of the poor, and 
violent perverting of judgment and justice in a 
province, marvel not at the matter : for lie that 
IS higher than the highest regardeth 5 and there 
be higher than they. 

Saul answered, thou shalt surely die, .Tona- 
than. And the people said unto Saul, shall Jona- 
. than die, who hath wrought this great salvation 
. in Israel ? God forbid : as the Lord liveth, there 
shall not one hair of his head fall to the ground} 
for he hath wrous^ht with God this day. So the 
people rescued Jonathan, that he died not. 

The king said unto the footsncn that stood 
a])out him, turn and slay the priests of tiie Lonl ; 
h^xause their hand also is nifh Davi<l, aniH''* 
' cause t!iey knew when he tied. ;in«l (iiil not y'^'^' 
it to mo. But the so.rvants of tlie kin;^ wo'il** 
not put forth their hand to iall upon the priests 
oftheJ^on!.-

All the presidents of the kingdom, the gover* 
nors, and the princes, the counsellors, and the 
captains, have consulted together to establish a 
royal statute, and to make a firm decree, that 
whosoever shall ask a petition of any god or man 
for thirty days, save of thee, O king, he shall be 
cast into the den of lions. King Darius sig;Qed 
the writing and the decree. Now when Daniel 
knew that the writing was signed, he went into 
his house ; and his windows being open in his 
chamber toward Jerusalem, he kneeled upon his 
knees three times a day, and prayed, and gave 
thanks before his God. 

They(^^« raters) called them, and commanded 
them not to speak at all, nor teach, in the name 
of Jesus.

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Thou shalt not commit adulterj. Thou shalt 
not kill. Thou shalt not steal. Thou shalt not 
bear false witness. Thou shalt not covet ; and 
if there be any other commandment, it is brieflj 
comprehended in this saj^ing, namely, Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 

Love vs^orketh no ill to his neighbour ; there- 
fore love is the fulfilling of the law. 

A certain lawyer stood up, and tempted him, 
saying, Master, what shall I do to inherit eternal 
life ? And Jesus said unto him, What is written 
in the law ? How rcadestthou ? And he answer- 
ing said, Thou shalt love the Lord thy God witb 
all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with ail 
thy strength, and wilh all thy mind ; and thy 
neighbour as thyself. And he said unto him. 
Thou hast answered right : this do, and thoa 
shalt live. But he, willing to justify himself* 
said unto Jesus, And who is my neighbour ? And 
Jesus answering said, A certain man went dowu 
from Jerusalem to Jerico,and fell among thieves, 
which stripped him of his raiment, and wounded 
him; and cteparted, leaving him half dead. Aral 
by chance there came down a certain priest that 
way ; and when he saw him, he passed by on t]\t 
other side. And likewise a Invite, when he was 
at the place, came and looked on him, and passed 
by on the other side. But a certain Samaiiliin, 
as he journeyed, ctimc where be was: an*! wIjcmi 
be saw him. he had comfhvs.sion on him, and wvwi 
to I'.im, and bound up his wounil.s, pouring in oil 
and wine: and set him on l!i,s <»\\n boa^t, ai»(i 
brought him to an inn, and took cart* (»f biiu- 
And on the morrow, ulieii he departed. Iip UXxk 
out two j;er)ce, and gave 1h<in to \hv hu>U atid 
J^aid unto bini, Take care of biiii ; and '.vhatt.(>cx<'r 
liou spor.ilcst i;»oit', when 1 come agaiii I \ ''< 
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repay thee. Which now of these three, thinkest 
thou was neighbour unto him who fell among the 
thieves ? and he said, He that shewed mercy on 
him. Then Jesus said unto him, go, and do thou 
likewise.. 

Covet earnestly the best gifts. Having gifts 
differing according to the grace that is given to 
us, whether prophecy, let us prophecy according 
to the proportion of faith ; or ministry, let us 
wait on our ministering; or he that teacheth, on 
teaching ; or he that exhorteth, on exhortation : 
he that giveth let him dp it with simplicity : he 
that ruleth, with diligence; he that sheweth 
mercy, with cheerfulness. 

Let no man seek his own, but every man 
another's wealth. 

Do good 5 be kindly affection ed ; be harmless ; 
be blameless ; do justly ; and render to all their 
dues. 



CHAP. XXIII. 

DUTIES OF MASTERS AND SERVANTS. 

Masters, give unto your servants that which 
is just and equal ; forbearing threhtening : know- 
ing that your Master also is in heaven 5 neither 
is there respect of persons with him. 

Thou shalt not oppress an hired servant tjiat /- 
is poor and needy, whether he be of thy brethren, f ■ 
or of thy strangers. ^ 

Thou shalt not rule over him with rigour. 

Behold, ythe hire of the labourers who have 
reaped ^jmn vour fields, which is of you kept 
hack by fraud, crieth : and the cries of them 
which iiave reaped are entered into the ears of 
the Lord i^VSftbaoth. 
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A servjint honoureth his master. He that 
waiteth on his master shall be honoured. 

A wise servant shall have rule over a son that 
causeth shame. 

Be content with your wages. 

Servants, be subject to your masters with all 
fear 5 not only to the good and gentle,' but also 
to the fro ward. 

Servants, obey in all things yqur masters ac- 
cording to the flesh ; not with eye service, as 
menpleasers ; but in singleness of heart, fearing 
God : and whatsoever ye do, do it heartily, as to 
the Lord, and not unto men: knowing that 
whatsoever ^ood thing any man doeth, the same 
shall he receive of the Lord, whether he be bond 
or free. 

Exhort servants to be obedient unto their own 
masters, and to please them well in all things ; 
not answering again ; not purloining, but shew- 
ing all good fidelity ; that they may adorn the 
doctrine of God our Saviour in all things. 



CHAP. XXIV. 

DUTIES OF MINISTERS AND PEOPLE. 

How beautiful are the feet of them that preach 
the s;ospel of peace, and bring glad tidings of 
good things ! 

Take heed to the ministry which thou hast 
received in the Lord, that thou fulfil it. 

O man of God, follow after righteousness, j»od- 
liness, faith, love, patience, meekness. Fight the 
good fight of faith, lay hold on eternal life, where- 
unto thou art also called, and hast professed a 
good profession before many witnesses. 

Strive not about words to no profit, but to the 
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subverting of the hearers. Study to shew thy- 
self approved unto God, a workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed , rightly dividing the word of 
truth. But shun profane and vain babblings : for 
they will increase unto more ungodliness. Flee 
also youthful lusts : but follow righteousness » 
faith, charity, peace, wi^ them that call on the 
Lord out of a pure heartf But foolish and un- 
learned questions avoid, knowing that they do 
gender strifes. And the servant of the Lord 
must not strive ; but be gentle unto all men, apt 
to teach, patient, in meekness instructing those 
that oppose themselves ; if God peradventure 
will give them repentance to the acknowledging 
of the truth 5 and that they< may recover them- 
selves out of the snare of the devil, who are taken 
captive by him at his will. 

If any man speak, let him speak as the oracles 
of God ; if any man minister, let him do it as of 
the ability which God giveth : that God in all 
things may be glorified through Jesus Christ ; to 
whom be praise and dominion for and ever. 
Amen. 

If any man teach otherwise, and consent not 
to wholesome words, even the words of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, and to the doctrine which is accord- 
ing to ojodliness ; he is proud, knowing nothing, 
but doting about questions, and strifes of words, 
whereof cometh envy, strife, railings, evil sur- 
misings, perverse disputings of men of corrupt 
minds, and destitute of the truth, supposing that 
gain is godliness; from such withdraw thyself. 

Cry aloud, spare not, lift up thy voice like a 
trunipct, and shew my people their tiansgression. 

Thou shalt speak my words unto thcjn, wheth- 
er they will hear, or whether they will forbear. 
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Rebuke them sharply, that they may be sound 
in the faith, 

,Thou, O son of man, 1 have set thee a watch -» 
man unto' the house of Israel ; therefore thou 
shalt hear the word at my mouth, and warn them 
from me. When I say unto the wicked, O wicked 
man, thou shalt surd^ die ; if thou dost not 
speak to warn the \Wke(l from his way, that 
wicked man shall die in his iniquity ; but his 
blood will I require at thine hand. Nevertheless^ 
if thou warn the wicked pf his way to turn from 
it; if he do not turn from his way, he shall die 
in his iniquity ; but thou hast delivered thy souU 

Let no man despise thy youth : but be thou an 
example of the believers* m word, in conversa- 
tion, in charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity. Till 
I come, give attendance to reading, to exhorta« 
tion, to doctrine. Neglect not the gift that is in 
thee, which was given tliee by prophecy, with 
the laying on of the hands of the presbytery. 
Meditate upon these thinprs : give thyself wholly 
to them ; that thy profiting may appear to all. 
Take heed unto thyself, and unto thy doctrine; 
continue in them : for in doing this thou shalt 
both save thyself, and them that hear thee. 

O Timothy, keep that which is committed to 
thy trust, avoiding profane babblings, and oppo- 
sitions of science falsely so called. I charge 
thee before God, and the"lA)rd Jesus Christ, who 
shall judge the quick and the dead at his appear- 
ing and his kingdom ; preach the word ; be in- 
stant in season, out of season ; reprove, rebuke, 
exhort with all long-suffering and doctrine. For 
the time will coine when they will not endure 
sound doctrine ; but after their own lusts shall 
they heap to themselves teachers, having itchin? 
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ears ; and they shall turn away their ears from 
the truth, and shall be turned unto fables. But 
watch thou in all things, endure a£Sictions, do 
the work of an evangelist, make full proof of 
thy ministry. 

Continue thou in the things which thou hast 
learned and hast been assured of, knowing of 
whom thou hast learned them 5 and that from a 
child thou hast known the holy scriptures, which 
are able to make thee wise unto salvation through 
faith which is in Jesus Christ. All scripture is 
given by inspiration of God, and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruc* 
tioD in righteousness : that the man of God may 
be fierfect, thoroughly furnished unto all good 
worics. 

A certain Jew, named Apollos, born at Alex- 
andria, an eloquent man, and mighty in the 
scriptures, came to Ephesus. This man was 
instructed in the wav of the Lord 5 and being 
fervent in the spirit, he spake and taught dili-r 
gently the things of the Lord. 

Speak thou the things which become sound 
doctrine : that the aged men be sober, grave, tem* 
perate, sound in faith, in charity, in patience : 
the aged women likewise, that they be in behav- 
iour as becometh holiness, not false accusers, not 
given to much wine, teachers of good things 5 that 
they may teach the young women to be sober, to 
love their husbands, to love their children, to be 
discreet, chaste, keepers at home, good, obedient 
to their own husbands, that the word of God be 
not blasphemed. Young men likewise exhort to 
be sober minded. In all things shewing thyself 
a pattern of good works : in doctrine shewing 
uncorruptness, gravity, sincerity, sound speech 
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that cannot be condemned ; that be that is of the 
contrary part maj be* ashamed, having no evil 
thing to saj of jou. Exhort servants to be obe- 
dient unto their own masters, and to please them 
well in all things ; not answering a^in : not pur- 
loining, but shewing all good fidelity ; that they 
may adorn the doctrine of God our Saviour in all 
things. 

As we were allowed of God to be put in trust 
with the gospel, even so we speak ; not as pleas- 
ing men,l)ut God, which trieth our hearts. 

I determined not to know any thing among 
you, save Jesus Christ, and him crucified. And 
my speech and my preaching was not with en- 
ticing words of man's wisdom, but in demonstra- 
tion of the Spirit and of power: that your faith 
should not stand in the wisdom of men^ but in 
the power of God. 

I have not shunned to declare unto you all the 
counsel of God. 

If a man desire the office of a bishop, he desir- 
eth a good work. A bishop then must be blame- 
less, the husband of one wife^ vigilant, sober, of 
good behaviour, given to hospitality, apt to teach; 
not given to wine, no striker, not greedy of filthy 
lucre ; but patient ; not a brawler, not covetous ; 
one that ruleth well his own house, having hi* 
children in subjection with all gravity ; for if i 
man know not now to rule his own house, how 
shall he take care of the church of God ? not i 
novice, lest being lifted up wjth pride, he fallinto 
the condemnation of the devil. Moreover, he 
must have a good report of them which are with- 
out; lest he fall into reproach, and the snare i»f 
the devil. Likewise must the deacons be grave. 
not double tongucd, not given to much wine, not 
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greedy of filthy lucre 5 holding the mystery of 
the faith in a pure conscience. And let these 
also first he proved ; then let them use the ofiice 
of a deacon, being; found blameless. Let the 
deacons be the husbands of one wife, ruling their 
children and their own houses well. For they 
that have used the office of a deacon well, pur- 
chase to themselves a ^ood degree, and great 
boldness in the iaith which is in Jesus Christ. 

A bishop must be a lover of hospitality k lover 
of good men, sober, just, holy, temperate ; holding 
fast the faithful word as he hath been taught, that 
he may be able by sound doctrine both to exhort 
and to convince the gainsayers. 

The elders which are among yoal exhort: feed 
the flock of God which is among you, taking the 
oversight thereof^ not by constraint, but willing- 
ly 5 not for filthy lucre, but of a ready mind ; 
neither as being lords over God's heritage, but 
beins ensamples to the flock. And, when the 
chief Shepherd shall appear, ye shall receive a 
crown of glory that fadeth not away. 

Let the elders that rule well, be counted wor- 
thy of double honour, especially they which 
labour in the word and doctrine. 

Pray ye the liord of the harvest, that he will 
«end forth labourers into his harvest. 

The labourer is worthy of his reward. Who 
goeth a warfare any time at his own charges ? 
who planteth a vineyard and eateth not of the 
fruit thereof ? or who feedeth a flock, and eateth 
not of the milk of the flock ? Even so hath the 
I^ord ordained that they which preach the gospel 
should live of the gospel. 

I beseech you, brethren, for the Lord Jesus 
Christ's sake, and for the love of the Spirit, that 
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you strive together with me in your prayers to 
God for me. Praying for me that utterance may 
be given unto me, that I may open my mouth 
boldJy, to make known the mystery of the gospel, 
for wliich I am an ambassador in bonds : that 
therein I may speak boldly, as I ought to speak. 

Brethren, pray for us, that the word of the 
Lord may have free course, and be glorified. 

We beseech you, brethren, to know them 
which labour among you, and are over you in the 
Lord, and admonish you 5 and to esteem them 
very highly in love for their work's sake. 

Remember them which have the rule over you, 
who have spoken unto you the word of 6od; 
whose faith follow, considering the end of their 
conversation. Obey them that have the rule over 
you, and submit yourselves : for they watch for 
your souls, as they that must give an account, 
that they may do it with joy, and not with grief. 

How shall they hear without a preacher? 
Faith cometh by hearing, apd hearing bj the 
word of God, 

Take heed how ye hear. Take heed what ye 
hear. 

Be not carried about with divers and strange 
doctrines. For it is a good tiling that the heart 
be established with grace. 

The Spirit speaketh expressly, that in the 
latter times some shall depart from the faith, 
^ving heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines of 
devils. 

In vain do they worship me, teaching for doc- 
trines the commandments of men. Ye reject 
the commandments of God, that ye may keep 
your own tradition* 

Beware lest any man spoil you through philo- 
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sophy and vain deceit, after the tradition of men, 
after the rudiments of the world, and not after 
Christ. 

There be some that trouble jou,' and would 
pervert the gospel of Christ. But though we, or 
an angel from heaven, preach any other gospel 
unto you than that which we have preached unto 
you, let him be accursed. 

Take heed, brethren, lest there be in any of 
you an evil heart of unbelief, in departing from 
the living God. 

Beloved, when I gave all diligence to write 
unto you of tlie common salvation, it was needful 
for me to write unto you, and exhort you that 
' ye should earnestly contend for the faith which 
was once delivered unto the saints. For there 
are certain men crept in unawares, who were 
before of old ordained to this condemnation, 
ungodly men, turning the grace of our God into 
lasciviousness, and denying the only Lord God, 
and our Lord Jesus Christ. 



CHAP. XXV. 

DUTIES OF PARENTS AND CHILDREN* 

I F any provide not for his own, and specially 
for those of his own house, he hath denied the 
faith, and is worse than an infidel. 

The parents ouglit to lay up for the children. 

He that troubleth his own house shall inherit 
tiie wind. 

Lo, children are an heritage of the Lord. 

Fathers, provoke not your children to anger, 
lest they be discouraged ; but brin^ them up in 
the nuiiure and admonition of the Lo»''^ ^ 

0* 
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These words, Mrhich I command thee this daj, 
shall be in thine heart: and thou shalt teach them 
diligently unto thy children, and shalt talk of 
them when thou sittest in thine house, and when 
tliou walkest by the way, and when thou liest 
down, and when thou risest up, and thou shalt 
bind them for a sign upon thine hand, and they 
shall be as frontlets between thine eyes, and thou 
shalt write them upon the posts of thy house, 
and on thy gates. 

Train up a child in the way he should go : and 
when he is old, he will not depart from it. 

Chasten thy son while there is hope, and let 
not thy soul spare for his crying. Withhold not 
correction ffom the child. He that spare th his 
rod hateth his son : but he that loveth him chas- 
teneth him betimes. Foolishness is bound in 
the heart of a child 5 but the rod of correction 
shall drive it far from him. The rod and reproof 
give wisdom : but a child left to himself bringeth 
his mother to shame. Correct thy son, and he 
shall give thee rest ; yea, he shall give delight, 
unto thy 'soul. 

''Children, obey your parents in the Lord for 
this is right. • 

Children, obey your parents in all things : for 
this is well pleasing unto the Lord. 

A son honoureth his father. 

Honour thy father and mother, which is the 
first commandment with promise; that it may 
be well with thee, and thou mayestiive long oii 
the earth. ^ 

Ye shall fear every man his mother and hi» 
father. 

Hearken to thy father that begat thee, and 
dc3j)i.?e not ihy mother when she is old. 
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A wise san maketh a glad father ; but a foolish 
son is the heaviness of his mother. 

My son, keep thy father's commandment, and 
forsalie not the law of thy mother. 

MxX**"' hear the instruction of th j father, and 
forsaKe not the law of thy mother : for they shall 
be anf' ornament of grace «nto thy head, and 
chains about thy neck. 

A fool despise th his father's instruction : but 
he that regardeth reproof is prudent. 

He is in the way of life that keepeth instruc- 
tion : but he that hateth reproof shall die. 

The eye that mocketh at his father, and des- 
piseth to obey his mother, the ravens of the val- 
ley shall pick it out, and the youAg eagles shall 
eat it. 

There is a generation that curseth their father, 
and doth not bless their mother. 

Cursed be he that setteth light by his father, 
or his mother. 

Whoso robbeth his father or his mother, and 
.saith, It is no transgression; the same is ti.e 
companion of a destroyer. 

A brother offended is harder to be won than a 
strong city : and their contentions are like the 
bars of a castle. 

Behold, how good and how pleasant it is for 
bretbreti to iWell together in unity ! 



CHAP, XXVI. 



TnK spirit tKat dwelleth in us lusteth to envy. 

Tiio Vrorks of the ilesh are strife, envjjlr^g^. 

If vc liavelMtlf^r cjivying and strife in voii/^ 
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hearts, glory not : for where envying and strife 
is, there is confusion and every evil work. 

I considered all travail, and every right work, 
th»t tor this a man is envied of his neighbour. 

Be n(4 thou envious against evil men, neither 
4esire to be with th|m. 

Let not thine heart envy sinners. 
. Fret not thyself because of evil doers, neither 
be thou envious against the workers of iniquity. 

Wrath killeth the foolish man, and envy slaj^- 
ifth the silly one. 

A sound heart is the life of the flesh : but envy 
the rottenness of the bones. 

W rath is cruel, and anger is outrageous ; but 
who ia able to stand before envy ? 



CHAP- XXVII. 

EqUALITY. 

God hath made of one blood all nations of men 
to dwell on the face of the earth. 

Have we not all one father ? hath not one God 
created us ? 

The rich and the poor meet together : the 
Lord is. the maker of tnem all. He fashioncth 
their hearts alike. 

The Almighty accepteth not the persons of 
princes nor regardeth the rich more than the 
poor : for they are all the work of his hands. 

There is no difierence between the Jew and 
the Greek : for the same Lord over all is rich 
unto all that call upon him. 

We also are men of like passions with you. 

All things ctmie alike to all : there is one 
event to the righteous and the uickcd. All r 

i 
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unto one place ; all are of the dust, and all turn 
to dust again. 

They shall lie down alike in the dust, and the 
worms shall cover them. 

The memory of them is forgotten. Also their 
love, and their hatred, and their enVy, is now 
perished. 

The race is not to the swift, nor the battle to 
the strong, neither yet bread to the wise, nor 
yet riches to men of understanding, nor yet 
favour to men of skilly but time and chance 
happeueth to them all. 



CHAP XXVlIL 

£VIL-SFEAKXNO> 

Put them in mind to speak evil of no man. 

Thou shalt not raise a false report. Keep 
thee far from a false matter. 

A good name is rather to be chosen than great 
riches. He that uttereth a slander is a fool. 

Keep not company with a railer. 

Lora, who shall abide in thy tabernacle ? He 
that backbiteth not with his tongue. 

I fear lest there be backbitings, whisperin;>s. 

Put away from thee a fro ward mouth, iind 
perverse lips put far from thee. 

A froward man soweth strife : and a whisperer 
separate th chief friends. 

Thou shalt not go up and down as a talebearer 
among thy people. 

He that goeth about as a talebearer revealeth 
secrets. 

Where there is no talebearer the strife ceas- 
eth. 
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Uncleanness, let it not be once named among 
you ; neither filtiiiness^ nor foolish talking, nor 
jesting. 

Remove from me reproach and contempt. 

Keep thy tongue from evil, and thy lips from 
speaking guile. 

Let all evil-speaking be put away from you. 



CHAP. XXIX. 

FAITH AND WORKS» 

Be not faithless but believing. Lord, I believe, 
help thuu mine unbelief. 

Faith is the substance of things hoped for, the 
evidence of things not seen. 

Jesus saith unto them, have faith in God. Ye 
believe in God, believe also in me. No man can 
sav that Jesus is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghost. 

He said unto them, Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the gospel to every creature. He 
that believe th and is baptized, shall be saved; 
but he that believeth not, shall be damned. 

He that believeth on the Son hath everlasting 
life : and he that believeth not on the Son shall 
not see life 5 but the wrath of God abideth on 
liim. 

He that hear-eth my word, and believeth on 
him that sent me, hath everlasting life, and shall 
not come into condemnation ; but is passed froi^ 
death unto life. 

He that believeth on him is not condemned ; 
hut he that believeth not is condemned already ;'• 
because he hath not believed in the name of the 
only begotten Son of God. And this is the con- 
demnation, that ligbt has come into the world 
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and men loved darkness rather than light, be- 
cause their deeds were evil. 

Had ye believed Moses, ye would have believ- 
ed me : for he wrote of me. But if ye believe 
not his writings, how shall ye believe mv words ? 

If they hear not Moses and the prophets, nei- 
ther wilf they be persuaded though one rose from 
the dead. 

Whosoever shall confess me before men, him 
-will I confess also before my Father which is in 
heaven. But whosoever shall deny me before 
men, him will I deny before my Father which is 
in heaven. 

Who is a liar but he that denieth that Jesus is 
the Christ? He is antichrist, that denieth the 
Father and the Son. Whosoever denieth the 
Son, the same hath not the Father : but he that 
acknowledgeth the Son hath the Father also. 

Whosoever shall be ashamed of ipe and of my 
words, in this adulterous and sinful generation^ 
of him also shall the Son of Man be ashamed, 
when he cometh in the glory of his Father, with 
the holy angels. 

There is one Lord, one faith, one.baptism, and 
one God and Father of all, who is above ail, and 
through all, and in you all. 

Without faith it is impossible to please him : 
for he that cometh to God must believe that hq 
is, and that he i§ a re warder of them that dili- 
gentlv-dleek him. 

Whatsoever is not of faith is sirf. 

Knowing that a man is not justified by the 
-works of the law, but by the faith of Jesua CWisf, 
even we have believed in Jesus Christ, that we 
might be justified by the faith of Christ, and not 
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by the works of the law: for ly the works of 
the law shall no flesh be justified. 

If righteousness come by the law, then Christ 
is dead in vain. That no man is justified bj the 
law in the sight of God, it is evident : for, The 
just shall live by faith. And the law is not of 
faith. 

Examine yourselves whether ye be in the 

faith. 

Takeheed, brethren, lest there be in any of 
you an evil heart of unbelief, in departing from 
the living God. 

Let us hold fast the profession of our faith 
without wavering, for he is faithful that promis- 
ed ; and let us consider one another to provoke 
unto love and to good works. 

By works a man is justified, and not by faith 
only. 

What doth it profit, my brethren, though a 
man say he hath faith, and have not works ? Can 
faith save him? If a brother or sister be naked, 
and destitute of daily food, and one of you say 
unto them, Depart in peace, be ye warmed and 
filled ; notwithstanding ye give them not those 
things which are needful to the body ; what doth 
it profit ? Even so faith, if it hath not works, is 
dead being alone. Yea, a man may say, Thou 
hast faith, and I have works : shew me thy^aith 
witht)ut thy works, and I will shew the^ ray faith 
by my wofl^. Thou belie vest that thefe is one 
God ; thou doest well : the devils also believe 
and tremble. But wilt thou know, O vain man I 
that faith witiiout works is dead ? 

Ye shall know them by their fruits. 

Kot every one that saith unto me Lord, Lord, 
shall enter into the kingdom of heaven: but he 
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that doeth the will of mj Father that is in hea- 
ven. 

Whosoever heareth these sayings of mine, and 
doeth them, I will liken him unto a wise man 
which built his house upon a rock : and the rain 
descended, and the floods came, and the winds 
blew, and beat upon that house, and it fell not ; 
for it was founded upon a rock. And every one 
that heareth these sayings of mine^ and doeth 
them not, shall be likened unto a foolish man, 
which built his house upon the sand : and the 
rain descended, and the floods came, and the 
winds blew, and beat upon that house, and it 
fell : and great was the fall of it. 

Whosoever shall do the will of my Father 
which is in heaven, the same is my brother, and 
sister, and mother.

ye hroak every yoke ? Is it not to d^ ;,iy bread 
to the hungry, and that tliou bring t .poor tiia^ 
are cast out to thy house ? when thou seest tV 
naked, that thou cover hiiu : and that thou hid«; 
not thyself from thine own flesh ? Then s-i-a' 
thy light break forth as the morning, and ihiu^ 
ke^^lth shall spring forth spcedilv; and tli^ 
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righteousness shall go before thee ; the glory of 
the Lord shall be thy rere-ward.

Go to now, ye that say, To-day or to-morrow 
we will go into such a city, and continue there a 
year, and buy and sell, and get gain : whereas 
ye know not what shall be on the morrow. For 
what is your life P it is even a vapour, that 
appeareth for a little season, and then vanisheth 
away. For that ye ought to say, if the Lord 
ivill, we shall live, and do this, or that. 

Your fathers, where are they ? and the pro*- 
phets, do they live for ever ? 

Man that is born of a woman is of few days 
and full of trouble. He cometh forth like a 
flower and is cut down ; he fleeth also ad a 
shadow and continueth not. 

Man is like to vanity ^ his days are as a shadow 
that passeth away.

If thou sell aught unto thy neighbour, or buyest 
aught of thy neighbour's hand, ye shall no^ 
oppress one another.

Ye shall not afflict any widow, or fatherless 
child, if thou afflict them in any wise, and they 
cry at all unto me, I will surely h^ar their cry. 

What mean ye that ye grind the faces of the 
poor ? 
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He that oppresseth the poor to increase his 
riches, and he that giveth^to the rich, shall surely . 
come to want. 

If thou hast nothing to pay, why should he 
take away thy bed from under thee ? 

I will be a swift witnoss against those that 
oppress the hireling in his wages, the widow, and 
the fatherless, and that turn aside the stranger 
from his right, saith the Lord of hosts. 

Trust not in oppression/and become not vain 
in robbery. 

Envy thou not the oppres^^5 and choose none 
of his lYays. 

Woe to them that devise iniquity, and work 
evil upon their beds ! when the morning is light 
they practice it, because it is in the power' of 
their hand. And they covet fields, and take them 
by violence ; and houses, and take them away : 
80 they oppress a man and his house, even a 
man and his heritage. 

Do violence to no man. L.it them turn every 
one from the violence that is in their hands. 

The Lord will abhor the |)loody And deceitful * 
man. The wicked and him that loveth violence 
his soul hateth. 

Woe to hi in that buildeth a town with blood, 
and eslablisheth a city by iniquity ! 

A man that doeth violence to the blood of any 
person shall flee to the pit ; let no man stay l.iin. 

Surely your blood of your lives will I require ; 
at the hand of every beast will I require it : and 
at the hand of man, at the hand of every man^is 
brother, will I require the life of man. Whoso 
slieddeth man's blood, by man shall his blood be 
s»licd.

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I beseech you, brethreD, by the mercies of God, 
that yt present your bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy 9 acceptable unto God, which is your rea- 
sonable service. 

Ye shall be holy 5 fori the Lord your God am 
holy. As he which hath called you is holy, so be 
ye holy in all manner of conversation. Yield your 
members servants to righteousness unto holiness. 

Follow peace with all men, and holiness, with- 
out which no man shall see the Lord. 

The Lord hath set apart him that is godly for 
himself. 

Blessed is the man that walketh not in the 
coansel of the ungodly, nor standeth in the way 
of sinners, nor sitteth in the seat of the scornful 5 
but his delight is in the law of the Lord ; and in 
his law doth he meditate day and night. And 
he shall be like a tree planted by the rivers of 
water, that bringeth forth his fruit in his season : 
his leaf also shall not wither: and whatsoever 
he doeth shall prosper. The ungodly are not so : 
but are like the chaff which the witid driveth 
away. Therefore the ungodly shall not stand 
in the judgment, nor sinners in the co^igregation 
of the righteous. For the Lord knoweth the way 
of the righteous : but the way of the ungodly 
shall perish. 

An ungodly man. diggeth up evil ; and in his 
lips there is u burning fire. 

The wrath of God is revealed from heave •! 
n gainst all ungodliness and unrighteousness of 
men. 

BehohUthe Lord comefh with ten thousand of 
his saints*, to execute judgment upon ail, and to 
convince all that are ungodly among them of all 
li.cir un-oHiy dc<ids v/liicli thev h::ve ungodly 
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committed, and of all their hard speeches yrhick 
ungodly sinners have spoken against him. 

The heavens and the earth are kept in stoie, 
reserved unto fire, against the day of judgment 
and perdition of ungodly men. 

The grace of God, that hringeth salvation, 
hath appeared to all men, teaching us that deny- 
ing ungodliness and worldly lusts, we should 
Jive soberly, righteously', and godly, in this pre- 
sent world 5 looking for that blessed hope, and 
the glorious appearing of the great God and our 
Saviour Jesus Christ. 



CHAP. XL. 

GOVERNMENT OP THE THOUGHTS, LANGUAGE, 
AND PASSIONS. 

Keep thy lieart with all diligence ; for out of 
it are the issues of life. 

How can ye, being evil, speak good things? 
for out of the abundance of the heart the mouth 
s peake th. A good man, out of the good treasure 
of the heart, hringeth forth good things; and an 
evil man, out of the eVil treasurCj, hringeth tbrtti 
evil things. 

Out of the heart proceed evil thoughts^ mur- 
ders, adulteries, fornications, thefts, false wit- 
ness, hiaftphemies. 

^\'herefore think ye evil in your hearts ? 

Let none of you imagine evil in your hearts 
against his neigh hour. 

Ji.et the v>ic^*id forsake his way, and the ur.- 
ri^vlsfcous man Iiis tn<ni«hts. 

If thou hasn.!,oii:^ut evil, hiy thine hand upor. 
tliv !iiouth. 
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The tongue is a fire, a world of iniquity : it is 
an unruly evil, full of deadly poison. 

Death and life are in the power of the tongue. 

He that keepeth his mouth keepeth his life. 
Whoso kecpeth bis mouth and his tongue keepetli 
his soul from troubles. 

Suffer not thy mouth to cause thy flesh to sin. 

In many things we offend all. If any man 
offend not in word, the same is a perfect man, 
and able also to bridle the whole body. 

If any man among you seem to be religious, 
and bridleth not his tongue, but deceiveth his 
own heart, this man's religion is vain. 

Let no corrupt communication proceed out of 
your mouth. 

He that will love life, and see good days, let 
him refrain his tongue from evil, and his lips that 
they speak no guile. 

Put away from thee a froward mouth, and 
perverse lips put far from thee. 

In tlie multitude of words there wanteth not 
sin : but he that refraineth Itis lips is wise. 

Seest thou a man that is hasty in his words ? 
there is more hope of a fool than of him. 

A fool uttereth all his mind ; but a wise man 
keepeth it in till afterwards. 

Cease from anger, and forsake wrath:, 

A man of great wrath shall suffer phnishm en t 

Whosocverls angry with his brother without 
a cause shall be in danger of the judgment. 

Grievous words stir up anger. Let every man 
he swift to hear, slow to speak, slow to wrath. 

He that is soon angry dealeth foolishly. 

Be net hasty in t\ij spirit to be angry : for 
anger resteth in the bosom of fooU. Be ye angry. 
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and sin not ; let not the sun go down upon % 
wrath. 

With a furious man thou shalt not go. 

He that is slow to wrath is of great under- 
standing. 

He that is slow to anger is better than the 
mighty ; and he that ruleth his spirit than he 
that taketh a city. 

He that hath no rule over his own spirit is like 
a city that is broken down, and without walls. 

Let your moderation be known unto all meo. 
The Lord is at hand. 

The end of all things is at hand : be ye there- 
fore sober. 

Put off an^er, wrath, malice, blasphemy, fil% 
communication out of your mouth. 

Ever^ idle word that men shall speak, they 
shall give account thereof in the day of judg- 
ment. For by thy words thou shalt be justified, 
and by thy words thou shalt be condemned. 

Cleanse thou me from secret faults. Let the 
words of my mouth, and the meditation of foj 
lieart, be acceptable in thy sight, O Lord, my 
strength, and my Redeemer. % 

Search me, O God, and know my heart : try 
me, and know my thoughts : and see if there be 
any wicked way in me, and lead me in the way 
everlasting. 



CHAP. XLL 

GRAOE. 

The grace of God brin-eth salvation. 
We believe that, through the grace of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, we shall be saved. ^ 
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By the holy Spirit of God ye are sealed unto 
the a ay of redemption. 

By grace are ye saved through faith : and that 
not of yourselves ; it is the gift of God. N(ft of 
works, lest any man should boast. For we are 
his workmanship, created in Christ Jesus unto 
good works, which God hath before ordained 
that we should walk in them. 

As many as were ordained to eternal life be- 
lieved. 

We ourselves were sometimes foolish, disobe- 
dient, deceived, serving divers lusts and pleas- 
ures, living in malice and envy, hateful and hat- 
ing one another. But after that the kindness and 
love of God our Saviour toward man appeared, 
not by works of righteousness, which we have 
done, but according to his mercy he saved us, by 
the washing of regeneration, and renewing of the 
Holy Ghost ; which was shed on us abundantly, 
through Jesus Christ our Saviour: that being 
justified by his grace, we should be made heirs 
according to the hope of eternal life. 

Be thou partaker of the afflictions of the gospel 
according to the power of God ; who hath saved 
us, and called us with an holy calling, not ac-. 
cording to our works, but according to his own 
purpose and grace, which was given us in Christ 
Jesus before the world began. 

To sit on my right hand, and on my left hand, 
is not mine to give 5 but it shall be given to 
them for whom it is prepared. 

Come, ye blessed of my Father, in^ierit the 
jkingdom prepared for you from the foundation 
of the world. 

Grace and truth came by Jesus Christ. By 
-the grace of Gud I am what I aa). Unto every 
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one of us is given grace according to the measure 
of the gift of Christ: The gift of God is eternal 
life, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Paul, a servant of God, and an apostle of Jesus 
Christ, according to the faith of God's elect, and 
the acknowledging of the truth which is after 
godliness ; in nope of eternal life, which God 
that cannot lie, promised before the world began. 
but hath in due times manifested his word 
through preaching, which is committed unto me 
according to the commandment of God our 
Saviour 5 to Titus, mine own son after the com- 
mon faith : Grace, mejcj, and peace, from God 
the Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ our Saviour. 

Paul, called to be an Apostle of Jesus Christ. 
through the will of God, and Sosthenes our bro- 
ther, unto the church of God which is at Corinth* 
to them that are sanctified in Christ Jesus, tM 
to be saints, with all that in every place call upon 
the name of Jesus Christ our Lord, both theb 
and ours : Grace be unto you, and peace, froR' 
God our Father, and from tne Lord Jesus Chris'- 

Peter, an apostle of Jesus Christ, to tlie stran- 
gers scattered throughout Pontus, Galatia, Cap 
padocia, Asia, and Bjthinia, elect according 'f 
the foreknowledge of God the Father, tbrouf.1 
the sanctification of the Spirit, unto obedience 
and sprinkling of the blood 0|f Jesus Christ- 
Grace unto jou, and peace, be multiplied. 

Simon Peter, a servant and an apostle of Jes«^ 
Christ, to them that have obtainca like precious 
faith with us through the righteousness of Go*^ 
and our Saviour Jesus Christ ; Grace and p^a^^. 
be multiplied unto jou through the knowledge o» 
God, and of Jesus our Lord, according; as -''' 
divine power has given unto us all things tbr 
pertain unto life and godliness, through t! 
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knowledge of him that hath called us unto glorj 
and virtue. 

Jude, the servant of Jesus Christ, and brother 
of James, to them that are sanctified by God 
the Father, and preserved in Jesus Christ, and 
called : Mercy unto you, and peace, and love be 
multiplied. 
Many are called, but few are chosen. 
I will be gracious to whom I will be gracious, 
and will shew mercy on whom I will shew mercy • 
I will have mercy on whom I will have mercy, 
and I will have compassion on whom I will have 
compassion. So then it is not of hitn that willeth, 
nor of him that runneth, but of God that she weth 
mercy. 

Neither is he that planteth any thing, neither 
he that watereth : but God that giveth the in- 
crease. 

No man can come unto me, except it were 
given unto him of my Father. 

This is the Father's will which hath sent me, 
that of all which he hath given me I should lose 
iiothing, but should raise it up again at t^e last 
day. 

Thou hast given him power over all flesh, that 
he should ^ve eternal life to as many as thou 
hast given him. 

God hath not appointed us to wrath, but to 
obtain salvation by our Lord Jesus Christ. 

The Father hath made us meet to be partakers 
Wthe inheritance of the saints in light 

I endure all things for the elect's sake, that 
pj i^ay obtain the salvation which is in Christ 
I Jesus, with eternal glory. 

; ^ I thank my God always on your behalf, for the 
grace of God which is given you by Jesus Christ 
12 
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God is faithful, by whom ye were called unto th? 
fellowship of his son Jesus Christ our Lord. Ye 
see your calling, brethren, how that not many 
wise men after the flesh, not many mighty, not 
many noble, are callec^. 

God hath reconciled us to himself by Jesus 
Christ. 

For the elect's sake, whom he hath chosen, he 
hath shortened the days. . 

Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord 
J<esus Christ, who hath blessed us with all spir- 
itual blessings in heavenly places in Christ : ac- 
cording as he hath chosen us in him before the 
foundation of the world, that we should be holy 
and without blame before him in love t having 
predestinated us unto the adoption of children 
by Jesus Christ to himself, according to the good 
pleasure of his will, to the praise of the glory of 
his grace, wherein he hath made us accepted 
in the beloved: in whom we have redemptioa 
through his blood, the forgiveness of sins, accor- 
ding to the riches'of his grace ; wherein he hatli 
abounded toward us in allwisdom and prudence; 
having made known unto us the mystery of his 
will, according to his good pleasure which he 
hath purposed in himself: that in the dispensa- 
tion of the fulness of times, he might gather to- 
gether in one all things in Christ, both which are 
in heaven, and which are on earth, even in him: 
in whom also we have obtained an inheritance, 
being predestinated according to the pur'pose of 
him who worketh all things after the counsel oi 
his own will ; that we should be to the praise o' 
his glory, who first trusted in Christ. 

Work out your own salvation with fear an^i 
trembling. For it is God which worketh in jov 
both t© w ill and do of hh good pM'sure. 
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The Lord knoweth them that are his. 

God hath not cast away his people which he 
foreknew. There is a.remnant according to the 
election of grace. And if by grace, then it is 
no more of works : otherwise grace is no more 
grace. 

We know that all things work together for 
good to them that love God, to them wno are the 
called according to his purpose^ For whom he 
did foreknow, ne also did predestinate to be 
conformed to the image of his Son, that he might 
be the first born among many brethren. More- 
over, whom he did predestinate, them he also 
called: and whom he called, them he also justi- 
fied : and whom he justified, them he also glori- 
fied. 

We are bound to give thanks alway to God for 
you,bret!iren beloved of the Lord, because God 
hath in the beginning chosen you to salvation 
through sanctification of the Spirit, and belief of 
the truth : w hereunto he called y6u by our gospel, 
to the obtaining of the glory of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

These shall make war with the Lamb, and the 
Lamb shall overcome them: for he is Lord of 
lords, and King of kings : and Ihey that are with 
him are called, and cliosen, and faithful. 

Brethren, give diligence to make your calling 
and election sure ; for if ye do these things, ve 
shall never fall : for so an entrance shall be min- 
istered unto you abundantly into the everlasting 
kingdom of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

Knowing, brethren beloved, your election of 
God, I commend you to God, and to the word of 
his grace. 

The God of all grace, who hath called us unto 
ill's eternal glory by Christ Jesus, after that ye 
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have suffered a while, majce you perfect, stablish, 
strengthen, settle jou. To him be glory' and 
dominion for ever and ever. Amen. 



CHAP XLIL 

HOSPITALITY. 

Love ye the stranger. The stranger that 
dwell eth with you shall be unto you as one born 
among you, and thou shalt love him as thyself. 

The stranger did not lodge in the street : but 
I opened mv doors to the traveller* 

Be not ^rgetful to entertain strangers ; for 
thereby some have entertained angels unawares. 

Be given to hospitality. Use hospitalitj one 
to another without grudging. 

Abraham lifted up his eyes and looked, and, 
lo, three men stood by him : and, when he saw 
them, he ran to meet them from the tent-door, 
and bowed himself toward the ground, and said, 
let a little water, 1 pray you, be fetched, and • 
wash your feet, and rest yourselves under the 
tree ; and I will fetch a morsel of bread, and 
comfort ye your heftrts. And he took butter and 
milk, and the calf which he had dressed, and set 
it before them ; and he stood by them under the 
tree, and they did eat. 

Jesus said id him that bade him. When thou 
makest a dinner or a supper, call not thy friends. 
nor thy brethren, neither thy kinsmen, nor thy 
rich neighbours ; lest they also bid thee again, 
and a recompense be made thee. But when 
thoii makest a feast, call. the poor, the maimed, 
the lame, the blind : and thou shalt be blessed : 
for they cannot Recompense thee 5 for thou shall 
be recompensed at the resurrection of the just. 
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CHAP. XLIII. 

HUMILITY. 

Blessed are the poor in spirit : for their's is 
the kingdom of heaven. 

Before honour is humility. By humilitj^and 
the fear of the Lord, are riches, and honour, 
and life. 

If I, your Lord and Master, have washed your 
feet, ye also ought to wash one another's feet. 
For I have given you an example, that ye should 
do as I have done to you. 

Mind not high things, but condescend to men 
of low estate. Be not wise in your own conceits. 

Cease from thine own wisdom. The Almigh- 
ty respecteth not any that are wise of heart. 
Seestthou a man wise in his own conceit ? there 
is more hope of a fool than of him. ^ 

Let no man deceive himself 5 if any man 
among you seemeth to be wise in this world, let 
him become a fool that he may be wise. 

If any man think he knoweth any thing, he 
knoweth nothing yet, as he ought to know. 

If a man think himself to be something, when 
he is nothing, he deceiveth himsetf» 

I say, through the grace given unto me, to every 
man that is among you, not to think of Wmself 
niore highly than he ought to think ; but to think 
soberly, according as God hath dealt to every 
in an the measure of faith. 

Be not wise in thine own eyes. Woe unto 
them tiiat are wise in their o^yn eyes, and pru- 
dent in their own sij^ht 1 

The haughty shall be humbled. A man's pride 
shall bring him low : but honour shall uphold 
the humble In spirit, 
12* 
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Thou shalt no more be haughty. The loftiness 
of man shall be bowed down^ and the haughtiness 
of men shall be made low. 

Be not proud. Pride goeth before destruction, 
and an haughty spirit before a fall. 

Better is it to be of an humble spirit with the 
lowly, than td divide the spoil with the proud. 

Talk no more exceeding proudly; let not 
arrogancy come out of your mouth. Pryde and 
nrrogancy do I hate. 1 will cause the arrogan- 
cy of the proud to cease, and will lay low the 
haughtiness of the terribie. 

Lean not to thine own understanding. He 
that trusteth in his own heart is a fooL 

Most men will proclaim every one his own 
goodnesb : but a faithful man who can find ? 

He that speaketh of himself seeketh his own 
glory. Let another man praise thee, and not 
thine own mouth. 

Not he that commendeth himself is approved, 
but whom the Lord commendeth. 

Be not high-minded. Charge them that are 
rich in this world, that they be not high-minded. 

The rich man is wise in his own conceit : but 
the poor that hath understanding searcheth hiin 
out. 

Thus saith the Lord, let not the wise man glory 
in his wisdom, neither let the mighty man glorj 
in his might, let not the rich man glory in his 
riches : but let him that glorieth glory in this, 
that he understandeth and knoweth me, that I 
am the Lord, \yhich exercise loving-kindness, 
judgment, and righteousness, in the earth : for 
in these things I delight, saith the Lord. 

God hath chosen the foolish things of the world 
to confound the wise ; and God hath chosen the 
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weak things of the world to confound the tilings 
which are mighty ; and base things of the world, 
and things which are despised, hath God chosen, 
jea, and things which are not, to bring to nought 
things that are : that no flesh should glory in his 
presence. 

Vain man would be wise. Remove far from me 
vanity. Let us not be desirous of vain -glory. 

Let nothing be done through strife or vain- 
glory ; but in lowliness of mitid let each esteem 
others better than themselves. 

He that is void of wjsdom despiseth his neigh- 
bour. He that despiseth his neighbour sinneth. 

Who maketh thee to differ from another ? and 
^ivhat hast thou that thou didst not receive ? 

Whosoever will be chief among you, let him 
' be your servant. 

Ye younger, submit yourselves unto the elder. 
Yea, all of you be subject one to another, and be 
clothed with humility r for God resisteth the 
proud, and gtveth grace to the humble. Humble 
yourselves therefore under the mighty hand of 
God, that he may exalt you in due time. 

Humble yourselves in the sight of the Lord, 
and he shall lift you up. He shall save tiie 
humble person. 

Surely he scorneth the scorners ; but he giveth 
grace unto the lowly. 

Whosoever shall bumble himself as this little 
child, the same is greatest ip the kingdom of 
heaven. 

No doubt but ye are the people, and wisdom 
shall die vfiih you. 

I bear them record, that th'ey hav^a zeal of 
God, but not according to knowle<lg:e/ For they, 
being ignorant of God's righteousness, and 
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^oing about to establish their own righteousness, 
have not submitted themselves unto the right- 
eousness of God. 

There is a generation that are pure in their' 
own eyes, and jet is not washed Ironi their fiU 
thtness. 

S^and by thyself, come not near to me ; for I 
urn holier than thou. 

If we say that we have no sin, we deceive 
ourselves, and thf^ truth is not in us. 

If I justify myself, mine own mouth shall 
condemn me : if 1 say I am perfect, that shall 
also prove me perverse. 

Ye are they which justify yourselves before 
men ; but God knoweth your hearts. 

Jesus spake this parable unto certain whicli 
trusted in themselves that they were righteous, 
and despised others. Two men went up into the 
temple to pray ; the one a Pharisee, and the other 
a publican. The Pharisee stood, and prayed 
thus witii himself, God, I thank thee that lam 
not as other men are, extortioners, unjust, aduU 
lerers, or even ^ this publican. I fast twice in 
the week, I give tithes of all that I possess. An:l 
the publican, standing afar off, would not lift up 
80 much as his eyes unto heaven, but smote upon 
his breast, sajing, God be merciful to me a sin- 
ner. I tell you this man went down to his house 
jiistificd rather than the other ; for every one 
that exalteth himself shall be abased ; and he 
ithat huinhlcth himself shall be exalted. 

Iq thoughts from the visions of night, wl.en 
deep sleep ralleth on men, fear came upon me. 
and trepihrmj!;, which made all my hones to shake. 
Then a spirit, passed before my face ; the hair *A 
my <lcsh stood up : it stood 9til!, but I could u^' 
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discern the form thereof: an image was before 
mine eyes.; there was silence, and I heard a 
voice, sajing,Shali mortal man be more just than 
God ? Shall a man be more pure than his Maker ? 



CHAP. XLIV. 

HTFOCRiafY. 

Beware ye of the leaven of the Pharisees, 
which is hypocrisy. For there is nothing cover- 
ed, that shall not be revealed ; neither hid, that 
shall not be known* 

The hypocrite's hope shall perish. The con- 
gregation of hypocrites shall be desolate. What 
IS the hope of the hypocrite, though he hath 
gained, wnen God taketh away his soul ? 

An hypocrite shall not come before him. The 
hypocrites in heart heap up wrath. 

An hypocrite with his mouth destroyeth his 
neighbour. • 

The triumphing of the wicked is short, and 
the joy of the hypocrite but for a moment. 

With a double heart do they speak : which 
speak peace to their neighbours, but mischief is 
in their hearts. With their mouth thejr shew 
much love, but their heart goeth after their cov- 
etousness. 

This people draweth nigh unto me with their 
mouth, and honoureth me with their lips; but 
their heart is far from me. 

They profess that they kn«w God, but in 
works they deny him rhaving a form of godliness, 
3ut denying the power thereof. 

Thou, which teachest another, teachest thou 
lot thyself? thou that preachest a man should 
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not fiteal, dost thou steal ? thou that sayest a tnau 
fchould not commit adultery, dost thou commit 
adultery ? thou that abhorrest idols, dost thou 
commit sacrilege ? thou that makest thy boast of 
the law, through breaking thie law dishonourest 

thou 9od ? , , i_ XI. 

When thou prayest, thou shalt not be as the 
hypocrites are : for they love to pray standing m 
the synagogues, and in the corners of the streets, 
that thev may be seen of men. Verily, I say 
unto you, Thev have their reward. But thou, 
when thou prayest, enter into thy closet ; and 
when thou hast shut thy door, pray to thy Father, 
which \s in secret, and thy Father, which seeth 
in secret, shall reward thee openly. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites I for ye shut up the kingdom of heaven 
an^ainst men : for ye neither go in yourselves, 
neither suflfer ye them that are entering to go m. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites ! For ye devour widows' houses, and for 
a pretence make long prayers : therefore ye shall 
receive the greater damnation. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites ! for ye compass sea and land to make one 
proselyte : and when he is made, ye make him 
two fold more the child of hell than yourselves. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites ! for ye pay tithe of mint, and anise, and 
cummin, and have omitted the weightier matters 
of the law, judgment, mercy, and. faith : these 
ou";ht ye to have done, and not to leave the other 

undone. , , ™ - i. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Phansees, hypo- 
crites 1 for ye make clean the outside of the cup 
and of the platter, but within they are full of 
extortion and excess. 
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Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites ! for ye are like unto whited sepulchres, 
which indeed appear beautiful outward, but are 
within full of dead men's bones, and of all un- 
cleanness. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites ! because ye build the tombs of the pro- 
phets, and garnish the sepulchres of the right- 
eous, and say, If we had been in the days of our 
fathers, we would not have been partakers with 
them in the blood of the prophets. Wherefore 
be ye witnesses unto yourselves, that ye are the 
children of them which killed the prophets. 
Fill ye up the measure of your fathers. Ye 
serpents ye generation of vipers ! how can ye 
escape the damnation of hell ? 



CHAP XLV. 

IDOLATRY. 

Fleb from idolatry. Turn ye not unto idols, * 
nor make to yourselves molten gods : I am the 
Lord your God. 

Confounded be all they that serve graven 
images, that boast themselves of idols. 

Thou shalt no more worship the work of thirio 
h^nds. What agreement hath the temple of 
God with idols ? 

'We know that an idol is nothing in the world, 
and that there is none other God but one. We 
write unto them that they abstain from pollu- 
tions of idols. 

Little children, keep yourselves from idols. 

Covetousness is idolatry. Charge them that 
are rich in tltis world, that they be not high mm- 
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ded, nor trust in uncertain riches, but in the liv- 
inff God, who, giveth us richly all things to enjoj. 

jLet me not, I pray you, accept any 'rowan's 
person, neither let me give flattering titles unto 
man. . 

They love greetings in the markets, and to 
be called of men. Rabbi, Rabbi. But be not yc 
called Rabbi: for one is your Master, even 
Christ 5 and all ye are brethren. 

Ye receive honour one of another, and seek 
not the honour that cometh from God only ? 

They loved the praise of men more than the 
praise of God. Let no man glory in men. He 
that glorieth, let him glory in the Lord. 

As Peter was coming in, Cornelius met him, 
and fell down at his feet, and worshipped him. 
But Peter took.him up, saying. Stand up ; I my- 
self also am a man. 

Men shall be lovers of pleasures more than 
lovers of God. 

We preach unto you that ye should turn from 
•these vanities unto the living God. 

Repent and turn yourselves from your idols. 

What is a man profited, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his own soul ? 

Love not the world, neither the things that arc 
in the world. If any man love the world, the 
love of the Father is not in him. 

He that loveth Father or mother more than 
me, {Christ) is not worthy of me ; and he that 
loveth son or daughter more than me, is not wor- 
thy of me. 

The love of God is shed abroad in our hearts 
by the Hnly Ghost. 

All flesh shall come to worship before me, 
saith the Lord. 
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At the name of Jesus, every knee should bow. 
£et all the angels of God worship him. 

We worship God in the Spirit. 

Jesus said unto her, Martha, Martha, thou ant 
careful and troubled about many things; but 
one thitig is needful ; and Mary hath chosen 
that sood part, which shall not be taken awajr 
from her. • 

Seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his 
righteousness ; and all these things shall be 
added unto you. 

Set your affection on things above, not on 
things on the earth.

JUOOMEMT. 

Thsrb is a spirit in man : and the inspiration 
of the Almighty giveth them understanding. 

The dust shall return to the earth as it was ; 
and the spirit shall return unto God who gave it. 

God will rcdeSfi'lny soul from the power of 
the grave. 

Though afteif^y Ain worms destroy this 
i)ody, yet in mj W&k shall I see God. 

If the dead nse noi,ih^^ is ^^^ Christ raised ; 
id4 i^ Christ be not raised^ your faith is vain ; 
ye are yet in your sins. 

Since by man came death by man came also 
he resurrection of the dead. For as in Adam all 
lie^ even so in Christ shall all be made alive. 

\Vhy should it be, thought a thing incredible 
yith you, that God should raise the dead ? 

Some man will say. How are the d^ad riiised 
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ujj ? and with what bodj do they come ? Thou 
fool, that which thou so west is not quickened, 
except it die. And that which thou sowest, thou 
sowest not that bod J that shall be^but bare ^ain, 
It may chance of wheat, or some other grain .* 
but God giveth it a body, and to every seed his 
own body. All flesh is not the same flesh : but 
there is one kind of flesh of men, another flesh 
of beasts, another of fishes, and another of birds. 
There are also celestial bodies, and bodies ter- 
restrial -•. but the glory of the celestial is one, and 
the glory of the terrestrial is another. There is 
one glory of the sun, and another glory of the, 
moon, another glory of the stars : lor one star* 
differeth from another star in glory. So also is 
the resurrection of the dead. It is sown in cor- 
ruption; it is raised in incorruption : it is sowa 
in dishonour 5 it is raised in glory : it is sown in 
weakness ; it is raised in power : it is sown & 
natural body ; it is raised a spiritual tody. 

The Lord himiself shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of the archangel, 
and with the trump of God: anH the dead in 
Christ shall rise first# 

The Son of man shall come in the glory of his 
Father with hisi angels ; and then be shall reward 
every man according to his works* 

Many of them that sleep in the dust of the 
earth shall awake, some to everlasting life, and 
some to shame and everlasting contempt. 

The hour is coming in which all that are in 
the graves shall hear his voice, and shall come 
forth : tWey that have done good, unto the resur- 
rection of life ; and they tliat have done evil 
unto the resurrection of damnation. 

VVc shall all be changed in a moment, in the 
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twinkling of an eye, at the last trump : for the 
trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall be raised 
incorruptible, and we shall be changed. For this 
corruptible must put on incorruption, and this 
mortal roust put on immortality, then shall he 
brought to pass the saying. that is written « Death 
is swallowed up in victory. death, where is 
thy sting ? O grave, where is thy victory ? 
Thanks be to God, which giveth us the victory 
throngh our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Every man shall bear his own burden. Ho 
that soweth to his flesh, shall of the flesh reap 
corruption : but he that soweth to the spirit, shall 
of the spirit reap life everlasting. 

I know that my Redeemer liveth, and that he 
shall stand at the latter day upon the earth. 

Behold, he cometh with clouds : and every eye 
shall see him, and they also which pierced him : 
and all kindreds of the earth shall wail because 
of him. Even so, Amen. ' 

The sun shall be darkened, and the moon shall 
not give her light; and the stars of heaven shaJl 
fall, and the powers that are in heaven siiall be 
siiaken. And then shall they see the Son of man 
coming in the clouds, with great power ami 
glory. And then shall he send his angels, and 
shall gather together his elect from ,the fonr 
ivinds, from the uttermost part of the earth to 
the uttermost part of heaven. 

The day of the Lord will comers a thief in 
the night; in which the heavens shall pass away 
with a great noise, and the elements shall melt 
with fervent heat, the earth also, and the ^rks 
that are therein shall be burned up.

ye clothed inn : I was sick, and ye visited uk' : 
i w'.vA in pi-ison, and ye came unto nu^ T umi 
sliall the righteous ansrA'er him, savins:, Lrud, 
wljcn saw we thee hiinsjry, anil fed thee ? or 
iliirslVjand gave thee drink ? When saw we llic^^j 
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a stranger, and took thee in? or naked, and 
(Clothed thee ? Or when saw we thee sick, or ia 
prison, and came unto thee i And the King shall 
answer and saj unto them. Verily, I say unto 
you, in as much as ye have done it unto one of 
the least of these my brethrep, ye have done it 
unto me. Then shall he say also unto them on 
the left hand. Depart from me, ye cursed, into 
everlasting fire, prepared for the devil and his 
angels : for I was hungry, and ye gave me no 
meat : I was thirsty, and ye gave me no driok :

bread: but h? that fplloweth after vain Mrsoc 
shall have poverty enough. 
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He that tilleth his land shall be satisfied with 
bread : but he that followeth vain persons is void 
of understanding. 

Be thou diligeat to know the state of thy 
flocks, and look well to thj herds. 

He becometh poor that dealeth with a slack ^ 
liand : but the hand of the diligent maketh rich. 
The thoughts of the diligent tend only to 
plenteottsness; but of every one that is hasty 
only to want. 

Slothfulness casteth into a deep sleep; and 
an idle soul shall suffer hunger. 

By much slothfulness the building decayeth ; 

and through idleness of the hands the house 

droppeth through. . 

Drowsiness shall clothe a man with rags. 

Love not sleep^ lest thou come to poverty ; 

open thine eyes, and <hou shalt be satisfied with 

bread. > Go to the ant thou sluggard $ consider 

her ways, and be wise : which having no ^uide, 

overseer or ruler, provideth her meat in the 

summer, and gathereth her food in the harvest. 

How long wilt thou sleep, O sluggard? when 

wilt thou arise out of thy sleep ? Yet a little 

sleep,' a little , slumber, a little folding of tlie 

hat^Us. to sleep: so shall thy poverty come as one 

that travelleth, and thy want as an armed man. 

As vinegar to the teeth, and as smoke to the 

eyes, so is the sluggard to them that send him. 

The soul of the slu^ard desireth, and hath 

nothing: but the soul of the- diligent shall oc 

made fat. 

The sluggard will not plough by reason of the 
cold 5 therelbre shall fee beg in harvest, and have 
nothing. 

jpe ^lat gathereth in summer is'ai*"— ""*" * 
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but he that sleepeth in hjEirve^t is a son thjit 
caaseth shame. 

This was the iniquity of thy sister Sodom, 
pride, fulness of bread, and abundance of idle- 
ness was in her, and in her daughters. 

They learn to be idle, wandering about from 
house to house ; and not only idle, but tattlers 
also, and busy bodies. 

These hands have ministered unto my neces- 
sities, and to them that were with me. I have 
shewed you all things, how that so labouring je 
ought to support the weak. 

We behaved not ourselves disorderly among 
you ; ne/ther did we eat any man's bread for 
nought; but wrought with labour and travail 
night and day, that we might not be chargeable 
to any of you. 

We hear that there are some which walk 
among you disorderly, working not at all, but 
are busy bodies. Now them that are »uch we 
command and exhort by our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that with quietness they work, and eat their 
own bread. «. 

Let him that stole steal no more : but rather 
let him labour, working with his hands the thing 
which is good, that he* may h^ve to give to him 
that need^h. 

The sleep of a labouring man is sweet, wheth- 
er he cfit little or much : but the abundance ol 
the' rich will not suffer ^lim to sleep. 

The slothful man rOastetli not that which he 
took in huntifi-: but the substance of a diligent 
man rs precious. 

Wealth gotten by vanity shall be diminished : 
but ho that i»athercth by labour shall increase. 
. The haad of the diligent shall bear ritle ; but 
lie bl^'tliiu! S'ull be uri:!(.'r fribatc. A sl<.t!iful 
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man hideth his hand in his bosom, and will not 
so much as bring it to his mouth again. 

As the door turneth upon its hinges $ so doth 
the slothful upon his bed. 

The slothful man saith, There is a lion with- 
'OUt, I shall be slain in the streets. . 

The desire of the slothful killeth him ; for his 
liands refuse to labour. 

The way of the slothful man is as an hedge 
of thorns, 

I went by the field of the slothful, and by the 
vineyard of the man void of understanding. 
And lo, it was all grown over with thorns, and 
nettles had covered the face thereof, and the 
stone wall thereof was broken down. Then I 
saw, and considered* it well : I looked upon it, 
and received instruction. 

Take heed to thyself^ and keep thy soul dili- 
gently. . 

Ye shMl diligently keep tire commandments 
of the Lord your God.^. 

Thou shalt teach tUim diligently unto thy 
children. ..* 

Be dilisent that ye may be found of him in 
peace, without spot, and blameless. , 

We desire that every dne of you do shew the 
same diligence to the full adsurattce of hope unto 
the end : that ye be not slothfiSj^lrnt followers of 
them, who through fatth^and patiiiAce inherit the 
promises. 

I must work the works of him that sent me, 
while it is day : the night comcth, when no man 
can ^work. 

Whatsoever thine hand findeth to do, do it 
with thy miffht ; for there is no work, nor d^J^Ju' 
nor knowledge, nor wisdom, in the "grave, ^' 
er thou goest. 
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CHAP. XLVIII. 

IKTEG&ITT. 

• 

The integrity of the upright shall guide them, 
Let integrity and uprightness preserve thee. 

Till I die I will not remove mine integritj 
from me. M^ righteousness I will hold fast, and 
will not let it go*: my heart shall not reproach 
me so long as 1 live. 

The way of the just is uprightness. The just 
man walketh in his integrity ; his children are 
blessed after him. 

Better is the poor that walketh in his integriU. 
than he that is perverse in his lips, and is a fool. 

Better is the poor that walketh in his upright- 
ness, than he that is perverse in his ways, thougii 
he be rich. 

He that walketh uprightly walketh surely. 

A man of understanding walketh uprightly 
fli*hc generation of the upright shall be blessed. 

Unto the upright there ariseth light in the 
darkness. All the upr%ht in heart shall glorj. 

The righteousness of the upright shall deliver 
them. 

The tabernacle of the upright shall flourish. 

The upright shall have good things in posses- 
sion. 

The Lord God is a sun and shield : the Loni 
will give grace and glory; no good thing will he 
* withhold from them that walk uprightly. 

The prayer of the upright is his delight. Such 
as are upright in their way are his delight. 

Let us walk honestly as in the day ; not in 
rioting Und drunkenness, not in chambering and 
wantonness, not in strife and envying. 

I pray God that ye do no evil 5 not that we 
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should appear approved, but that je should do 
that which is honest : having jour conversation 
honest among the Gentiles : providing for honest 
things not onl v in the sight of the Lord, but also 
in the sight of men. 



CHAP. XLIX. 

JUSTICE AND IMPARTIALITY. 

Do justice. Blessed is the man that doeth this. 
That vrhich is altogether just shalt thou follow. 

Exact no more than that which is appointed 
jou. Render to all their dues. Owe no man 
any thing but to love one another. 

W hat doth the Lord require of thee, but to do 
justly, to love mercj, and to walk humbly with 
thy God ? 

ifTo do justice and jud^ent is more accepta- 
ble to the Lord than sacrifice. 

Ye shall do no unrighteousness in weight or in 
measure ; but thou shalt h&ve a perfect and just 
weight, a perfect and just measure shalt thou 
have. 

Just balances shall ye have. A false balance 
is ahopiination to the Lord $ but a just weight is 
his delight. 

Execute true judgment. Ye shall do no 
unrighteousness in judgment; thou shalt not 
respect the person of the poor, nor honour the 
person of the mighty : but m righteousness shalt 
thou judge thy neighbour. 

If there be a controversy between men, and 
tliey come unto judgment, that the judged may 
judge them ; then they shall justify the righteous, 
and condemn the wicked. 
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He that justifieth the wicked, and he that pOQ' 
demneth the just, even thej both are abominatioii, 
to the Lord. 

It is not good to have respect of persons in 
judgment. 

Ye shall not respect persons in judgment ; but 
ye shall hear the small as well as the great ; ye 
shall not be afraid of the face of man ; for the 
judsrment is God's : and the cause that is too 
hard for jou, bring it unto me, and I will hear it 

Thou shalt not wrest judgment; thou shaltnot 
respect persons, neither take a gift : for a gift 
doth blind the eyes of the wise, and pervert the 
words of the righteous. . 

A wicked man taketh the gift out of the bosoia 
to pervert tlie ways of judgment. The judge 
asketh for a reward. 

How long will ye judge unjustly, and accept 
the persons of the wicked P Defend the po^ 
and fatherless : do justice to the afflicted and 
needy. Deliver the poor and needy : rid them 
out of the hand of i\i€ wicked. 

The cause which I knew not I searched out 

Open thy mouth, judge righteously, and plead 
the cause of the poor and needy. 

Who is this that darkeneth counsel by words 
lyithoiit knowledge? 

Thou shalt not wrest the judgment of the poor 
in his cause : neither shalt thou speak in a cause, 
to decline after man^ to wrest judgment. 

He that is first in his own cause seemeth just ; 
but his neighbour cometh and searcheth him. 

The path of th^ just is as the shining lights tba,t 
shineth more and more.unto the perfect day. 

There shall no evil happen to the just. 
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The wealth of the sinner is laid up for the just. 

Blessings are upon the head of the just. The' 
Lord blesseth the habitation of the just The 
memory of tlie just is blessed. 

If a man be just, and do that which is lawful 
and right, and hath not oppressed any, but hath 
restored to the debtor his pledge, hath spoiled 
none by violence, hath given his bread to the 
hungry, and hath covered the naked with a gar- 
ment ; he that hath not given forth upon usury, 
that hath withdrawn his hand from iniquity, hath 
executed true judgment between man and man, 
hath walked in my statutes, and hath kept my 
judgments, to deal truly; he is just^ he shall 
surely live saith the Lord God. 

The hope of unjust men perisheth. 

I charge thee tliat thou observe these things 
without preferring one before another, doing 
nothing by partiality. 

To have respect of persons is not good. 

If there come into your assembly a man with 
a gold ring in goodly apparel, and there come in 
also a poor man in vile raiment ; and ye have 
respect to him that weareth the gay clothing, and 
say unto him, Sit thou here in a good place $ and 
say to the poor, stand thou there, or sit here 
under my footstool : are ye not then partial in 
yourselves ? Ye have despised the poor. If ye 
have respect to persons, ye commit sin. 

God will surely reprove you, if ye do secretly 
accept persons. 

Tne Father, without respect of persons judg- 
etli according to every man's work. In every 
nation he that feareth him, and worketh rigl)t- 
ebusness, is accepted by him.

The vviUrerness and the solitary place shall!* 
glad for them ; and the desert shall rejoice s»- 
blossom as the rose. 
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Pray for the peace of Jerusalem : they shall 
prosper that love thee. Peace be within thy 
walls, and prosperity within thy palaces.

What ? have ye not houses to eat and to ilri'^ i 
in ? or despise ye the church of God, and sbat; i 
them that have not ? What shall I say to t'*- 
shall I praise you in this ?* t praise you not. ^'' 
I have received of the Lord that which alsoH^ 
livered unto you, That the Lord Jesus thes^ff^ i 
night in which he was betrayed took bread :»f, 
when he had given thanks, he brake it,andsi!' 
Take, eat ; this is my body, which is broken ^j*' 
you : this do in remembrance of me. After ^"; ^ 
same manner also he took the cup^ when he^^' \ 
supped, saying, This cup is the New Testaro*' | 
Jin my blood : this do ye, as oft as yeSriokit* 
' remembrance of me. For as often as ye eat t^' 
bread, and drink this cup, ye do shew the W,' 
death tili*he come. Wherefore whosoever s^** 
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eat this bread, and drink this cup of the Lord, 
unworthily, shall be guilty of the body and blood 
of the Lord. But let a man examine himself, 
and so let him eat of that bread, and drink of 
that cup. For he that eateth and drinketh un- 
worthily, eateth and drinketh damnation to him- 
self, not discerning the Lord's body.

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CHAP. LVL 

MIRACLES^ OF OUR LORD JESUS CHRIST.* 

There was a marriage in Cana of Galilee : and 
the mother of Jesus was there; and both Jesus 
was called, and his disciples to the marriage. 
And when thej wanted wine, the mother of Jesus 
saith unto him, Thej have no wine. Jesus saith 
unto them, Fill the water-pots with water. And 
they filled them up to the brim. And he saith 
unto them, Draw out now, and bear unto the 
governor of the feast. And thej bare it. The 
ruler of the feast tasted the water that was made 
wine, and knew not whence it was, but the 
servants, which drew the water knew. This 
beginning of miracles did Jesus in Cana of Gal- 
ilee, and manifested forth his glorj; and his 
disciples believed on him. 

The nobleman, whose son was sick at Caper- 
naum, saith unto him, Sir, come down ere my 
child die. Jesus saith unto him, Go thy way $ 
thy son liveth. And the man believed the word 
thalf Jesus had spoken unto him, and he went his 
way. And as he was no\v going down, his ser- 
vants met him, and told him, saying, Thy son 
liveth. This is the second miracle that Jesus 
did, when he was come out of Judeainto Galilee. 

A certain man was there, (at Jerusalem^ hy 
the pool of Bethesda) which had an infirmity, 
thirty and eight years. When Jesus saw him 
lie, and knew that he had beeil^ now a long time 
in that case, he saith unto him, wilt thou be made 
vrhole ? The impotent man answered him, Sir, 
I have no mim, when the water is troub led, t o 

* Arransed in the order in which they are 
Relieved tonaVe tem iJDrot4ght, 
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put me into the pool : but while I am coming;, 
another steppeth down before me. Jesus saith 
unto him. Rise, take up thy bed, and walk. And 
immediately the man was made whole, and took 
up his bed, and walked. 

Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto 
you. Before Abraham was, I am. Then took 
they up stones to cast at him : but Jesus hi(i 
himself^ and went out of the temple, (^at Jerusa- 
lem) going through the midst oi them, and so 
passed by. And as Jesus passed by, he saw a 
man which was blind from his birth. He spat 
on the ground, and made clay of the spittle, and 
he anointed the eyes of the blind man with the 
clay. And said unto him, Go, wash in the pool 
of biloam, (which is, by interpretation. Sent) 
He went his way, therefore, and washed, and 
came seeing. 

There was in their synagogue (at Capernaum) 
a man with an unclean spirit ; and he cried out. 
And Jesus rebuked him, saying, Hold thy pe^ce* 
and come out of him. And when the unclean 
spirit had torn him, and cried with a loud voice, 
he came out of him. And they were all amazed. 

Simon's wife's mother lay sick of a fever. 
And he came, and took her by the hand, and 
lifted her up 5 and imknediately the fever left her, 
and she* ministered unto them. 

They brought unto him all that were diseased, 
and them that were possessed with devils. And 
he healed many that were sick of divers diseases, 
and cast out many devils. 

Jesus went about all Galilee, healing all man- 
ner of sickness, and all manner of disease, among 
the people. And his fame went tfirooghout all 
Syria : and they brought unto him all sick people 
tha* wprft faken with divers diseases and tor- 
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raents, and those which were possessed with 
devils, and those which were lunatick, and 
those that.had the palsy ; and he healed them. 
There came a leper and worshipped him, say- 
ing, Lord, if thou wilt, thou canst make me clean. 
And Jesus put forth his hand, and touched him, 
saying, I will, he thou clean. And immediately 
his leprosy was cleansed. 

When Jesus was entered into Capernaum, 
there came unto him a centurion, beseeching 
him, and saying. Lord, my servant lieth at home 
sick of the palsy, grievously tormented. And 
Jesus said unto the centurion, Go thy way ; and. 
as thou hast believed, so be it done unto thee. 
And his servant was healed in the self-same 
hour. 

When he came nigh to the gate of tHe city 
{of ^ain) behold there was a dead man carried 
out, the only son of his mother, and she was a 
widow : and much people of the city was with 
her. And when the Lord saw her, he had com- 
*passion on her, and said unto her. Weep not. 
And he came, and touched the bier : anci they 
that bare him, stood still. And he said, Young 
man, I say unto thee, Arise. And he that was 
dead, sat up, and began to speak. 

When he was entered into a ship, his disci- 
ples followed him. And, behold, there arose a 
great tempest in the sea, insomuch that the ship 
was covered with the waves : but he was asleep. 
And his disciples came to him, and awoke him, 
saving:, Lord, save us : we perish. And he saith 
unto them. Why are ye fearful, O ye of little 
faith ? Then he arose, and rebuked the winds 
and the sea ; and there was a great calm. 

When he was come out of the ship, immediate- 
ly there met him out of the tombs, a man ^--^i' *»" 
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unclean spirit, who had his dwelling among &e 
tombs ; and no man coufd bind him, no, not with 
chains. He said unto him, Come out of the man, 
thou unclean spirit. And he asked him, What 
is thy name ? And he answered, saying, My 
name is legion : for we are many. And thd 
unclean spirits went out. 

He entered into Capernaum. And they come 
unto him, bringing one sick of the palsy. He 
saith to the sick of the palsy, I say unto thee, 
Arise, and take up thy bed, and go thy way into 
thine house. And immediately he arose, took 
up the bed, and went forth before them all. 

A certain woman, which had an issue of blood 
twelve years, and had suffered many things of 
many physicians, and had spent all that she had, 
and was nothing bettered, but rather grew worse: 
when she had heard of Jesus, came in the press 
behind, and touched his garment : for she said. 
If I may touch but his clothes, I shall be whole. 
And straightway the fountain of her blood was 
dried up ; and she felt in her body that she was 
healed of that plague. And he said unto her) 
Daughter, thy faith hath made thee whole ; go ia 
peace, and be whole of thy plague. 

There came from the ruler of the synagogae-< 
house certain which said, Thy daughter is dead; 
why troublest thou the master any further i As 
soon as Jesus heard the word that was spokeOf 
he saith unto the ruler of the synagogue, Be not 
afraid*, only believe. And he took the damsel 
by the hand, and said unto her, Talitha-curoi; 
which is, being interpreted, Damsel, ? (I say unt? 
thee) arise. And straightway the damsel arose. 
atid walked. 

Two blittd men followed him, crying, arri 
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saying, thou son of David, have mercj on ns. 
Then totrched he their eyes, saying, According 
to your faith be it unto you. And their eyes 
were opened. 

They brought to kirn a dumb mafi possessed 
with a devil. And when the devil was cast out, 
the dumb spake ; and the multitudes marvelled. 
As he entered into a certain village, there 
met him ten men that were lepers, which stood 
afar off: and they lifted up their voices and said» 
Jesus, Master, have mercy on us. And, when 
he saw them, he said unto them. Go, shew your- 
selves unto the priests. And it'eame to pass,, 
that, as they went, they were cleansed. 
Jesus, groaning in himself, cometh to the grave 
^ {of Lazarus). Jesus lifted up.his eyes, and said. 
Father, I thank thee that thou hast heard me : 
and I knew that thou hearest me always : but 
because of the people which stand by, I said it, 
that they may oelieve that thou hast sent me. 
And when he thus had spoken, he cried with a 
loud voice, Lazarus, come forth. And he that 
was dead came fqrth, bound hand and foot with 
grave clothes : and his face was bound about with 
a napkin. Jesus saith unto them, Loose him, 
and let him go. 

There was a man {in the synagogue) which 
had his hand withered. He saith to the man.. 
Stretch forth thine hand. And he stretched it 
foi^th ; and it was restored whole, like as the 
otiier. 

Then was brought Unto him one possessed with 

a devil, blind and dumb ; and he healed him, 

insomuch that the blind^nd dumb both spake 

and saw. And all the people were amazed. 

Jesus went forth, and saw a great multitude^ 

15 
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and was moved with compassion towards them, 
and he healed their sick. And he commanded 
the multitude to sit down on the grass, and 
took the five loaves and the two fishes, and 
looking up to heaven, he blessed, and brake, and 
gave the loaves to his disciples, and the disciples 
to the multitude. And thej did all eat, and 
were filled : and they took up of the fragments 
that remained, twelve baskets full. And they 
that had eaten, were about five/tliousand men. 
beside women and children. 

The ship was in the midst of the sea, tossed 
with waves 5 for the wind was contrary. AdiI 
in the fourth watch of the night, Jesus went unto 
them, walking on the sea. Anid when Peter v^ 
come down out of the ship, he walked on «« 
water to go to Jesus. But when he saw thewini 
boisterous, he was afraid 5 and, beginning to siM- 
he cried, saying. Lord, save me. And iwP^' 
diately Jesus stretched forth his hand, i^ 
cAught him, and said unto him, O thou of lij"^ 
faith! wherrfore didst thou doubt ? And vw|^ 
they were come into the ship; the wind ceas« 
Then they that were in the ship came and *5 
shipped him, saying, Of a truth thou art theS«3 
of God. ., 

When the men of that place (GennessflrttJ'ji'; 
knowledge of him, they sent out into all ^^^ 
country round about, and brought unto liiia *'^ 
that were diseased : and besought him that fi<( 
might only touch the hem of his garment: »;•' 
as many as touched were made perfectly ^^^°'^ 

A certain woman, whose young daughter 1^^ 
an unclean spirit, heard of him, and came ^\ 
fell at his feet. And she besought him tha^ ' ' 
would cast fortli the devil out of her daug^ • 
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And he said unto her, Go thy way ; the devil 
has gone out of thy daughter. And when she 
ivas come to her house^ she found the devil gone 
out. 

They brins unto him one that was deaf, and 
had an impediment in his speech ; and they be- 
seech him to put his hand upon him. And he 
took him aside from the multitude, and put his 
fingers into bis «ars ; and he spit, and touched 
his tongue; and, looking up to heaven^ he sighed, 
and saith unto him, Ephphatha, that is, Be open- 
ed. And straightway his ears were opened, and 
the string of his tongue was loosed, and he spake 
plain. 

Great multitudes came unto him, having with 
them those that were lame, blind, dumb, maim- 
ed ; and many others, and cast them down at 
Jesus' feet, and he healed them. 

Jesus saith unto them, How many loaves have 
ye ? And they said. Seven, and a few little 
fishes. And he commanded the multitude to sit 
down on the ground. And he took the seven 
loaves and the fishes, and gave thanks, and brake 
them, and gave to his disciples, and the disciples 
to the multitude. And they did all eat, and were 
filled : and they took up of the broken meat 
that was left, seven baskets full. And they that 
did eat were four thousand men, beside women 
and children. 

He cometh to Bethsaida ; and they bring a 
blind man unto him, and besought him to toucli 
him. And he took the blind roan by the hand, 
and led him out of the town ; and when he had 
fpit on his eyes, and put his hands upon him, he 
asked him if he saw aught P And he looked up, 
and said, I see men as trees walking. After that 
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Be put his hands again upon his eyes, and made 
him look up : and he was restored and saw every 
man clearly. 

There camft to him a certain man, kneeling 
down to him, and saying. Lord, have mercj on 
my son ; for he is lunatick, and sore vexed : for 
oft-times he falleth into the fire, and oft into tbe 
water. And Jesus rebuked the devil, and he 
departed out of him t and the child was cured j 
from that very hour. 

Jesus saith unto him, (Peter) lest we slionlti , 
offend them, go thou to the sea, and cast anhoak, 
and take up the fish that first cometh up ; aD<^) 
when thou hast opened his mouth, thou shilt I 
find apiece of money : that take, and give unto I 
them for me and thee. , | 

Jesus said unto him, (Bartimem) What «il* 
thou that I should do unto thee ? The blind min 
said unto him, Lord, that I might receive bit, 
sight. And Jesus said unto him, Go thy v^jj 
^y faith hath made thee whole. And immedi- 
ately he received his sight. 

The blind and the lame came to him in tlie 
temple (at JemsaUm) ; and he healed them. 

He went out of the city into Bethany 5 and ^ 
lodged there^ Now in the morning, as he rt* 
turned into the city, he hungered. And wbej 
he saw a fi^-tree in the way, he came to it, ana 
found nothing thereon, but leaves only ; and saw 
unto it, Let no fruit grow on thee henceforward 
for ever. And presently the fig-tree withered 
away. And when the disciples saw it, they ma^j 
veiled, saying. How soon is the fig-tree withered 
away ! 

Behold, a multitude, and he that was calle'* 
Jadas, one of the twelve, went before theniv*"'^ 
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irew neai; unto Jesus, to kiss htm. But Jesus 
.a.id uiito him, Judas, betrajest thou the Son of 
nan with a kiss ? When they which were about 
lim, saw what would follow, they said unto him, 
Lord, sh^U yve smite with the sword ? And one 
>f them smote the servant of the high priest, and 
:ut off his right ear. And Jesus answered, and 
;a.id, Su flier ye thus far. And he touched his 
►ar, and healed him. 
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NATIVITY OF OUR LOHD JESUS CHRIST. 

The Lord himself shall givp you a sign ; Be- 
fiold a virgin shall conceive and bear a son and 
shall call his name Immanuel. 

'rhe birth of Jesu^ Christ was on this wise : 
when as his mother Mary was espoused to Joseph, 
before they came together, she was found with 
child of the Holy Ghost. Then Joseph her hus- 
band, being a just roan, and not willing to make 
her a public example, was minded to put her 
away privily. But while he thought on these 
things, behold, the angel of the Lord appeared 
unto him in a dream, saying, Joseph, thou son of 
David, fear not to tal^unto thee Mary thy wife ; 
tor that which is confHjfed in h«r is of the Holy 
<;liost. And she skaiPbring forth a son, and 
thou shalt call his name JESUS ; for he shall 
save his people from their sins. (Now all thiii 
was done, that it might be fulfilled which wan 
,poken of tlie Lord, by the prophet, sayinj;, Bc- 
nold, a virgin shall be with child, and shall bririj^ 
i'wrrli a =')U, and they shall call ttis name Km- 
•.januel- wliich being interpreted U Ood v.ith us.' 
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Then Joseph, beiiig raised from sleep, did as the 
angel of the Lord had bidden him, and took u&to 
him his wife; and knew her not till she iidd 
brought forth her first born son : and he called 
his name JESUS. 



CHAP. LVIII. 

ORIGINAL STATE OF MAN, SIK, THE FALL, AKD 
DEATH. 

God created man in his own image ; in the 
image of God created he hiin : male and female 
created he them. And God blessed them. 

God hath made man upright ; but thej b&re 
sought out many inventions. « 

Man being in honour abideth not. 

The Lord Gqd planted a garden eastward k 
Eden : and there he put the man whom he hid 
formed. And out of the ground made the Lord 
God to grow every tree that is pleasant to the 
sight ; and good tor food : the tree of life also in 
the midst of the garden, and the tree of knowl- 
edge of good and evil.

Now the serpent was !n.ore subtle thai) anj 
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beast of the field which the Lord God bad noade. 
And he said unto the woman, yea, hath God said, 
Ye shall not eat of every tree of the garden ? 
And the woman said unto the serpent, We-maj 
eat of the fruit of the trees of the garden : but of 
the fruit of the tree which is in the midst of the 
garden, God hath said. Ye shall not eat of it, 
neither shall ye touch it, lest ye die. And the 
serpent said unto the woman, li e shall not surely 
die ; for God doth know, that in the day ye eat 
thereof, then your eyes shall be opened ; and ye 
fihall be as Gods, l^nowing good and evil. And 
when the woman saw that the tree was good fur 
food, and that it was pleasant to the eyes, and 
a tree to be desired to make one wise, she took, 
of the fruit thereof, and did eat; and gave also 
unto her husband with her, and he did eat. And 
the eyes of them both were opened, and they 
knew that they were naked 5 and they sewed fig* 
leaves togetlier, and made themselves aprons.* 
And they heard the voice of the Lord God walk- 
ing in the garden in the cool of the day : and 
Adam andhis wife hid themselves fropn the prcr 
fience of the Lord God amongst the trees of the 
garden. And the Lord God called unto Adam 
and said unto him. Where art thou i And he 
said, I heard thy voice in the gi^rden, and I was 
afraid because 1 wa?» ^ked and I hid niyself. 
And he said, Who told thee that thou wast nak- 
ed ? Hast thou eaten of the tree whereof I com- 
manded thee that thou sKouldest not eat ? And 
the man said, The woman whom thou '^gavest to 
be with ipe> she gave me of the tree and I d^^ 
eat. And the Lord God said unto the woman. 
What is this that th'ou hast done ? And the wo- 
mnn said. The serpent beguiled me, anc^ 1 'IJ'* 
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pat. And the Lord God said unto the serpent, 
^^ecause thou hast done this, thou art cursed 
above all cajtie, and above every beast of the 
field ; upon thy belly shalt thou go, and dust 
shait thoni eat all the days of thy life. And I will 
put eninlty between thee and the woman, and 
pet ween thy seed and her seed : it shall bruise 
thy head, and thou shalt bruise his heel. Unto 
the woman he said, I will greatly multiply thy 
sorrow and thy conpeption ; in sorrow thou shalt 
bring forth childen 5 and thy desire shall be to 
thy husband, and he shall rule over thee. And 
t<nto Adam he said, Because thou hast barkened 
unto the voice of thy wife, and ha$t eatea of the 
tree of which I commanded thee saying, Thoa 
shalt not eat of it ; cursed is the ground for thy 
hake : in sorrow shalt thou eat of it all the days 
of thy life. Thorns also and thistles shall it bring 
forth to thee : and thou shalt eat the herb of the 
iiel(J. In th^ sweat of thy face shalt thou eat 
])read till tJlou return unto the ground ; for out 
of it wast thou taken ; for dust thou art, and un- 
to dust shalt thou returnl 

And the Lord God said, Bjehold, the man is 
liecome as one of us to know good and evil. 
And now lest he put forth his hand? and take 
also of the tree of life, and eat and live forever: 
therefore the Lprd God s0t him forth from the 
garden of Kden, to till the ground froui whence 
he was taken. So he drove out the man : auti 
he placed at tiie east of the garden of £dei:. 
cheruhirns, and a flaming Sword which turneil 
every way, to keep the way of the tree of lifV.

CHAP.^IX. 

PARABLES OJ OUR LORD JESUS OBRIST.* 

Jesus spake many things unto them in para- 
bles, saying, Behold, a sower went forth to sow 5 
and when he sowed, some seeds fell by the way 
side, and the fowls came and devoured them up : 
some fell upon stony places, where they had not 
much earth : and forthwith they sprung up be- 
cause they had no deepness of eartn : and when 
the sun was up, they were scorched ; and because 
they had not root, they withered away. And 
some fell among thorns, and the thorns sprung; 
up and choked them. But other fell into good 
ground, and brought forth fruit, some an hun- 
dred fold, some sixty fold, some thirty fold.' 
Hear ye the parable of the sower. When any 
one heareth the word of the kingdom, and un- 
derstandeth it not, then cometh the wicked one, 
and catcheth away that which was sown in his 
heart. This is he which received seed by the 
way side. But he that received the seed into 
stony places, the same is he that heareth the 
word, and anon with joy receiveth it 5 yet hath 

* d »ekction. For some of the other Parables^ 
.<?e^ pages 56^ 92, 140. 
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he not root in himselfybut dureth for awhile : for 
when tribulation or persecution ariseth because 
of the word, bj and by he is offende'd. He also 
that received seed among the thorns, is he that 
heareth the word ; and the care of the world, and 
the deceitfulness of riches, choke the .word, and 
he becometh unfruitful. But he that received 
seed into the good ground, is he that heareth the 
word and understsindeth it : which also heareth 
fruit, and bringeth forth some an hundred fold, 
some sixty, some thirty. 

Another parable put he forth unto them, say- 
ing, The kingdom of heaven is likened unto t 
man which sowed good seed in his field : but 
while men slept, his enemy came and sowed tares 
among the wheat, and went his way. But when 
the blade was sprung up, and brought forth fruit, 
then appeared the tares also. So the servants 
of the householder came and said unto him. 
Sir, didst thou not sow good seed in thj field? 
from whence then hath it tares ? He said unto 
them, an enemy hath done this. The servants 
said unto him wilt thou then that we go and 
giither them up. But he said. Nay ; lest while 
ye gather up the tares, ye root up also the wheat 
with them. Let both grow together until tl»e 
liarvest ; and in the time of harvest I will say to 
the reapers, Gather ye together first the tares, 
and bind them in bundles to burn them : hot 
j:;ather the wheat into my barn. He that soweth 
the good seed,. is the Sou of man ; the field ij» 
the world ^ th« good seed are the children of 
the kingdom ; but the tares are the children of 
the wicK^l one i the enemy that sowed them is 
the devil : the harvest is the end of the world: 
and the reapers are the angels. As therefore the 
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tares are gathered and burned in the fire ; so 
ihall it be in the end of this world. The Son of 
man shall send forth his angels, and they shall 
gather out of his kingdom all things that offend, 
and them which do iniquity ; and shall cast them 
into a furnace of fire 5 there shall be wailing and 
gnashing of teeth. Then shall the righteous 
shine forth as the sun. in the kingdom of their 
father. 

Hear another parable ; There was a certain 
householder which planted a vineyard, and hedg* 
ed it round about, and digged a wine-press in it, 
and built a tower, and let it out to husbandmen ^ 
and went into a far country. And when the 
time of the fruit drew near, he sent his servants 
to the husbandmen, that they might receive the 
fruits of it. And the husbandmen took his ser* 
vants, and beat one, and killed another, and ston- 
ed another. Again he sent other servants more 
than the first : and they did unto them likewise. 
But last of all he sent unto them his son, saying. 
They will reverence my son. But when the 
husbandmen saw the son, they said among them- 
selves. This is the heir 5 come, let us till him, 
and let us seize on his inheritance. And they 
caught him, and cast him out of the vineyard, 
and slew him. When the lord, therefore, of the 
vineyard cometh, what will he do unto those hus- 
bandmen ? They say unto him, He will misera- 
bly destroy those wicked men, and will let out 
his vineyard unto other husbandmen, which shall 
render him the fruits in their seasons. 

A certain man had two sons : and the younger 
of them said to his father, Father, give me the 
portion of goods that falleth to me. And he di- 
vided unto them his living. And not manv davs 
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after, the younger son gathered all together, and 
took his journey into a far country, and there 
wasted his substance with riotous living. And. 
when he had spent all, there arose a mighty fa- 
mine in that land ; and he began to be in want. 
And he went, and joined himself to a citizen of 
that country ; and he sent him into his fields to 
feed swine. And he would fain have filled his 
belly with the husks that the swine did eat : and 
no man gave unto him. And wKen he came to 
himself, lie said, How many hired servants of 
my father's have bread enough, and to spare, and 
I perish with hunger ! I will arise, and go tomj 
father, and will say unto him, Father, I have bin- 
ned against heaven and before thee, and am no 
more worthy to be called thy son : make me as 
one of thy hired servants. And he arose, and 
came to his father. But when he was yet a great 
way oif, his father saw him, and had compassion, 
and ran, and fell on his neck, and kissed him. 
And the son said unto him. Father, I have sin- 
ned against heaven, and in thy sight, and am no 
more worthy to be called thy son. But ttie fa- 
ther said ifr his servants, bring forth the best 
robe, and put it on him ; and put a ring on his 
hand, and shoes on his feet : and bring hither 
the fatted calf, and kill it'; and let us eat, and 
be merry : for this my son was dead, and is alive 
again ; he was lost and is found. And they be- 

fan to be merry. Now, his elder son was in the 
eldt and as ne came, and drew nigh to the 
house, he heard musick and dancins. And he 
called one of the servants, and asked what these 
thin^ meant. And he said unto him. Thy bro- 
ther is come ; and thy father hath killed the fat- 
ted calf, because he hath received him safe and 
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sound. And he was angry, and would not go 
in : therefore came his father out, and entreated 
him. And he, answering, said to his father, Lo, 
these many years do I serve thee, neither trans- 
gressed I at any time thy commandment $ and 
yet thou never gavest me a kid, that I might make 
merry with my friends ; but as soon as this thy 
son was come, which hath devoured thy living 
with harlots, thou hast killed for him the fatted 
calf. And he said unto him, Son, thou art ever 
with me, and all that I have is thine. It was 
meet that we should make merry, and be glad : 
for this thy brother was dead, and is alive again ; 
and was lost, and is found. 



CHAP. LX. 

PATIEKGE. 

Be i)atient towards all men. In your patience 
possess ye your souls. 

The patient in spirit is better than the proud 
inspirit* 

Be patient in tribulation. /Fribulation work- 
eth patience ; and patience experience j and ex- 
perience hope : and hope maketh not ashamed. 

If we hope for that we see not, then do we 
with patience wait for it. 

What glory is it, if when ye be buffeted for 
your faults, ye shall take it patiently ? But if 
when ye do well, and suffer for it, ye take it 
paUently, this is acceptable with God. 
.Ye have need of patience, that, after ye 
^^\e done the will of God, ye might receive the 
promise. ^^ s 

Be patient, brethren, 'Unto the coming of the 
16 
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Lord. Behold the hushandman waiteth for the 
precious fruit of tlie earth^and hath long patience 
far it, an til he receive the eartj and latter rain. 
Be ye also patient ; stablish your hearts ; for the 
coniinj5 of the Lord draweth nigh. 

Take my brethren, . the prophets, who have 
spoken in the name of the Lord, for an example 
uf suffering affliction, and of patience. Behold, 
we count them happy which endure. Ye have 
heard of the patience of Job, and have seen the 
end of the Lord ; that the Lord is very pitiful, 
and of tender mercy. 

Seeing we are compassed about with so great 
a cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside every weight, 
and the sin which doth so easily beset us, and let 
U9 run with patience the race set before us : look- 
ing unto Jesus the author and finisher of our 
faith 5 who for the joy that was set before him 
endured the cross, despising the shame, and is set 
down at the ri^ht hand of the throne of God. 
For consider him that endured such c9iitradic- 
tion of sinners against himself, lest ye be wearied 
and faint in your minds. 

My brethren, count it all joy when ye fall into 
divers temptations ; knowing that the trying of 
your faith worketh patience ; but let patience 
have her perfect work, tl^at ye may be perfect 
and entire, wanting nothing.

* have done thee no harm. 

Hatred stirretb up strifes. A wicked man do- 
viseth mischief continually ; he soweth discord. 
We beseech you, brethren, that ye study to 
be quiet. 

Be of the same mind one towards anotlier. 
Have peace one with another j and warn them 
that are unruly. 

Follow peace with all men. Let us follow 
after the things which make for peace. 

I am for peace 5 but when I speak, they arc 
for war. 

From whence come wars and lightings amonj^ 
you ? come they not from hence; eveli of yoin 
lusts ? ^ 

Every battle of the warrior is with confused 
noise, and garments rolled in blood. 
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Scatter thou the people that delight in \rar. 

To be spiritually minded is life and peace.' 

God hath called u£f to peace. When he giYeth 
quietness, who then can make trouble ? 

When a man's wiys please th^ Lord, he mak- 
eth even his enemies to be at peace with him. 

Acquaint now thyself with th& Almighty, and 
be at peace : thereby good shall come unto thee. 

Great peace have they which love thy law. 

The peace of God, which .passeth all under- 
standing, shall keep your hearts arid minds 
through Chrjist Jesus. Let the peace of God 
rule in your hearts. 

' Peace I (Jesus) leave with you, my peace I 
give unto you. 

The fruit of the Spirit is peace. 

The fruit of righteousness is sown in peace of 
them that make peace. 

Mark the perfect man, and behold the up- 
right, for the end of that man is peace.

We were geiitle among you. 

A soft answer turneth away wrath. A word 
fitly spoken is like apples of gold in pictui-es of 
silver. 

The worfls of a wise man's mouth are gracious. 

Let your speech be always with grace. 

£vil communications corrupt good manners. 

CHAP. LXIV. 

PRAYER. 

Pray always. Let us lift up our heart witli 
I unto God in the heavens. O come let 
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1JS ivorship and bow dow^n : let us kneel before 
"the Lord our maker. 

Bless ye the Lord : praying in the Holy 
Ohost : givingthanks always for all things unto 
Ood and the rather, in the name of our Loi*d 
Jesus Christ. ' 

Pray without ceasing. Confess your faults one 
to another, and pray for one another, that ye may 
be healed^ 

Be not rash with thy mouth, and let not thine 
heart be hasty to utter any thing before God. 

Evening, and morning,and at noon, will I pray. 

The Lord heareth the prayer of the righteous* 
The effectual fervent prayer of a righteous man 
availeth much. 

We give thanks to God always for you all, 
making mention of you in our prayers. 

Which of you shall have a friena, and shall go 
unto him at midnight, and say^unto him, Friend, 
lend me three loaves ; for a friend of mine in his 
journey is come to me, and I have nothing to set 
before him P And he from withiA shall answer 
and say. Trouble me not : the door is now shut, 
and my children are with me in bed 5 I cannot 
rise and give thee. I say unto you. Though he 
will not rise and give him, because he is his 
friend ; yet, because of his importunity, he will 
rise and give him as much as he needeth. And 
1 say unto you, Ask, and it shall be given you ; 
seek, and ye shall find ^ knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you. For every one that asketh, 
.; receiveth ; and he that seeketh, iindeth ; and to 
him that knocketh, it shall be opened. If a son 
shall ask bread of any of you that is a father, 
will he give him a stone ? or, if he ask a fish, 
will he for a fish give him a serpent ? or, if he* 
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shall ask an egg, will he ofTer him a scorpion ? If 
ye then, bein^ evil, know how to give good gifts 
to your children 5 how much more shall your 
heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit to tiiem 
that ask him. 

When ye stand praying, forgive, if ye have 
aught against any 5 that your Father also which 
is m heavea may forgive jqu your trespasses. 
But if ye do not forgive, neither will yoiir Father 
which IS in heaven Torgive your trespasses. 

Let thy words be few. When ye pray^ use 
not vain repetitions, as the heathen do : for they 
think that they shall be heard for their much 
speaking. Be not ye, therefore, like unto them : 
for your rather knoweth what things ye have need 
of, before ye ask him. After this manner, there- 
fore, pray ye : Our Father which art in heaven ; 
Hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom . coi6e. 
Thy will be done in earth, as it is in heaven. 
Give us this day our daily bread. And forgive 
us our debtS; as we forgive our debtors. And 
lead us not into temptation ; but deliver us from 
evil : for thine is the kingdom, and the poweri 
and the glory, for ever. Amen. .

FROFANITT, PERJURY, AND BLA8FHKMT. 

Bless and curse not. Because of swearing 
the land moiirneth. . ' 

Swear not at all ; neither by heaven 5 for it is 
God's throne: nor by the earth; for it is his 
footstool : neither by Jerusalem 5 for it is the 
city of thereat king : neither shalt thou swear 
by thy head, because thou canst not make onp 
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^air white or black ; but let your couumunication 
h»e. Yea, jca ; Nay, nay 5 for whatsoever is more 
than these Cometh of evil. 

Above all things, my brethren, swear not; 
neither by heaven, neither by the earth, neither 
Hy any other oath : but let your yea be yea^ and 
^our nay, nay ; lest ye fall into condemnation. 
Ye shall not swear by my name falsely, neither 
shalt thou profane the name of thy God. 

Love no false oath : neither accuse any falsely. 

Their right hand is a right hand of falsehood. 

Put not thine hand with the wicked to be an 

unrighteous witness. An ungodly witness 

scorneth judgment. 

A faithful witness will not lie: but a false 
ivitness will utter lies. 

A true witness delivereth souls s but a deceit- 
ful witness speaketh lies. 

A man that beareth false witness is a maul, 
and a sword, and a sharp arrow. 

A false witness shall not be unpunished. A 
false witness shall perish. 

I will be a swift witness against false swear- 
ers, saith the Lord of hosts. 

My confusion is continually before me, and 

the shame of my face hath covered me, for the 

voice of him that reproacheth and blasnhemeth. 

Mj name, saith the Lord, coi^tinuaUy every 

day IS blasphemed. 

All sins shall b6 forgiven unto the sons of men, 
and blasphemies wherewith soever they shall 
blaspheme ; but he that shall blaspheme against 
the Holy Ghost hath never forgiveness, but is in 
danger of eternal damnation.

Blessed are they that mourn ; for they shall 
be comforted. 

It is better to go to the house of mourning, 
than to the house of feasting : for that is the end 
of all men ; and the living will lay it to his 
heart. Sorrow is better than laughter ; for by 
the sadness of thq countenance the heart is 
made better. 

Affliction cometh not forth of the dust, neither 
<loth trouble spring out of the ground. 

Blessed is the man whom thou chastenest, 
liord, and teachest him out of thy law ; that thou 
ma^est give him rest from the da^s of adversity, 
until the pit be digged for the wicked. 

Whom the Lordloveth he correcteth, even as 
a father the son iii whom he delighteth. 

Ye have forgotten the exhortation, which 
speaketh uifto you as unto children. My son, 
despise not thou the chastening of the Lord, nor 
faint when thou art rebuked ot him : for whom 
the Lord loveth he chasteneth, and scourceth 
every son whom he receiveth. If ye e^igfure. 
chastening, God dealeth with you as with sons ; 
for what son is he whom the fathei* chasteneth 
not ? We have had fathers of our flesh, which 
corrected us, and we gave 'them reverence: 
shall we not (huch rather be in subjection unto 
the Father of spirits, and live ? For they verily 
for a few days chastened us after their own 
pleasure 5 but he for our profit, that we might be 
partakers of his lioliness. Now, no chastening 
for the present seemeth to be joyous, but griev- 
ous: nevertheless afterward, it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness unto them which 
are exercised thereby. 
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Help, Lord ; for the godly man ceaseth ; for 
the faithful fail from among the children of mea. 

David said unto his servants, is the child 
dead ? And they said, He is dead. Then David 
arose from the earth, and waslied and anointed 
himself, and. changed his apparel, and came into 
the house of the JLord, and worshipped : then he 
came to his own house ; and when he required, 
they set bread before him, and he did eat- 

Lover and friend bast thou put far from met 
and mine acquaintance into darkness. 

The Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken 
away ; blessed be the name of the Lord. 

Be still, and know that I am God. 

I know, O Lord, that thy judgments are right, 
and that thou in faithfulness hast afflicted me. 
Before I was afflicted I went astray : but now 
have I kept thj word. It is good for me that I 
have been afflicted ; that I might learn thy sta- 
tutes. ^ 

Remember the word unto thy servant, upoa 
which thou hast caused me to hope. This is mj 
comfort in my affliction : for thy word hath 
quickened me. 

In the multitude of my thoughts within me 
thy comforta delight my soul. 

Godly sorrow worketh repentance to salvation 
not te be repented of : but the sorrow of the 
world, worketh death. 

Many are the afflictions of the righteous; 
but the Lord delivereth him out of them all. . 
The Lord will tiave mercy upon his afflicted. 

When thy judgments are in the earth, the in- 
habitants of the world will learn righteousness. 

He doth not afflict willingly, nor grieve the 
children of men. 
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J*et them that suffer according to the will of 
Ood, commit the keeping of their souls to him 
in well-doing, as unto a&ithful Creator. 

The just shall come out of trouble. The right- 
eous cry, and the Lord heareth, and delivereth 
-them out of all their troubles. The salvation of 
the righteous is of the Lord 5 he is their strength 
in time of trouble. 

Is any among you afflicted ? let him pravl 

Quicken me, O Lord, for thy name's sake for " 
thy righteousness' sake bring my soul out of 
trouble. ' 

lie shall call upon me, and I will answer him : 
I will be with him in trouble. 

Give us help from trouble : for vain is the help 
of man. 

When they in their trouble did turn unto the 
Lord God of Israel, and sought him, he was 
found of them. 

The Lord will be a refuge for the oppressed, a 
refuge in times of trouble. God is my refuge and 
strength, a very present help in trouble. In the 
time of trouble he shall hide me in his pavilion. 
He maketh sore and bindeth up : he wouiideth, 
and his hands make whole. 

Blessed be God, even the Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Father of mercies, and the God 
of aii comfort; who comforteth us in all our 
trihuljuiori, that we may be able to comfort them 
wliich aie in any trouble, by the comfort where- 
with we ourselves are comforted of God.

For we know if our earthly house of this 
tabernacle were dissolved^ we* have a building of 
God, an house not made with bands, eternaiia 
the heavens. 



CHAP. hXYlh 

PRUDENOK. 

See that ye walk circurospcptly. 

The wise in heart shall be called prudent^ 
The wisdom of the prudent is to understand bis 
way. 

He that hath knowledge spareth his^ words. A 
prudent man concealeth knowledge. 

The heart of the righteous studiejth to answer ^ 
but the mouth of the wicked poureth out evil 
things. 

The simple believeth every word : but the 
prudent man looketh well to his going. 

Keep discretion. IHiscretion shall preserve 
thee. 

The discretion of a xn^n deferreth his anger, 
A fool's wrath is presently known : buta prudeflt 
man covereth shame. 

They afflict the just, they take a bribe, and 
they turn aside tlie poor in the gate from their 
right. Therefore the prudent shall keep silence 
in that time ; for it is an evil time. 

Every prudent man dealeth with knowledge. 
The heart of the prudent getteth knowledge. 
riift prudent are crox^ned with knowledge. 
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A prudent man forseeth the evil and hideth 
himself: but the simple pass on, and are pun- 
ished. 

Consider jour ways. Abstain from all ap* 
pearance of evil. 



CHAP. LVIII. 

FUBIIO TfORSHIP. 

The Lord is in his holy temple : let all the 
earth keep silence before him. 

I will worship toward thj holj temple. 

I went with them to the house of God, with 
the voice of joy and praise, with a multitude 
that kept holy day. 

We took sweet counsel together, and walked 
unto the house of God in company. 

Enter into his gates with thanksgiving, and 
into his couiiis with praise. 

Let them exalt him in the congregation of .the 
people, and prdse him in the assembly of the 
elders. 

I will pay my vows unto the Lord now in the 
presence of all his people. 

I will praise the Lord with my whole heart, 
in the assembly of the upright, and in the con- 
gregation.

A day in thy courts is better than a thousand. 
I had rather be a door-keeper in the house of 
my God, than to dwell in the tents of wicked- 
ness. 

How dreadful is this place ! this is none other 
hut the house of God, and tb.is is the gate of 
heaven. 



CHAP. LXIX. 

REDEMPTION AND SALVATION. 

Thus saith the Lord God, Behold, I lay in 
Zi on for a foundation a stone, atiied stone, a 
precious corner stone, a sure foundation. 

The stone winch the builders rejected, the 
same is become the head of the corner. 

Qther foundation can nq man lay than that is 
laid, which is Christ Jesus. Neither is therci 
siilvation in any otiier : for there is none other 
name under heaven given among men whereby 
we must be saved. 

BUsscd be the Lord Qod of Israel 5 for he hath 
visited and redeemeil his people; and hath raised 
MP an horn of salvation for us, in the house of 
his servant David ; as he spake by the mouth of 
hiri hoiy prophet**, which have been since the 
wi»r}d l^ejiiin : that we should be saved from our 
•enemies, and from the hand of all that h;itr 'h: 
to perform the mercy promised to our father:., 
4iu\ to t^jmcmber his ho! v covenant ; th«' oaJfi 
wU-c'n he swiue to our lather Abraham, liiaf he 
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. -would grant unto us, that we, being delivered 
*^<iut of the hand of our enemies, might serve him 
without fear, in holiness and righteousness be- 
fore him, all the days of our life. And thou, 
child, shall be called the Prophet of the Highest : 
for thou shalt go before the face of the Lord to 
prepare his ways ; to give knowledge of salvation 
unto his people, by the remission of their sins, 
through the tender mercy ^of our God 5 whereby 
the daj-spring from on high hath visited us, to 
give light to, them that sit in darkness, and in 
the shadow of death, to guide our feet in the way 
of peace. 

Simeon came by the Spirit into the temple : 
«nd when the parents brought in the child Jesus, 
to do for him after the custom of the law, then 
took he him up in his arms, and blessed God, and 
«aid, Lord, now lettest thou thy servant depart 
in peace, according to thy word : for mine eyes 
have seen thy salvation, which thou hast prepar- 
ed before the face of all people; a light to lighten 
the Gentiles, and the glory of thy people Israel. 

They sung a new song, saying, Thou art wor- 
thy to take the book, and to open the seals there- 
of: for thou wast slain, and hast redeemed us to 
God by thy blood, out of every kindred, and 
tonsue, and people^ and nation. 

If any man sin, we have an advocate with the 
Father, Jesusi Christ the righteous : and he is the 
propitiation for our sins ; and not for ours only, 
but also for the sins of the whole world. : 

Christ hath redeemed us from the curse of the 
law, being made a curse for us : who g^ve. him- 
self for us that he might redeem us from all ini- 
quity, and purify unto himself a peculiar people, 
zealous of good work§. 
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Bj his own blood, he entered in once into tlie 
holy place, having obtained eternal redemption 
for us. He is the mediator of the new testa* 
nient, that by means of death, for the redemp- 
tion of the transgressions that were under the 
first testament, thej which are called might re- 
ceive the promise of eternal inheritance. 

Of him are ye in Christ Jesus, who of God i» 
made unto us wisdom and righteousness, and 
sanctitication, and redemption : in whom we 
have redemption through his blood, even the 
forgiveness of sins. 

All have sinned, and come short of the glory of 
God ; being justified freely by his grace, through 
the redemption that is* in Christ Jesus; whom 
God hath set forth to be a propitiation through 
faith in his blood, to declare his righteousness 
for the renii^ion of sins that are past, through 
the forbearance of God ; . to declare at this time 
I say, his righteousness ; that he might be, just^ 
and the justifier of him that believefh in Jesus. 
God hath concluded them all in unbelief, that 
he might have mercy upon all. 

Being just:ified by faith, yre have peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

As many as received him, to them glave he 
power to become the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name. 

If thou shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and shalt believe in thine heart 
that God hath raised him from the dead, thott 
shalt be saved. For with the heart man believ- 
eth unto righteousness 5 and with the mouth 
confession is made unto salvation. 

Christ is the endirof the law for righteousness 
to every one that believeth.' 
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•Ood 80 loved the world, that he gave his dW 
begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting life. 

Whosoever denieth the Son, the same hath not 
the Father : but he that acknowledgeth the Son 
hath the Father also. 

Christ died for our sins according to the scrip- 
tures : was delivered for our offences, and was 
raised a^ain for our justiiicatioQ. 

To this end Christ both died, and rose, and 
revived, that he might be Lord both of the dead 
and living. 

He died foi- all, that they which live, should 
not henceforth live unto themselves, but unto 
him that died for them, and rose again. 

The grace of God that bringeth salvation hath 
appeared to all men. 

Gt>d our Saviour will have all men to be saved 
and to come to the knowledge of the truth. 

The Son of man is come to save that which 
was lost. He sha4I save his people from their 
sins. He is able to save them to the uttermost, 
that come unto God by him. I came not to judge 
the world, but to save the world. 

Jesus said unto them; they that be whole need 
not a physician, but they that are sick. But go 
ye and ^earn what that meaneth, I will have 
mercy and not sacVifice : for I am not come to 
call the righteojjs. but sinners ^-^ repentance. 

God com^nen<leth his love toward us in that 
wViile we were yet thinners, Christ died for us. 
Much more l}ien,bein^ nuw justified hyhisblood, 
\ve shall be saved by uraththrou^h him! For 
if, when we wer»» enemies we were reconciled to 
God by the death of his Son ; much more, being 
reronciled, we siiall he saved by his !ile. And 
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J^^ i but we also joj in God, through eur 
!^^ S fChrist, bj whom we have now re- 
<; atonement* 
.^ the offence, so also is the free gift. For 
It through the offence of one manj be dead; 
much more the grace of God, and the gift bj 
grace, which is by one man, Jesus Christ, hath 
abounded unto many. And not as it was by one 
that sinned, so is the gift .* for ^e judgmeni was 
by one to condemnation, but the free gift is of 
many offences unto justification. For if by one 
man's offence death reigned by one ; much more 
they which receive abundance of grace, and of 
the gift of righteousness, shall reign in the life 
by one, Jesus Christ : therefore, as by the offence 
of one, judgment came upon all men to condem- 
nation : even so by the righteousness of one, the 
freb gift came upon all men unto justification of 
life. For as by one man's disobedience many 
were made sinners ; so by the obedience of one 
shall many be made righteous. Moreover, the 
law entered that the offence might abound : but 
where sin abounded, grace cRd much more 
abound : that as sin hath reigned unto death, 
even so might grace reign through righteousness 
unto eternal life, by Jesus Christ our Lord* 

This man, after he had offered one sacrifice for 
sins, for ever sat down on the right hand of Ooil; 
from henceforth, expecting till hi» enemies be 
made his footstool. For by one offerini; he batk 
perfected for ever them that are sanctified* 

He that hath the Son hath life ; and he that 
hath not the Son of God hath not life. 

If any man love not. the Lord Jesus Christ, 
let him be anathema. 

I am the door : by me if any enter in, he shill 
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This is the will of him that sent me, that every 
one which seeth.the Son, and believeth on him, 
may have everlasting life : and I will raise him 
up at the last day. 

This is a CEiithful saying, and worthy of all 
acceptation, ihat Jesus Christ came into the 
world to save sinners. 

What must I do to be saved ? Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved. 

How shall we escape, if we neglect so great 
salvation ? 



CHAP. LXX. 

REGENERATION. 

There was a man of the Pharisees, named 
Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews : the same 
came to Jesus by night, and said unto him, 
Rabbi, we know that thou art a teacher come 
from God : for no man can do iLhese miracles that 
thou doest, except God be with him. Jesus an- 
swered, and said unto him, Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, Except a man be born again, he cannot 
see the kingdom of God. Verily, verily, 1 say 
unto thee, Except a man be born of water, and 
of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom 
of God. That which is born of the flesh is flesh ; 
and that which is born of the Spirit is Spirit. 
Marvel not that I said unto thee. Ye must be 
born again. The wind bloweth where it listeth, 
and thou hearest the sound thereof, but canst 
not tell whence it cometh, and whither it goeth : 
so is every one that is born of the Spirit. 

Whosoever believeth that Jesvs is the Christ 
is born of God. 
18 
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He came unto his own, and his own received 
him not. But as many a& received him, to them 
gave he power to become the sons of God, even 
to them that believe on his name : which were 
born, not of blood, nor of the will of the^ flesh, 
nor of the will of man, but of God. 

Of his own will begat he us witi^ihe word of 
truth* 

Seeing ye have purified your souls in obeying 
the truth through the Spirit unto unfeigned love 
of the brethren, see that ye love one another 
with a pure heart fervently : Ij^eing born again 
not of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by 
the word of God, which liveth and abideth for 
ever. 

Whosoever is born of God doth not commit 
sin $ for his seed remaineth in him : and he can- 
not commit sin, because he is born of God. 

Ye know that every one that doeth right- 
eousness is borh of him. Whosoever doeth not 
riffhteousneds is not of God. 

Whatsoever is born of God, oVercometh the 
world 5 and this is the victory that overcometh 
the world, even our faith. 

God forbid that I should ^lory, save in the i 
cross of our Lord Jesu^ Christ, by whom the 
world is crucified unto me, and I unto the world. 
For in Christ Jesus neither circumcision availetl 
any thing, nor uncircumcision, but a new crea 
ture. ' - • 

Our old man is crucified with him, that th^ 
body of sin might be destroyed, that hencefort:. J 
we should not serve sin. 

Be not conformed to this world : but be v 
transformed by ti.e renewing of your mind, thr: 
ye may prove what is that good, and acceptablo. 
•lect will of God. 
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By this we know that we love the children of 
God, when we love God, and keep his command- 
ments. 

The carnal mind is enmity against God : for it 
is not subject to the law of God, neither indeed 
can be. 

The nftural m^n receiveth not the things of 
the Spirit of God : for they are foolishness unto 
him ; neither can he know them, because they 
are spiritnally discerned. 

Put off, concerning the former conversation, 
tlie old man, which is corrupt according to the 
deceitful lusts ; and be renewed in the spirit of 
your mind; and put on the new man,'^hich 
after God is created in righteousness and true 
holiness. 

Being made free from sin, and become ser- 
vants of God, ye have your fruit unto holiness, 
and the end everlasting life. 

They that arp Christ's have crucified the flesh, 
with the affections and lusts. 

Create in me a clean heart, O God $ and renew 
a right spirit within me. 

Sanctify the Lord God in your hearts. 

Put ye on the Lord Jesus Chritit, and make 
not provision for the flesh, to fulfil the lusts 
thereof. 

Hereby we do know that we know him, if we 
keep his commandments. 

If any man be in Christ, he is a new creature : 
old things are passed away : behold, ail things 
are become new. 

Walk in the Spirit, and ye shall not fulfil the 
lusts of the flesh. If we live in the Spirit, let 
us also walk in the Spirit. 

Jesus called a little child unto him, and set

him in the midst of them, and said, Verily,! say 
unto you, Except ye be converted, and beconie 
as little children, ye shall not enter into the 
kingdom of heayeh. 



CHAP. LXXI. 

RBPENTANOE. 

Jesus began to preachy and to say, Repent : 
for the kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

Repent ye, and believe the gospel. 

Repent, and be baptized every one of you in 
the name of Jesus Cnrist, for the remission of 
sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. 

Repent ye, and be converted^ that your sins 
may be blotted out. 

Repent, and turn yourselves from all youp 
transgressions; so iniquity shall not be your 
ruin. 

Repent, and turn to God, and do works meet 
for repentance. 

God now commandeth all men every where to. 
repent. Except ye repent, ye shall all perish. 

Thus it is written, and thus it behoved Christ 
to suffer, and to rise from the dead the third day : 
and that repentance and remission of sins should 
be preached in his name among all nations^ be- 
ginning at Jerusalem. 

I kept back nothine that was profitable 
unto you, but have shewed you, and have 
taught you publickly, and from house to house, 
testifying both to the Jews, and also to the 
Greeks, repentance towards God, and faith to- 
ward our Lord Jesus Christ. 
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Tliu^ saith the Lord of hosts, the 6pd of 

Israel, amend your ways and your doings, and 

I .will cause you to dwell in this place. 

Break off thy sins by righteousness. 

Ho, every oiie that thirsteth, come ye to the 

waters, and he that hath no money ; come ye 

buy and eat; yea, come, buy wine and milk 

.without money and without price. Wherefore 

do ye spend money for that which is not bread ? 

and your Iabo)iir ior that which satisfieth not? 

hearken diligently unto me, and eat ye that 

which is good, and let your squI delight itself in 

jfatnesst Incline your ear, and come unto me : 

hear and jrour soul shall live : and I will make 

an everlasting covenant with you, even the sure 

mercies of David. 

He said unto me, it is done. I am Alpha and 
Omega, the beginning and the end.* 1 will give 
unto him that is athirst of the fountain of the 
water of life freely. • 

The spirit and the bride say. Come. And let 
liim that heareth, say, Com^. And let him that 
is athirst. Come. And whosoever will, let him 
take the water of life freely. 

Wash you^make you clean ; put away the evil 
of jour doings from before mine eyes ; cease to 
do evil 5 learn to do well ; seek judgment, re- 
lieve the oppressed, judge tlie fatherless, plead 
fur the widow. Come now, and let us reason 
tojcether, saith the Lord : though your sins be ^» 
scarlet, they shall be as white as snow ; though 
thev bo red like crimson, they shall he as wool, 
llave I any pleasure at all that the wicked 
should die ? saith the Lord God ; and not that 
he shouhl return from his ways, and live ? 
Ai> I live saith the Lord God, I ]»aye no iil^'is- 
18? — 
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ure in the death of tbe wicked ; but that the 
wicked turn from bis way and live.- turn ye, 
turn ye from your evil ways $ for why will ye 
die, O house of Israel ? 

Cast away from you all your transgressions, 
whereby ye have transgressed ; and make you 
a new heart and a new spirit ; for why wiU ye 
die, O house of Israel f For I have no pleasure 
in the death of him that dieth, saith the JLord 
God ; wherefore turn yourselves and live ye* 

Now, saith the Lord, turn ye even to me 
with all your heart, and with fasting, and with 
weeping, and with mourning : and rend your 
heart, and not your garments, and turn unto 
the Lord your God : for he is gracious and mer- 
ciful, slow to anger, and of great kindness, and 
repenteth him of the evil. 

Go to, spestk to thfi men of Judah, and to the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, saying, thus saith the 
Lord, behold, I frame evil against you, and de- 
vise a device against you : return ye now every 
one from his evil way, and make your ways and 
your doings good. 

Turn ye from your evil ways, and keep my 
commandments, and my statutes. Turn ye unto 
me, saith the Lord of hosts, and I will turn onto 
you. 

Turn you at my reproof; behold, I will pour 
out my Spirit unto y^ou, I will make known my 
words unto you. 

Resist the devil, and he will flee from yon. 
Draw nigh to God, and he will draw nigh to you. 
Cleanse your hands ye sinners $ and i^irtfy 
your hearts ye double-minded. Be afincted, 
and mourn, and weep: let your laughter' be. 
turned to mourning, aud your joy to heaviness. 
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He (argetteth not the cry of the hu mble. You r 
heart shall live that seek God. 

Fear the Lord, and depart from evil. Wash 
thine heart from wickedness, that thou maje^t 
be saved. 

When the wicked man turneth awaj from his 
inrickedness that he hath committed, and doeth. 
that which is lawful and right, he shall save his 
soul alive. 

Make to yourselves friends,— that when ye 
fail, they may receive you into everlasting habi-* 
tations. 

A bruised reed shall he not break, and Imok- 
ing flax shall he not quench. 

The Lord is nigh unto them that are of a bro- 
. ken heart; and saveth such as be of a contrite 
spirit. 

The sacrifices of God are a broken spirit : a 
broken and contrite heart, O God, thou wilt not 
despise. 

Ihiis saith the high and lofty One that inhab- 
iteth eternity, whose name is Holy, I dwell in 
the high and holy place ; with him also that is 
of a contrite and humble spirit, to revive the 
spirit of the humble, and to revive the heart of 
tne contrite ones. 

To this man will I look, even to him that h 
poor, and of a contrite spirit, and tretnbleth at 
my word* 

The Lord is long-suffering to us ward, not 
willing that any should perish, but that all al^uUl 
come to repentance. 

It is not the will of your Father wliicli is in 
heaven, that one of these little ones should per- 
ish. 

He that covereth his sins shall not prqsper : 
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bujt whoso qoofe$s.eth and forsaketh them shall 
have mercy. 

ir we confess Qur sins, he is faithful and just 
to fprgiye us oqr sias, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness. 

Seek ye the Lord while he may be found, call 
je upon him while he is near : let the wicked 
forsake his way, and the unrighteous man bis 
thoughts .: and let him return unto the Lord, and 
he will have mercy upon him ; and jo our God, 
for he will abundantly pardon, 

Mercy rejoiceth against judgment. There is 
joy in fhe pi-esence of the an^ela of God, over 
one sinner that repenteth. Joy shall be in hea- 
ven over one sinner that repenteth, more than 
4)yer ninety and nine just persons which need 
no repentance. 

Come out from among them, and be ye sepa- 
rate, suith the J^ord, and touch not the unclean 
thing; and I will receive you, and will be a 
Father unto ymf, apd ye shall be my sons and 
^laughtfeis, saith the Lojrd Almighty. 

Awake to righteousness, ^nd sin not. Awake 
thop that sle^pest, and arise from the dead, and 
Christ shall ^ive thee life. Come unto me all 
ye that labour, and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest. 

I am the bread of life : he that cometh to nie 
shall never hunger : and he that believeth on me 
siiull never thirst. 

Qqench not the Spirit. Grieve not the Holy 
S^jiirif ot G(jd, whereby ye are sealed unto the 
(itjLV of ie<lcmption. The fruit of the Spirit is 
jrt'^all goorlness, and righteousncj^s, and truth,- 
provirjg wiijit is acceptable unto <he Lord. 
^ if th<^ Micked will tqrM frorp all his siius tJjst 
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he hath committed, and keep all my statutes, 
and do that which is lawful and right, he shall 
surely live, he shall not die. All his transgres- 
sions that he hath committed, they shall not be 
mentioned unto Him : in his righteousness that 
he hath done he shall live. 

Having, therefore, these promises, dearly Be- 
loved, let us cleanse ourselves from all filthiness 
of the flesh and spirit, perfecting holiness in the 
fear of God. 

Leaving the principles of the doctrine of 
Christ, let us go on unto perfection ; not laying 
again the foundation of repentance from deail 
works, and of faith toward God, of the d'octrine 
of baptisms, and of laying on of hands, and of 
resurrection of the dead, and of eternal judg- 
ment. 

I thought on my ways, and tuined my feet 
unto thy testimonies. 

I will arise, and go to my father, and will say 
unto him. Father, I have sinned against ^heaven 
and before thee, and am no more worthy to be 
called thy son. 

I acknowledge my transgressions ; and my sin 
is ever before me. 

The whole head is sick, and thewhole heart Is 
faint. From the sole of the foot even unto the 
head there is no soundness in it ; but wounds, 
and bruises, and putrifying sores. 

I abhor myself and repent in dust and ashes. 

He putteth his mouth in the dust, if so be 
there may be hope. 

Let us search and try our ways, and turn 
again to the Lord, 

Turn thou us unto thee, O Lord, and wc shall 
be turned. 
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Hifie thy face from my sins ; and blot out all 
mine iniquities. 

Cast me not away from thy presence; and 
take not thy Holy Spirit from me. 

Surely it is meet to be said unto God, I have 
borne chastisement, I will not offe|^d any nwre : 
that which I see not teach thou mej if I have 
done iniquity, I will do no more. ^ 

The time past of our lives mayl^uffice ua to 
have wrought the will of the Gentiles. It is high 
time to awake out of sleep* The night is rar 
spent, the day is at hand : let us therefore cast 
oft' the works of darkness, aind let us put on the 
armour of light. 

Yet a little while is the light with you : walk 
while ye have the light, lest darkness come upon 
you. 

Ashe reasoned of righteousness, temperance, 
and judgment to come, Felix trembled, and an- 
swered, Go thy way for this time; when I have 
a convenient season, I will call for thee* 

Behold now is the accepted time ; behold now 
is the day of salvation. 

Choose you this day whom ye will serve. 

He is our God. As the Holy Ghost saith, To- 
day, if ye will bear hi^ voice, hafden not your 
hearts. 

Despisest thou the richer of his goodness, and 
forbearance^and long-suffering;; not knowing that 
the goodness of God leadeth thee to repentance ? 
but after thy hardness and impenitent heart, 
treasuiest up unto thyself wrath a^inst the day 
of wrath, apd fevplation of the righteous judg- 
ment of God. 

Knowing the terror of the Lord, we persuade 
men. We are ambassadors for Christ, as though 
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God did beseech you by us ; we pray you in 
Christ's stead, be ye*rec6nciled to God, 



CHAP. LXXII. 

RESUailECTIOK, APPEARANOE, AND ASOENSIOX 
OF OUR LORD JESUS CHRIST. 

Behold, there was a great earthquake : for 
the angel of the Lord descended from heaven, 
and came^nd rolled back the stone from the 
door, (of the sepulchre) and sat upon it. His 
countenance was like lightning, and his raiment 
was white as snow. And for fear of him the 
keepers did shake, and became as dead men. 

The- first day of the week cometh Mary Mag- 
dalene early, when it was yet dark, unto the 
sepulchre, and seeth the stone taken away from 
the sepulchre. Then she runneth, and cometh 
to Simbn Peter, and to the olther disciple whom 
Jesus loved, and saith unto them, They have 
taken away the Lord out of the sepulchre, and 
we know not where they have laid him. Peter 
therefore went forth, and that other disciple, and 
came to the sepulchre. So they ran both togeth- 
er : and the other disciple did ouf-run Peter^and 
came first to the sepulchre. Afid he, stooping 
down, and looking in, saw the linen clothes ly> 
ing : yet went he not in. Then cometh Simon 
Peter following him, and went into the sepulchre, 
and seeth the linen clothes lie, and the napkin 
that was about his head^ not lying with the linen 
clotiiesjbut wrapped together in a place by itself. 
'i'hen went in also that other disciple, which 
came first to the sepulchre, and he saw and be- 
lieved. For as yet, they knew not the scripture, 
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that he must rise again from the dead. Thea 
the disciples went aw|ij again unto their own 
Ivorne. But Mary stood without at the sepulchre, 
weeping : and, as she wept, she stooped down, 
and looked into the sepulchre, and seeth two 
angels in white sitnng, tlie one at the head, and 
the other at the feet, where the body of Jesus 
had Iain. And thej saj onto her, Woman, why 
wecpest thou ? She saith unto them. Because 
they have taken away my Lord, and I know not 
where they have laid him. And when she had 
thus said, she turned herself back, and saw 
Jesus standing, and knew not that it was Jesus. 
Jesus saith unto her, Woman, why weepest thou ? 
whom seekest thou P She, supposing nim to be 
the gardener, saith unto him, Sir, if thou have 
borne him hence, tell me where thou hast laid 
him, and I will take him away« Jesus saith 
unto her, Mary. She turned herself, and saith 
unto him, Rabboni ; which is to say, Master. 
Jesus saith unto her. Touch me not ; for I am 
not yet ascended to my Father : but go to my 
brethren, and say unto them, I ascend unto my 
Fatiier, and your Father ; and to my God, and 
your God. Mary. Magdalene came and told the 
disciples that she had seen the Lord, and that 
he had spoken these things unto her. 

The angel answered and said unto the women, 
Fear not ye : for I know that ye seek Jesus, 
which was crucified. He is not here ; for he is 
risen, as he said. Come, see the place where 
the Loid lay : ^nd go quickly, and tell his dis- 
ciples, that he is risen from the dead ; and, be- 
hold, he goeth before you into Galilee : there 
shall ye see him ; lo I have told you. And* they 
departed quickly from the sepulchre, with fear 
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and great joy $ and did run to brins his disciples 
word. And, as thej went to tell nis disciples ; j 

behold, Jesus met them, saying, All hail. And j 

they eame, and held him by the feet, and wor- 
shipped him. Then said Jesu^ unto them, be 
not afraid : go tell my brethren, that they go 
into GaJilee, and there shall^ they see me. 

Now, when they were going, behold, some of 
the watch came into the city, and shewed iinto 
the chief priests all the things that were done. 
And when they were assembled with the e|ders, 
and had taken council, they gave large money 
unto the soldiers, saying, say ye, his disciples 
came by night, and stole him away while we 
slept. And if this come to the governor's ears, 
we will persuade him, and secure you. So they 
took the money, and did as they were taught : 
and this saying is commonly reported among 
th^ Jews until this day. 

Behold, two of them went that same day to a 
village called Emmaus, which was from Jerusa- 
leiB about threescore furlongs. And they talked 
together of all these things which had happened. 
And it came to pass, that, while they communed 
together, and reasoned, Jesus himself drew near, 
-and went with them. Bat their e^res were hoi- 
den, that they should not know him. And he 
said unto them, What manner of communications 
are these that ye have one to another, as ye walk, 
and are sad P And the one of them, whose name 
was Cleopas, answering, said unto him, Art thou 
only a stranger in Jerusalem, and hast not known 
the things which are come to pass there in these 
days P And he said unto them, what thina^s P And 
they said unto him. Concerning Jesus of Naza- 
reth, which was a prophet mighty in deed and 
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wordi before God and all the people : and how 
the chief oriestSi and our rulers, deliYered him 
to be conaemned to death, and have crucified 
him. But we trusted that it had been he, which 
should have redeemed Israel : and^beside all this, 
to-day is the third day, since these things were 
done. Yea, and certain women also of our com- 
pany made us astonished, which were early at 
the sepulchre ; and when they found not his ]>ody, 
they came, saying, That they had also seen a 
vision of angels, which said that he was alive. 
And certain of them which were with ua, went 
to the sepulcnre, and found it even so as the wo- 
men had said $ but him they saw not. Then he 
said unto them, O fools, and slow of heart to be- 
Vieve all that the prophets have spoken ! Ought 
not Christ to have suiTered these things, anato 
enter into his glory ? And beginning at Moses, 
and all the prophets, he expounded unto them, in 
all the scriptures, the things concerning himself. 
And they drew nigh unto the village, whither 
they went : and he made as though he would have 
gone further. But they constrained him, saying, 
Abide with us : for it is toward evening, and 
the day is far spent. And he went in to tarry 
with them. And it came to pass, as he sat at 
meat with them, he took bread, and blessed it 
and brake, and gave to them. And their eyes 
were opened, and they knew him ; and he Tan- 
ished out of their sight. And they said one to 
another. Did not our hearts bum within us. 
while he talked with us by the way, and while 
be opened to us the scriptures ? 

The same day at evening, being the first dat 
of the week, when the doors were shut where the 
disciples were assembled, for fear of the Jew*. 
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came Jesus, and stood in the midst, and saith 
unto them* Peace be unto you. And when he had 
80 said, he shewed unto them his hands, and his 
side. Then were the disciples glad when they 
saw the Lord. Then said Jesus to them again, 
Peace be unto you : as my Father hath sent me, 
even so send I you. And when he had said this, 
he breathed on them, and saith unto them. Re- 
ceive ye the Holy Ghost. Whose soever sips 
ye remit, they are remitted unto them; and 
ivhose soever sins ye retain, they are retained. 
And they rose up the same hour, and returned 
to Jerusalem, and found the eleven gathered to- 
gether, and them that were with them, saying, 
The Lord is risen indeed, and hath appeared to 
Simon. And they told what things were done 
in the way, and how he was known of them in 
breaking of bread. And, as they thus spake, 
Jesus himself stood in the midat of them, and 
saith unto them, Peace be unto you. But they 
were terrified, and affrighted, and supposed that 
they had seen a spirit. And he said unto them, 
Why are ye troubled ? and why do thoughts arise 
in your hearts ? Behold my hands, and my feet, 
that it is I myself; handle me, and see ; for a 
spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye see me have. 
And when he had thus spoken, he shewed them 
bis hands and his feet. And while they yet be- 
lieved not,for joy, and wondered, he said unto 
them, have ye here any meat P And they gave 
him apiece of a broiled fish, and of an honey 
comb. And he took it, and did eat before them. 
And he said unto them, These are the words 
which I spake unto you, while I was yet with 
you, that all things must be fulfilled which 
were written in the law of Moses^ and in the ^ 
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in'ophets^ and in the psalms, concerning mc 
Then opened he their understanding, that thej 
might understand the scriptures, and said unto 
them, Thus it is ivritten, and thus it behoved 
Christ to suffer, and to rise from the dead, the 
third day 5 and that repentance and remission of 
sins should be preached In his name among all 
nations, beginning at Jerusalem. And je are 
witnesses of these things. And, behold , I senii 
the promise of my Father upon yott : but tarry 
ye in the city of Jerusalem, until ye be endoed 
with power from on high. 

Thomas, one of the twelvey called Didymui, 
was not with them when Jesus came. The otiier 
disciples, therefore, said unto him. We have seen 
the Lord. But he said unto them. Except I 
shall see in his hands the print of the nails^and 
put my finger into the pript of the nails, and 
thrust my hand into his side, I will not beUeve. 
And after eight days, again his disciples were 
within, and Thomas with them : then eame Jesns 
the doors being shut, and stood in the midst, 
and said, Peace be unto you. Then saith he to 
Thomas, Keach hither thy finser, and behold my 
hands ; and reach hither thy hand, and thrust ft 
into my side : and be not faithless, but believing, 
And Thomas answered, and said unto him. My 
Jiord, and my God. Jesus saith unto him Thom- 
as, because thou hast seen me, thou hast believ- 
ed : blessed are they that have not seen, and yet 
have believed. 

After that, he was seen of above ftve hundred 
brethren at once, of whom the greater part re- 
main unto this present: but some are fiillen 
asleep. -^ 

The eleven disciples went away into Galilee, 
Tuountain where Jesus had appointed them. 
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And yflien thejr saw him, thej worshipped him : 
but some doubted. And Jesus came, and spake 
unto them, saying, All power is given unto me 
in heaven and in earth. Go ye, therefore, and 
teach all nations, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost; teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you : and, lo, I 
am with you alway, even unto the end of the 
world. Amen. 

After that, he was seen of James ; then of 
all the apostles. To whom also he shewed him- 
self alive after bis passion, by many infallible 
proofs, being seen of them forty days, and speak- 
ing of the things pertaining to the kingdom of 
God : and, being asscmblea together with them, 
commanded them, that they should not depart 
from Jerusalem, but wait for the promise of the 
Father, which, saitfafae, ye have heard ef me. 

He led them out as far as to Bethany, and he 
lifted up his hands, and blessed them. And it 
c^nie to pasSf while he blessed them^ he was 
parted from them, and carried up into heaven. 

And, while they looked steadfastly toward 
heaven, as be went up, behold, two men stood 
by them in white apparel ; whith also said. Ye 
men of Gajilee, why «tand ye gazing up into 
heaven ? Ttlm same Jesus, which is taken up 
from you into heaven, shall so come in like man- 
ner as ye have seen him go into heaven. 

And they worshipped him, and returned to 
Jerusalem with great joy ; and were continually 
in the temple, praising and blessing God. Amen. 

Remember that Jesus Christ of the seed of 
David was raised from the dead, according to 
my gospel. 

19* 
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I (Paid) delivered unto you first of all, that 
ivbich I also received, how that Christ died for 
our sins, according to the scriptures : and that 
iie was buried, and that he rose again the third 
day, according to the scriptures. 

Stephen, being full of thp Holy Gho^t, looked 
up stedfastly into heaven, and saw the glorj of 
God, and Je^us standing on the right hand of 
God, and said, Behold,! see the heavens opened, 
and the Son of man standing on the right hand 
of God. , 

Jesus Christ is gone into beayen, and is on the 
right hand of God ; angels and authorities an* 
powers being jmade subject unto him- 

If ye be risen with Christ, seek tho^fJ things 
which are above^ where Ch|ist s^ttcith on the 
right hand of Qod. 

CHAP. LXXIIL 

RETUIBUTIOl^* 

Wji know that all thinffs work together For 
good to them that love God. 
^ If they obey and serve him, they shall spend 
their days in prosperity, ancl their years in 

pleasures. i. i ,. 

I have not seen the righteous fprsaken, nor ni» 
seed begging bread. 

Th^ ^ce of the Lord is against them that d« 
e\il. And who is he that virill harm you, if yt 
be followers of that which is good. 

Surely 1 know that it shall be well with then 
that fear God : but it shall not be well with i^ 
^ickeci. 

The wicked flee when no inaq pursueth : U 
ft? V* ghtecius are bold as a Hon. 
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Eyil pursueth sinner^: but to thfs righteous 
good shall be repaid. 

The wicked man travaileth with pain all his 
day 89 and the number of years is hidden to the 
oppressor. A dreadful sound is in his ears : in 
prosperity the destroyer shall come upon him. 

The soul that sinneth, it shall die. The son 
shall not bpar the iniquity of the father, neither 
shall the father bear the iniquity of the son. 
The righteopsness of the righteous shall be upon 
him, and the wickedness of the wicke^ shall be 
upon him. Every qne shall die for his own in- 
iquity. 

He that doeth wrong shall repeivp for the 
iivrong which he hath done : and there is no re- 
spect of persons. 

They tnat plough iniquity and sow wickedness, 
reap the same. 

Be not deceived ; God is pot mopked : for 
whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap. For he that soweth to the flesh, shall of 
the flesh reap corruption : but he that soweth to 
the Spirit, shall of the Spirit reap life everlasting. 
I tnjB Lord search the heart, 1 try the reins 
even to give every man according to his ways, 
and according to the fruit of his doings. 

It is appointed unto nien once to die, but after 
this the judgment. 

God hath appointed a day in which he will 
judge the world in righteousness, by that man 
whom he hath ordained, whereof he hath given 
assurance unto all men, in that he hath raised 
iiim from thp dead. 

Unto whomsoever much is given of him shall 
J)C much required. That servant which knew 
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his lord's will, and prepared not himself, neither 
did according to his will, shall be beaten with 
many stripes; But he that knew not, and did 
commit things worth j of stripes, shall be beaten 
with few stripes. 

To him that knoweth to do good, and doetii it 
not, to him it is sin. 

If we sin wilfully after that we have received 
the knowledge of the truth, there remaineth no 
more sacrifici^ for sins, but a certain fearful look- 
ing for of judgment and fierj indignation, whicK 
shall devour the adversaries. He that despised 
Moses' law died without mercy under two or 
three witnesses : of how much «orer punishment, 
suppose ye, shall he be thought worthy, who hath 
troad^n under foot the Son of God, and hath 
counted the blood of the covenant) wherewith he 
was sanctified, an unholy thing, and hath done 
despite unto the Spirit of grace. 

Fear not them which kill the body, but are not 
able to kill the soul ; but rather fear him which 
is able to destroy both body and soul in hell. 

Is not destruction to the wicked ? and a 
strange punishment to the workers of iniquity f 

Behold the day cometh that shall burn as an 
oven ; and all the proud, yea, and all that do 
wickedly, shall be stubble : and the day that 
cometh shall burn them up, saith the Lord of 
liosts, that it shall leave them neither root nor 
branch. But unto you that fear my name, shall 
the sun of righteousness arise with healing in his 
wings. 

The ransomed of the Lord shall return and 
come to Zion with songs, and everlasting joy 
upon their heads; they shall obtVm joy and 
,.u-4..^o^^ and sorrow and sighing shall flee awav. 
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The fearfal, and unbelieving, and the abomi- 
nable, and murderers, and adulterers, and sor- 
cerers, and idolaters, and all liars, shall have 
their part in the lake which burneth with fire 
and brimstone ; which is. the second death. 

The Lord Jesus Christ shall be revealed from 
heaven with his mighty angels, in flaming fire^ 
taking vengeance on them that know not God^ 
and that obey not the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ: who shall be punished with everlasting 
destruction fcom the presence of the Lord, and 
from the glorj of his power.

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CHAP- LXXV. 

SABBATH. 

The heavens and the earth were finished^ and 
all the host of them* And on the seventh djaiyy 
God ended his work which he had made : and 
he rested the seventh day from all his work 
inrhich he had made. ^ And God blessed the 
seventh day and sanctified it ; because that in 
it he had rested from all his work which God 
created and made.

ings.

Hallow my sabbaths ; and they shall be a sign 
between me and you, that ye may know that I 
am the Lord your God. 

Keep the sabbath-day to sanctify it, as the 
XiOrd thy God hath commanded thee. 

It is lawful to do well ^n the sabbath«days. 

Jesus said unto them, Wbat. man. shall there 
be among you, that shall have fji|Le sheep, and if 
it fall into a pit on the sabbath-day ,^'Will he not 
lay hold of it and lift it out ? 

I was in the Spirit on the Lord's day. 

The Son of man is Lord even of the sabbath - 
day. 

If thou turn away thy foot from the sabbath, 
from doing thy pleasure on my holy day 5 and^ 
call the sabbath a Delight, and the Holy of the 
Lord, Honourable } and shalt honour, him not 
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doing thine own ways, nor finding thine own 
pleasure, nor speaking thine own words ; then 
thou shalt delignt thyself in the Lord ; and I will 
cause thee to nde upon the high places of the 
earth, and feed thee with the heritage of Jacob 
thy father j for the mouth of the Lord hath spo- 
ken it. 

Blessed is the man that keepeth the sahbath 
from polluting it. 



CHAP. LXXVI. 

SCRIPTURES* 

The world by wisdom knew not God. 

An highway shall be there, and a way, and it 
shall be called The way of tioliness ; the undeaA 
shall not pass over it ; but it shall be for those: 
the wayfaring men, though fools, shall not eir 
therein. 

All scripture is siven by inspiration of God, 
and is profitable wr doctrine, for reproof, for 
correction, for instruction in righteousness. 

Whatsoever things were written aforetime, 
was written for our learning, that we through 
patience and comfort of the scriptures might 
nave hope. 

These are written, that ye might believe that 
Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God ; and that 
believing, ye might have life through his name 

We have a more sure word oi prophecj: 
whereunto ye do well that ye take heed, as unto 
a light that shineth in a dark place, until the day 
dawn, and the day star arise in your hearts: 
knowing thiy^ first, .that no prophecy is of anj 
private interpretation. For the prophecy came 
not in old time by the will of man 5 but holy 
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men of God spake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost. 

God who comtnanded the light to shine out of 
darkness, hath shined in our hearts, to give the 
light of the knowledge of the glory of God in the 
iace of Jesus Christ. 

Be mindful of the words which were spoken 
before by the holy prophets, and of the com- 
mandment of us the apostles of the Lord and 
Saviour. 

Search the scriptures 5 for in them ye think 
ye have eternal life : and they are they which 
testify of me. These were more noble, in that 
they searched the scriptures daily. 

Jesus said unto them, Ye do err, not knowing 
the' scriptures, nor the power of God. 

Account that the long-suffering of our Lord id 
salvati()n 5 even as our beloved brother Paul also 
according to the wisdom given unto him hatli 
ivritten unto you ; as also in all his epistles, speak- 
ing in them of these things ; in wnich are some 
things hard to be understood, which they that 
are unlearned and unstable wrest, as they do also 
the othef scriptures, unto their own destruction. 
Is not my word like as afire ? saith the Lord ; 
and like a hammer that breaketh the rock in 
pieces ? 

The word of God is quick, and powerful, and 
sharper than any two edged sword, piercing even 
to the dividing asunder of soul and Spirit, and 
of the joints and marrow, and is a discerncr of 
the thoughts and intents of the heart.

Let the word of Christ dwell in jou richly in 
all wisdom. 

'Whosoever trans^resseth, and abideth not in

The law of the Lord is perfect, converting the 
soul : the testimony of the Lord is sure, m&ng 
wise the simple* The statutes of the Lord are 
idght, rejoicing tlie heart ; the commandment d 
Hie Lord is pure, enlightening the eyes.

Wherewithal shall a young nlian cleanse hii 
way? by taking heed thereto according to thj 
word. 

We thank God without ceasing, because, when 
ye received the word of God which ye heard rf 
u», ye received it not as the word of men, but as 
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it is of truth, the word of God, which effectually 
worketh also in you that believe. 

Receive with meekness the engrafted word, 
^vhich is able to save your souls. If any be a 
hearer of the word, and ^ot a doer, he is like 
unto a man beholding his natural face in a glass : 
for he beholdeth himself, and goeth his way, and 
straightway forgetteth what manner of man he 
ivas. 

Ye shall lay up these my words in your heart, 
and in your soul, and bind them for a sign upon 
jour hand, that they may be as frontlets between 
your eyes. And ye shall teach them your chiK 
dreo, speaking of them when thou sittestin thine 
house, and when thou walkest by the way, when 
thou liest down, and when thou risest up. And 
thou shalt write them upon the door posts of 
thine house, and upon thy gates. 

Ye shall not add unto the word which I com- 
mand you, neither shall ye diminish aught from 
it, that ye may keep the commandments of the 
liord your God which I command you.

I am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ: 
for it is the power of God unto salvation, to ev- 
ery one that believcth. 
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The lioly scriptures are able to make thee 
wise unto salvation, through faith which is in 
Christ Jesus. 

See that ye refuse not him that speaketVi : for 
if they escaped not who refused him that spake 
on earth, much more shall not we escape, it we 
turn ^way from him that speaketh from heaven.

Woe unto the wicked ! it shall be ill with him : 
for the reward of his hands shall be given him. 

Evil shall slay the wicked '. and they that hate 
the righteous shall be desolate. 

When a wicked man dieth, his expectatioa 
sdiall nerish. 

Oh let the wickedness of the wicked come to 
an end. 



CHAP. LXXXIII, 

WISDOM AND UNPSRSTANDINO. 

The fear of the Lord is the beginning of wis- 
dom and the knowledge of the Holy is under- 
standing. 
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The fear of the Lord that is wisdom ; and to 
depart from evil is understanding. 

Incline thine ear unto wisdom, and apply 
thine heart to understanding. 

Happy is the roan that findeth ivisdom and 
the man that getteth understanding. For the 
merchandize of it is hetter than the merchandize 
of silver, and the gain thereof than fine gold. 
She is more precious than rubies : and all the 
things thou canst desire are not to be compared 
unto her.

Get wisdom, get understanding : forget it not;

love her, and she shall keep tliee. Wisdom is 
the principal thing ; therefore get wisdom : and 
with all thy getting, get understanding* Exalt 
her, and she shall promote thee : she shall bring 
thee to honour, wnen thou dost embrace her. 
She shall give to thine head an ornament of 
grace : a crown of glory shall she deliver to 
thee.^ 

Wisdom is good with an inheritance : and by 
it there is profit to them that see the sun. For 
wisdom is a defence, and money is a defence : 
but the excellency of knowledge is, that wisdom 
giveth life to them that have it. 

Wisdom is better than strength : nevertheless 
the poor man's wisdom Js despised, and his 
woras are not heard. Wisdom is better than 
weapons of war. 

A man shall be commended according to his 
wfsdoth. 
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Keep sound wisdom. Fools despise wisdom. 

Wisdom excelleth folly as far as light excell- 
eth darkness. 

Say unto wisdom, Thou art my sister ; and 
call understanding thy kinswoman. 

A wise man's heart discerneth bo0i time and 
judgment. 

The words of wise men are heard in quiet 

A wise man will hear, and will increase learn- 
ing;* and a man of understanding will attaio 
unto wise counsels. 

The law of the wise is a fountain of life, to 
depart from the snares of death. 

The well-spring of wisdom is as a ttowing 
brotk. 

Understanding is a well-spring of life unto 
him that hath it. 

Good understanding giveth favour. 

He that getteth wisdom loveth his own soal ; 
he that keepeth understanding shall find good. 

I applied mine heart to know, and to search^ 
and to seek out wisdom, and the reason of 
things, and to know the wickedness of foUj, 
even of foolishness and madness. 

The fool shall be servant to the wise in heart 

He that walketh with wise men shall be wise : 
but a companion of fools shall be destroyed. 

The Lord give thee wisdom. The Lordgife 
thee understanding in all things. 

If any man lack wisdom, let him ask of God, 
that giveth to all men liberally, and upbraideth 
not ; and it shall be given him. 

So teach us to number our days, tha^wenaT 
apply our hearts unto wisdom. 

Walk in wisdom toward^ them that ate with- 
out, redeeming the time. ' 
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Be ye wise fts serpents, and harmless as doves. 

I would have jou wise unto that which is 
good, and simple concerning evil. 

How long, ye simple ones, will ye love sim- 
plicity ? a»d fools hate knowledge. 

Fools make a mock at sin. Go from the pres- 
ence of a foolish man, when thou perceivest not 
in him the lips of knowledge. 

The wise in heart will receive comroand- 
Bients : but a prating fool shall fall. 

In the lips of him that hath understanding 
vrisdom is found : but a rod is for the back oT 
him that is void of understanding. 

A fool layeth open his folly. A fools voice is 
known by the multitude of words* The be- 
ginning of the words of his mouth is foolishness : 
and the end of his talk is mischievous vanity. 
A fool uttereth all his mind : but a wise man 
keepeth it in till afterwards. 

The fear of the Lord is the beginning of 
knowledge : but fools despise wisdom and in* 
struction. Fools die for want of wisdom. 

The way of a fool is right ill his own eyes. 

A wise man feareth, and departeth ftom evil : 
but the fool rageth, and is confident. 

He that waiketh with wise men shall be wise : 
but a companion of fools shall be destroyed. 

Wise men lay up knowledge : but the mouth 
of the foolish is near destruction. 

The wise shall inherit glory : but shame shall 
be the promotion of fools. 

He that winneth souls is wise.

Ye sorrowed after a godly sort, what carefol- 
ness it wrought in you, yea, what vehemeot 
desire, yea, what zeal ? 

I know the forwardness of your mind, for 
which I boast of you. Your zeal hath provoked 
very- many. ^ 

The Lord saw that there was no man, and I 
wondered that there was no intercessor: there- 
fore his arm broucht salvation. He was clad 
with zeal as a cloa^. 

The zeal of thine house hath eaten me up. 

Mjr zeal hath consumed me; because nine* 
enemies have forgotten thy words. 

The Lord spake unto Moses, saying, Phinehas« 
the son of Bleazar, the son of Aaron the priest 
hath turned my wrath away from the children of 
Israel, (while he was zealous for my sake among 
them,) that I consumed not the children of Israel 
in my jealousy. Wherefore say, Behold, I eive 
unto him my covenant of peace* And he snal! 
have it, and his seed after him, even the cQvento' 
of an everlasting priesthood ; because he wi: 
zealous for his Goa, and made an atonement ff 
the children of Israel. 

Epaphras, who is one of you, a servant c 
Chnst, saluteth you, always labouring ferventl' 
for you in prayers, that ye may stand perfect 
and complete in all the will of God. For I bei 
him record, that he hath a great zeal for you. 
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I know thy works, that thou art neither cold 
nor hot : I would thou were cold or hot, so then, 
because thou art lukewarm, and neither cold nor 
hot, 1 will spue thee but of my mouth. 

They ham a zeal of God, but not according 
to knowledge^ 

I (Paul) am verily a man which am a Jew, 
born in Tarsus, a city in Ciliciay yet brought up 
in this city at the feet of Gamaliel, and taught 
according to the perfect manner of the Uw of 
the fathers, and was zealous toward God, as ye 
all are this day. And I persecuted this waj 
unto the death, binding and delivering into pri- 
sons both men and women. 

Ye have heard of my conversation in time past 
in the Jews' religion, how that beyond measure 
I persecuted the church of God, and wasted it : 
and profited in the Jews' religion above many 
my ec[uals in my own nation, being more ex- 
ceedingly zealous of the traditions of my fathers. 
But when it pleased God, who called me by his 
grace, to reveal his son in me, that I might preach 
bim among the heathen $ immediately I conferr- 
ed not with flesh and blood* They had heard 
that he which persecuted us in times past, now 
preached the faith which once he destroyed. 
And they glorified God in me. 

Are they ministers of Christ ? (f speak as a 
fool) I am more : in labours more abundant, in 
stripes above measure, in prisons more frequent, 
in deaths oft Of the Jews five times received I 
forty stripes save one. Thrice was I beaten with 
rods, once was I stoned, thrice I suffered ship- 
wreck $ a night and a day I have been in the deep : 
injourneyings often, in perils of waters, in perils 
of robbers, in perils by mine own countrymen, 
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in perils by the heathen, in perils in the city, in 
- perils in tfie wilderness, in perils in the sea, in 
perils among fadse brethren ; in weariness and 
painfulness, in watchings often, in hunger and 
thirst, in fastings often, in cold and nakedness. 
Besides those things that are witho^ that which 
Cometh upon me daily, the care of all the churclt' 
^s. Who is weak, and I am not Weak ? whoi& 
offended, and I burn not P If I must needs glory, 
J will glory of the things which concern mine 
infirmities. The God and Father of our ^rd 
Jesus Christ, which is blessed for eyermore, 
knoweth that I lie not> 



CHAP. LXXXV. 

MISOSLLAHEOUS SELEOTIOK. 

The hand of the Lord was upon me, and car- 
ried me out in the spirit of the Lord, and set me 
down in the midst of the valley which waifull 
of bones. And caused me to pass by them round 
about : and, behold, there were very many in 
the open valley ; and, so, they were very dry.

Be faithful to thj neij^hbour in hid ppvertj; 
that thou majest rejoice m his prosperity. 

Lend thy neighbour in timfe pf his need, and 
pay thou tbj neighbour again in di|e season. 
Keep thy word) and deal faithfully with him, 
and thou shalt always find the thing that is ne- 
cessary for thee. 

Many y/hen a thing was lent them^ reckoned it 
to be fqund. gind put them to trouble that helped 
tiiein. Till he hat a received, he will kiss a man's 
h^nd; and for his neighbour's money he will 
speak submissively: but when he should repay 
he will prolong the time 9 and return words of 
grief) and complain of the time. Many, there- 
fore, have refused to lend for other men's ill- 
dealing, fearing to be defrauded- 
, Be not surety abqve thy power $ for if thou 
be surety take care to pay.

Sound sleep corfieth of moderate gating.

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Better is the poor, being sound and strong of 
constitution, than a rich man that is afflicted in 
his body. 

In lewdness is decay and great want: for 
lewdness is the mother of famine. 

Envy and wrath shorten the life. 

Sbot. 3. Let reason go before every enter*^ 
prise, and counsel before every action. 

Ask counsel of all that are wise, and despise 
not any counsjei that is profitable. 

Consult not with one that suspecteth thee ; 
neither with a coward, in matters of war ; nor 
ivith a buyer, of selling ; nor with an envious 
man, of thankfulness ; nor with an unmerciful 
man, touching kindness ; nor with the slothful, 
for any work. 

Consult not with a fool.5 for h^ cannot keep 
counsel. - 

Be in peace with many ; nevertheless have 
but one counsellor of a thousand. 

Sect. 4. Be not a hypocfHe in the sight of 
men, and take good heed what thou speakest. 

Refrain not to speak when there is occasion to 
do good. 

Let thy speech be short, comprehending much 
in a few words. 

Open not thine heart to every man. 

Be not hasty in thy tongue, and in thy deeds 
slack and remiss. 

He that can rule his tongue shall live without 
strife.

Admonish a friend : for many 
times it is a slander, and believe not every tale. 
There is one that slippeth in his speech, but not 
from lus heart ; and who is he that hath not of- 
fended virith his tongue P 

Forsake not an old friend. Nothing doth 
countervail a faithful friend, and his excellency 
is invaluable. 

Change not a fnend for any good. Love thy 
friend, and be faithful unto him, 

A friend cannot be known in prosperity $ and 
an enemy cannot be hidden in adversity. 

Rejoice not over thy greatest en^my, being 
rUari b^it remcmbcr that we all die. 
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Sbot* 6, A mean estate is not always .to be 
contemned | nor the rich that is fodish to be 
had in admiration. 

He that is hasty to give credit is light-minded. 

There is one tnat is wise^ and teacheth many^ 
and yet is unprofitable to himself. 

Be not curious in unnecessary matters. 

Whoso regardeth dreams is like him that 
catcheth at a shadow^ and followeth the "wind. 

Commend not a man for his beauty ; neither 
abhor a man for his outward appearance. 

Boast not of thy clothing and raiment, and 
exalt not thyself in the daj^ of honour. 

Be ashamed of reyealin^ secrets. Whoso 
discovereth secrets loseth his credit. 

Do no secret thing before a stranger; for 
thou knowest not what he will bring forth. 

Blessed is he whose conscience hath not con- 
demned him.
